lu the year ISH a volame in folio, with ntuneroua entered 
plates, was published in London^ with the following title; “(Gre¬ 
cian Remains in Tttily, n Doeeription of (^x-loptan Walla and of 
Roman Antiquitiea. With tu|]Ograpltiui! awl pjetoresqtie Vbwa 
of Ancient Latiom. By J. J. Middleton." In the Introduetory 
Chapter the author »iya that it ia hia intention to giro an idea 
of those monttniejita in Littiitiii which are of a date anterior to 
Roman greatneas. In work of this kind, he says, ** The artist ia 
}>erhapB of more real use thuu the scholar. I for this reaatHi 
adopted the plati of making a ct^lleetion of very aeenrute draw¬ 
ings. The viewB, therefore, which are now odered to the public 
are not meant niendy ti> ae^'omjMtiiy the text; they »ro the prin¬ 
cipal object of this publication. I write, because I have drawn.'* 
ITe adds: These sketches were executed during the years 180S 
anti 180!1; and it is more than is absolutely necessary to add 
timt tho country they are intended to give an idea of whs vis¬ 
ited in the company of tu'o English gcnlletuen, tlien resiidcnt at 
Rome; hut I nm h»p[y to seiae every opportunity of assuring 
them how much 1 value their Meudshifu and hoiv j dealing it 
is to me to recoUiK't the da>^ I poitsed ■ivith them.*' This sen¬ 
tence contains in the word ^‘English " the sole indication which the 
volumo affiirds that the author liiniBelf w’os not tui Englishman. 
Tl»e l)ook tias an air of good breeiling, taste, and learning, which 
mark its writer ae a gentleman, but atfbrd no hint os to his conntiy, 
Tlie volume appeared at an nuforttmate moment for obtaining 
the notice it deserved. The hist years of the struggle with Xaptv 
leon w'cre too full of imniedinte intcreHt to iiermit mneh attention 
to antiquity. The war between tJie ruiteil States anii Great Britain 
for three years interrupted the litt^rary as well as the political 
relatious benveen the two enuntries. Mr. Middleton’s htrok may 
have uttriicn^ the regard of u few seholurH mid artists; hut it 
diaapiieared from view before its value was recognized, and hefore 
securing for its author the repute which he di^cn'etl. His uamo 
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in not fcmnd in Alliboinj’s Dictionsiry j his hook is nt»l inontionorl 
by Lowndes, Emiiet, itr (inu'seo; G. O. MfilU'-r. Stark and Uoinach 
in their reapeelivc Manaals make no referenof T<> thy work, or to 
the writer. A brief and insuffideut ijotit'o of Mr. Sfiddieutn Is 
conttiincd in Ajipleton^s Cycloim'diu; Imt his name has beeiigen- 
cndlr forgotten, and Ids work has htn-n unknowti to those who hare 
followed him m the same field of study. Even if Ids hook Innl

fir.-!t Gontrlbntlou iiitide l»y an Anieriesiti To the knowledge of 
elu^sical imtiqnity. litit it deserves this ibr ita own sake : tiio 
neenracy anJ esccvlleiice of the drawings reprodiieiHl in jt give it 
such pmnanent worth that it may vvell fi.rni the eonier-Etoiie of 
the grooving library of Ainerieiin treatises ort elaesieal artiba>oIogy, 
while its autlior'a name [m>perly stands at the hetwl of the liiat 
li-Ogthening list ot AmerKiaii invest igtrtoR^ of the moimijlents 
of former nHii " in the Old World. 

Mr. iJohn Luii'iI Middleton Iselonged to a well-known i^outh. 
Ciirolinian family, long distinguished alike for its hiatipric public 
Bervii-r and for the heredifory high cultimi of its leai.liiig mem- 
Krs. He was the sou of the jiatriot, and sigtier of tlio Declara^ 
tion of Ifide|>endence, Arthur Middleton, and wa« born in 1785. 
He lost hie fiither in his infoncy, and, like him, received his col¬ 
lege edaeatioii iit Cambridge, England. From the Univerflity he 
proceeded to the Continent, and in Italy and Pniiice he spent 
the great^ j^rt of his life. Endi>wod by'naturo with uncommon 
gitls, which he had cultivated to advantage, he found ready 
access to good society, and was reccivetl on terms of infunney in 
CTfelcs into which foreigmjre seldom gained entrance. He sought 
for no pnhlio dwtitu-tions, and sjwnt the griiater part of his life 
in elepini. if not indolent, leisure. With his fodle j^wers and 
Varted giils, wltli all the graoea and aceomplLshmenfe of culture 
It would seem tlnit he needled only andotior. to secure the repute 
for which he did not on re. He tUod in Paris in 1849. nis 
lH>dy was brought to America, and lamed in the fontily vaiills 
at .liddh’toii Place, on Ashley Itlver. in South Carolina, The 
holts, wifa htimed and the vaults tlishonored by tlie Union troops 
in 1884 ; and omong the family mcmoriiils which were then mia- 
emh y dieperscul or destroyeil were some of ti:c bemuiful drawin^m 
oi Mr. Middleton. 
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It wiitj soon arti>r quitting Cambridge that he went to reside ia 
Italy, The attention of etndenb? of antiquity lnul lately been 
drawn to tho prehistoric walls in Latjum by the researcljes of M. 
Petit-Radel. To tiiese w'all* this seholar had given the name of 
Cyclopean, beeauEe they eecmed to him bi> exhibit tlie Eome char¬ 
acter os those of Tiryns, Myceme, and other ancient (.rreek sites, 
which the Greek writere themselvea had attribated to the mytlu- 
eal race of Cyclopes. Obsening the tnethotli' of construction of 
these primitive walls, the evidences of cora[»!irative antiquity 
which they allbrded, niiil the sites where they were found, he con¬ 
ceived the idea that they won* in truth the work of tlie I’elasgi, 
a race which up to this time bad appeared setircely less mythical 
than the Cytrlopes themselves. French sclvolni^liip at this time 
was not at its best, ** L'etndu de i'Autiqiiite etiiit ah his chez 
nous cn train de retiattr<.‘; ’’ sayi? Sointe-Bcuve, ifjieiiJdiig of the 
First Kiiipire. M. Petit-Eadel wiis something of a pcdiuit, and 
his conclosions were au(*pectoil as reatiiig on too narrow* a basis of 
eridence. Published in the “ Miigiisin ciicyclopcdique " in lli(l4 
and subsequent years, they at first met with little at-eeptance, 
especLdly fi*oia Gcmiun arehfeologista; and it was not until the 
anbsequent invisstigiifioiis of lK«da‘idl and Gell in Grei't'C and the 
istaiidd of tlie Meditemiueaii had confinned biis views, that the 
Pebisgic origin of lliese anchnit walls came to be reimriled as prob¬ 
able, and that a division of them was established into three or tour 
ditlereut orders, awording to the shaping and layitig of their stones. 

Doll well wlio had jireviously visited Greece, was one of tlift 
** English gentlemen” in whose I'orupany ilr. Middleton had 
drawn and stntlied the Latian walls. He did not fitil to note the 
reseniblaiice between the Cyelopean work of one land nnd the 
other; but it ivas not till 1818 that he published his excellent 
“ Classical and Topographical Tour tlirough < rrecce,” in which he 
ilrew attention once more to these oldest remains of Enropean 
civilization. Had the publii*atiou of Mr. Middleton's observa- 
tloiis lieen equal] v delayed, tlit.y might have lieen as well received 
and reniHidwred. IIw hook was the first, so far us I uni aware, 
in wlih-h die condtisious of M. Potit-RiiiUI were supfnwted by 
fresh cVIdonee and illustrated by accurate drawings. In his opt-n- 
ing chapter ho stiv*s: 

“ Paiisiinias was tlio firal who gave die generic term Cjdopian to 
walk of the Qatura of those we treat of; but I believe no tegular system 
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wfl^f built M\Km the observiition of i\wjT s^ingularityp until ubout ttv^elve 
yeara agOj wbtuj Mr. Petit Radelp a memlMirof thekntional Institute m 
Pari’?, publialied a tuemoir on the subject; in tbia tmet he terms tliem 
'Cciiutrufiinns polygons, im^-taiUtires/ and endeavors to prove, firsts 
that they luive no connection with the * optLs ineertum ’ of VitruviuJi; 
and secondly, dial tbey arc the renmins uf inontjmcnts built by die 
Felua^iiuis. 

TJje tiret part Li very easily catahlislied, and iflevident to any person 
’wiio hits seen the two of constmetiou, as the ^opns iiiecrtlim 'is 

ooly the embryoof the'opus retkulntnni,* and differs from the Cycio^ 
pian in toeing eolil.posc^l of small briclcs, vrbieh arejoin^f^I by mortarj 
whoixiis the Cyclopian ir alia are bui It of Iju ui cn se stones, fi ve, ten, fi fteen, 
and oeeasiouEilJy liventy feet long,with out any coinent, but joined by the 
nicety of the 5t|naring^ and kept together by tlialr own weight. Alberti 
baa ttjentiuneiJ tlieec walls in his Euinaii Antii^uiLieH (B, l,,c. S); and 
Piranttsi, when ba apeaks of tiiem, calls Iheni erroneoibsly ^opus in- 
certniij."

Thr tliird and f>urtli ciaiptera of Mr. Mitlilk-ton's book are 
occupied with a dbciu-wlon of the ori^iial inliabitaiitt. of Laiinm 
Htid of t},c liivt Latin kiii^. are full of tho tijivor of a 

fiiu- old-iu^hioDHl learniiijf, ii little dry with n^, bat giving evi- 
denevofa love for the claa^ioa and an aifinaijitanfe with%hem 
more couiiiii*a among young geittlemon eiglitv or a hundred veitre 
ag.> fbill at the present day. In Lis tiftli chapter, when Mr. 
Mnhlleton nets .nit from Home to Alhauo. the Homau i*oufe are 
bis ch^n coiiipanions, wliile tlie road and the scene dmve tiieir 
cihi* t iiiterint fnr him fiiotn their aiicieiit poetic and historic asso- 
ciadotiii. 

Mr. Middleton ft course led him along the Appian Way, through 
AlLauf), tt> the Lake of N’cmi and its enviroaft. thence to VelTe- 
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tri, and flo by Lake Giuliano to Cora. Here the tree Cyclopean 
redon begins. Com, Norba, 8egni. Alatri, Ferentino, crowning 
their Bleep bills with mlgh^ walb, hardly out of flight one from 
the other, show bow Qetiae the loisal Pelasgic population musthftTe 
been of old, how long and terrible were its ware, and how high 
was the civilization which needed tlie protection of defences so 
eliihomte in design, so enormous in scale, and which required such 
vaat and protracted effort, and sueh immense labor lor their oon- 
etmetioii. At Cora, with the exception of a single square tower, 
the walls that now remain were ndsed for the I'urposw of snpiiort- 
ing the hill. At Norba there is an enormous gate, and in general 
the walls “ are very well preserved and are a fine specimen ot 
Cyclopian ■work.” 'Fhe remains at Segni and at Alatri are ot 
more importauce. They are fully dracribed and carefiilly ilbs- 
trated by Mr. Middleton; and it seems worth while to qnote a 
portion of his account of them to show the character of hia arch®- 


“The hill on which Sogui b situated is very steep,a^d 'v® were nmrly 
two hours ascending its barren sides. ... Thu niodern b^wu 
liet eauln»eii within tbo ancient walls, but does not owsupy the 
apace nf tho aueient city.

come now to a small pointed gate, placed in a wall winch serv^ to 
prop tlic earth. The point at tlic lop is formed, on one side by a stone

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» carve as rcgalarlv formed as that of the Gotiiic-pointed an;h> The 
entninco in thig gate, aa in gevcrol others, ijs not Immediately straight, 
but ctidcn-ayB, so that, of the stO'Ticg -whieh form the eomcia, one has 
on acate and the other an obtuse angle.” 

Mr, Middleton, after deflcribing the remaining gates, speaks of 
the ancient enhstruction of the modem church, and makt's an 
instructive obactrntion. 


**I oliseryed nearthis church, as in several other places inSegni where 
the Cydopian wort had been in part domoltshod, a jn-vuliarity which 
may throw s<imc light upon the mode of construction of these remote 
imtions whenever they wished to attain any adJitioiuilstrcnjrth or e> 
lidity. On the interior a urfhee of the stones, which have been left imeciv- 
ered by the demolition of the upper part of the wall, are oblong holes 
cut in the block, some about eight orten inches hmg, an inch wide, and 
from twcj or three deeji. By concoiviiig that the upiMS-atone, which fitted 

upon these, woH hoUowed in tliconnie manner, it would allow space for 

the intrahiction of a piece of wood nr iron, ai«out ten inches long by 
four or six broad; and this, tightly iueneed uithin tlio wall, prevented 
the 8ti>ne8 from being removed out of their place bv anv cxteniol 
injniT.

M"ith a description of the roek-cllt tombs of Ynlnioutotte, ttf die 
remains at rnhstriiui, ninl of the oiuects of mU'ieat on tin.- way 
Ix'tu'een this latter tfovn ami Rome, Mr. MuldlL-ton concludes his 
work. 

Twenty-two yeara after the pnhlication of his volume, rionic i>f 
the same drawings which hml l»ecn rtiirndiiced in it were once more 
engraved, in an inferior style, tor the well-knmvn imsthmuoiis work 
of Mr. Dodmai, on the Cyelopi^aii, or Velasgie, Rt-mains m Greece 
and Italy.* Tlie btwk iMintidns no referentie to tlie young Amerintn 
who hud been the companion of its author in the study of Latian 
imtirpijtiefi, and whose oum book had fiiiled to seenre the atten¬ 
tion It deserved.

THE PANATHEXAIC FESTTVAl A^T> THE CENTRAL 
SLAB or THE PAUTHEXOX KUrF:ZE. 


The siig]^tion iini<le hy Brtmu ooueeminfr the group of the 
Priest find the Boy with the Peploa from the Eastern Frieze of tlie 
PartheRon has hccn developed by Dr. Fltiech^ into the confirmed 
belief that the peplos is not the sacred peplos of Athene, and that 
the l)oy is not in the act of prosentiug it to the priest. It Lh really 
tiotliliig more than the priest's over-garment, of which be has di- 
Tostwl himself in order to prepare for the eacrifice of the hecatombs 
offered by Athens and iU trolonies, whuh are being led from either 
aide towarila the centre of the Meze, He ia, in fiict, merely Imnd^ 
ing his own cloak to the boy to hold daring the sacrifice. 

It quite natural that those who liave held this grouj* to inanifist 
die cenlnil iiietdent of the whole frieze and of the scene which it 
depicts, should feel some reltU'tance to substitute for it^an interpre¬ 
tation witicll apparently offers so striking an anti-ellrnux, from the 
point <*f view of artistic composition as well as of the liistoty of 
Greek religious ceremonies. I Lave elsewhere* shown, from flie 
considenition of the artistie (loinptsition of the frieze, that this sim¬ 
ple interpretation docs not present an auti-eUmux, and tliat it even 
forms II most im^Hirtant feature in the representation as a whole. 
I have also la.H>n able to adduce instaucca from actuiilly existing 
monniiicnts in which the same ixqiri‘sentatJons of u boy thus 
holding a cloak before his inaHter have no religions siguifieanee, 
but are the common set^uce of daily life. 

As regards the aspect nf the question from the point of view of 
religious antiqnities, the reluctarnx- to surreuder the co'mmon inter- 
pretutioii seems to me based npon a misifouception of die historr of 
Greek mythology’ in general, of the history of the woraUip^f Athene 
in Athens, and, more eajH.‘cln1ly, of the part which the peplos iilayed

^leuraiua began iivitb hifl Pomstficmttti in lt>19. 

It appcaoi to me that the importnnee of the dedication of the 
poploe among the et reinoniee of the Pimathennic festival, 
w the time to wKkk the creetm of the PardtVim hehmgs, has been 
over-esi imatod. This, I believe, is chiefly to be attributed to the 
fact that the current interpretation of the central Jabof the frieze, 
80 long eatablislicd and so often repeated, lias become fixed m the 
minds of scholars as the moat striking feature of that tvorlt 
The earliest references to tlie peplos, though not m uuy inune- 
diatc connection withthi- ranatliennic festival, still less Vi ith tlia 
prm^essioii, are in Euripides’ fieruifi, h 46fl (b. c. 428), in 
phanes' Birth, 1. 8-26 (414 b . c .), probably also in Fros^, h 6t)o (lu 
c, 428). Tliiicydides makes no mention of it. 

The origin of the ceremony of its dedication, not as yet a part o 
the Panthenaic festival of later rimes, gtjes back to the earUeat yeare 
oftheestabllslmient of au Athene worship on the A^pohs of 
Athens. In coimeetion with the very ancient and archiuc wooden 
statue of Athene Polias in her temple on the Acropolis, the mytho¬ 
logical tradition innong the Athenian people considered this statue 
to be the dedication of Eriehthonios, Pimiiar to the Palladium of 
Trov, this ancient W'ooden statue wtw clothed in actual ^peiy.Jlist 
like eome quaint images of the Virgin .Mary, especially m utn 
olmrehos. there wus no nc-ed for a continual renewal of the 
wooden case, even if this had been possible and desirable, it.-^uthccd 
that the dmiicrv tie pcrioiUcally rencw'ed,aiidthns,oneea year, at 
the birthday of thegoddt^ and the entming feiiirt,a new garment 
wui* nfiered her in lieu of a new statue. But this wa^ not yet t le 
Paiitlunaic ft-stival a-s the authorities of later times, from whom

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Tbe hial prominence of the peploa in the procession nml in tie 
ceFeinonyoiilj comes in when once it is iittiicheii ttsii wall toaahip 
whicli in drawn througii tiie streete, und when it thnu uppcjils to tlio 
feelings of the Athcniana iVoin its fifisociulions with tlidr man time 
power which, through TLemiiitoclca, had heconic so prominent a 
ieuture in tlie Attic polity. But tJie turliest autliorities make no 
mention of this part of the [troeession. We do not hear of it till 
the beginning of the I Hi century.^ und iiikptliat It is made the chief 
feature of die proce&don in the deseriptions oftliose later antbore. 

Now it appears to me that this form ivhioh tlie ceremony 
assumes at^er the time ot f'erieleii, is the ri^snltof an intcmiingliug 
of the ceremonies in commemoration of’'fhe-seuK ivitii those ciedf. 
cated n • the worsliip of Athene, And this supposition wi] [ tmin in 
weight the more we Inmi' in mind, lin, tJmt in the course of time 
the varions cereiijoiiiea of god^ and Jjeroea strongly tended to iii- 
teriiiingle; 2d, that Athetie and Theaens beetime niore and moro 
dosely associaU'd ns the pvtrims of Attica, and tliut they Iwth have 
an etiiieciaUluire in thecouHtituiiun of tJic Panathenlacfestival; and 
3d, that after the J’erwinu war the chief |H 3 wep of the Athenians 
consisted in their maritiirie force, a suggeariyn of wiiieb they ould 
naturally tetiil to inlroduoe in coutici-don witli their patron deity 

To show the jirnecss of its ititroduetion wt iiiiist look more criti¬ 
cally into tlio DBtnre mid hlutoiy of the whole fostivah TTjc f>iina- 
thenaia, ns we know them, were more a political lestival than an 
immediate part of religions wo^hip. The word denotes a union 
of the Athenian people befm-e it rcHeets open the supreme sway 
of the goddess A thene, Tim festi val grows more a festival in honor 
ot Athene the more that godde^^ eomes to be considered tJm chief 
patron of the Attic people when the latter had become eBtahlished 
in thoir nmon and as leaders in the politico] life of Graeco 

The supremo worship of Athene in Attica is, together with the 
worehip ot a r'anhellenie Zens in Greece, the reltgione .^niomitant 
of the imhtiud feeling arising iu Atiii-a and in Greece after tfm ric- 
tont-e of the Persian wars. Th-fore this the won^hip of At!,.me was 
not so supreme in Attica, There .listed older rites, superior to or 
at least coordinatowitli her worsliip, sueti as that of Zeus Polieus 
on the Acropolis, Aphrodite, Artemis, Poseidon, Demeter, Apollo, 

' ilicii,, p, 2ia asd Jfo, m 
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Dionvaoa, Heraoles^ Aie., and eaeh attempt at centralij^tition of polit¬ 
ical pow^r and £issc?rrioii of mitnnil supremacy, leaditig witli it a 
centmU^iitidn of rctigiotirf worship,^ towarJe a distinctive national 
deity, led to a more pronounced preference for her worstiip. In 
the eOtTlier times the other diAinities had their tbsdvities with their 
gntnes; bnt more and more the festival ^iimea in her honor not 
oaly tlie otlier^ in s[dend[H' bnt even these heeoma modlKed 

ill that Athene together with Theseus are introduced into the 
ceremonial which wm priniurily in honor of some other doity^ 
So, for instance, Athene, m Al/ic}id Sfcmh% hsia pai*t with Oio- 
nj'so^ in tlie Oschopkoria^ a preliminary celebration, of the vintiige 
of which Theaeua is ccnsidcr^'d tlic lb under: and iigniu Thcscua 
(probably in tlie time of Klmoti) hecomes prominently intro- 
dnetd tlirijnghont the P^ancp^ia^ which was primarily a festival 
ol* Apollo. 

The various marked stages in the histoiy of the Panatheuaie fes¬ 
tival are, Ist, the dcdiciition of the ancient l^awoi^by Erichthonios: 
2iid, the act of tmitlng the sepanitc tribes of Attica into one centro, 
Athens and the Acropolis, by Theseus; this is called {rumi/eia or 
t 3rd, the inirodneiion of greater ijoinp, and the estab¬ 
lishment of Ihe^createrPanathenaia by Peisdstratos in. every fourth 
year; 4th, the introduction tif niasit*al gaijit*s bj the Fcisistra- 
tidwu: 5thp furtlicr einiilar additions by Pericles. 

Tlie act of Krichthonios is kiist Idstorica] in clniraetcr. It fxjint^ 
to an eartv establishment of n worship of Athene Polias on the 
Acropolis along wtiJi the earlier ’n^or&lnp of Zeus Poliens. 

The real c^tiddiahment of tJie festival and games i.s attributed to 
Theseus, and here the festival is of an c^ii^entially jiolitical uiid 
natinnal chameter, which it imdutaiiis ever after until the worship 
of Athene becfnnes idcntti,Til with the glorification of the Athenian 
pepjde. The tnaiition concerning the act of Theseus marks above 
all things the union of the Attic people with one local centre, the 
Acroiailis of Alliens, anil this it i,-^, the ^rvi^omta^ whieli gjveis to 
the festival its character. The earliest and Ijest authority, Thucy-

It is a significant fact tliut all snljeerjtient pttlitical movements 
which tended towardn the centmlization ol‘ jKJwer in the Attic 
state were marked by some addition to this festival; so with 
Peisistratoa, the Pciewtraiidafi and J'oriclcs, 

Peisistratoa apfiears to Lave formed tlie plan of it united Greece 
with Athens aa tlie leader; ami. as the Olympic games winch began 
to Boiirisb so greatly about his time hronght the wliole of Gfei-ee 
together uniting in the games of Zens, bo he appears to liavo taken 
these for a model and to have attempted to create Attic games of 
similar feme with Atliene ae the patron. Therefore he eatablishcs 
greater feativids at a periotl of foitr yejirs like the Olympiads, imd 
tliese featiralsare ueod in Athens ns a division of time similar to the

recarrL'ntJi.^ of tlie OJjTupuin gsimofci, lie too, like TliepeuB, hirns 
hU iitt*?ntion to the fnll e&Tiiiilirtbiiieiil of tin- iiiotropolk by rebuikl- 
ing pirti? of the town and improving the rojids over all Attieaj 
while he and hk family develop to the highest degree tlie worship 
of Athenn through whot* infarporfidoiK ac< ording to l[en>clotu^ (L 
60), he wm supposed to have been mised to Bovereignty. He estalv 
litihes the heasd of Athene ^ the emblem on Athenian eoirm; he and 
the Pcis^intmtidae began the great Hekiitompedonj die earlier tem¬ 
ple ^ which was followed by the P^irthenonv It is in thk time^ no 
doubts tliat the worship of Athene began to l>e supreme, as the feel¬ 
ing of oathmal |jower on the (Uirt of the Attic wiib rising; atiJ 

it is in this time that I lielleve the religioua festiviJ of the birthday 
ot\Atlieue and the Theseau Sjmoikieioos (bpth taking place in the 
Fame month ITckatcmbNicm) to liave been firmly welded together* 
liut the temple of Athene built by Peieistraroe was never to be 
completed; the I'ersian invader destroyed alniojit the entire town of 
Athemi. Tlie Atlu-niana after the wsir bid to set to work to rebuild 
their deslToyed homce, and there en^aed a new Synoikhij revived

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wtth a aew dpirit of natiOfial vigor and |K)wer. Tlie resettling of 
Athens, completed by I'ericlue, was the octiiaion of a new festival 
similar in ite conditions, only far gninder,to timt of the union under 
Theseus; and the I'estival was to l>0 glorified by the dedication to 
tlie goddess of ii new grand “ house ” and a glorious image clad m 
a gttnueut of gold. To Athene and TheBoiis, the rUvine and heroic 
patrons of Athens, the victoiy over the Pci^iau foe is chiefly 
attributeil, an<i they are considered to have actively interveneiL 
The worship of Athene and of Theseus are now fully fixed and 
have reached their highest point, and the two elements are now 
thoroughly combined, tlic religious devotion to the goddessheoom- 
ing thoroughly national, and the fejynoikia receiving a religious 
character. Athene and Thesens henceforth arc thoroughly blended 
in the devotion of the Attic people, and if the Thesenn elements m 
the festival have been infused with ceremonies belonging to Athene, 
the rites connected with Thesuft must have become infused into 
the Athene festival, cveu those not connected with tlie Synoikia. 

Thuri it ifi that, when time has somewhat efiheed the esnet distin¬ 
guishing points of cerentonies, the maritime element is introduced 
into the festival of Atiiene in the fourth centuiy through the close 
relationship of the goddess with the hero who founded it. Wo need 
but read iu irmierios {Or., ITl, Ifi), the description of the ship, on 
the mast ofTvhieh the peplos is suspended as a sail, filled with priests 
and priestesses and decked with flowers, to «e that this is the sMp 
of Thcsc-ns which wujj held in repair down to the time of Demetrios 
the rhalercan (317 B. C.), and In which, decked with flowers,the 
eacred embassy was sfitii to Delos. .Moreover the sail in the myth 
of Theseus had n particular significance. Thus it is that in later 
times the i*eplos obtained an importance which it did not ^sscss 
in earlier times, and which oonld not come into consideration on 
an occasion when a great statue was ofierpd to the goddess. 

The &«lin<^of P^imthnisisni reaches its highest iioint after the 
Pereiiin warf and the conBCiousnosa of this supremacy is notice¬ 
able in all expressions of public life and in all the works of art 
belonging to this period. The T’anatbenfiie fii»tival with its pro¬ 
cession is primarily an expression of Attic unity. How then would 
an artist commemorate the event and rei^reaent the scene ? 

Tn an essay on the Parthenon frieze by Th. Davidson, recently 
pnbHshed, and with much. I must say most, of which I cannot

agree, the author rightly criticises the common interpretation of tiie 
Furthenoil &ieze, main taining that there arc no umLiuces in Greek 
art of the rcpresenhitlon of a general indefinite enstom such fta a 
periodicnlly teeurring event Though there is one instance of the 
representation of the V'liriouB uthletic gsimes, without any ruferenee 
to definite contests or vletories, on the throne of the Olympian Zeus 
by Pheidiae, still the author is right in maintaining that it was con¬ 
trary to the Greek mind to represent: genertdiKntioiis witiiout cloth¬ 
ing them ill the sensuous form of some definite typo or event, But 
he is strangely misled by the word " event’’ iuto assntuing that the 
Greeks then chqpe some TOntemporery historitwl event. Of this 
there are no insttinces in etnilptnre in the time ofPhoidias. We 
do hear of paintings in the Ston roikile at Athens (by Mikod, 
Polygnotoe or Panainos), a Seoul nr building in which imiong mvtli- 
‘ologieiil scenes, Bitch as Theseus leuditig the Greeks agaitist the 
Amazons, are represented the buttles of Oinoe und llarathon. But 
in the battle of Marathon (to this Pausanius devotes a few words of 
deetTiption, while iie merely luentions (dnoe) Theseus, Athene and 
ileracles take part and so the action receives n mytliologioid charac¬ 
ter. I know of no other imstanccs in the time of Pheiiliaa, of an 
ai>proaeh to the repreaentation of an historical, still less a contempo¬ 
rary, event even in painting. But contemporary eveiite were com¬ 
memorated aud represented in art by a fixed metlmd congcniid to 
the Greek mind. The lasting tj'pca of tlie attribute or event were 
ina*le the artistic hearere of the tho tights and feelings of the time. 
These types the Greeks js)eisiii«tsed in the mv'ths of gods and hert.)GB. 
And thus, for instanco, the warlike glory of the Greeks was in all 
tirnea represented and their indiridual victor!ea coimnemorated by 
tbemythlcid types of Greek prowess over Barbarian forces, sueh iis 
the tMguntoniucUhi, the Aduntonomaebia, and the battle between 
Centaurs and Lupiths. In Athens, to iionimemorate the vietory over 
the Persians, those mytliB were chosen with preterunce in which the 
Atheniini hero Theseus ilbstinguished liimselfjaml so the Oigunto- 
machia is one of the subjects of the metopes of the Parthenon. 

W’lien tlie sculptor desired to represent on the frieze thePanathe- 
naie procession and all that it meant to the Atheiihin, he sought 
for the mythical type of this festival, the Panatiienaion. This type 
is the real founding of the festivnl and tlte establishment of the 
political unity of the Attic people in the Synoikia of 'ITicseus, the 
national hero and the active abield of the Greeks at Mamthon. 
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I tlierefore see in the Parthenon fHtxe the representation of the 
SynoikiB of Thceens. It is needlesa to say that in these mythical 
reprcscntationfl the Greeks did not strive after imojgdnaij archaism, 
but represented the customs and the people of their own time, the 
Lapiths OB Attic warriors, and the Tbesenn festival as tiie festival 
they saw 1>efbre them, the youths and warriors that made Athens 
great Thus this scene, commemorating the great festival of the 
day, recalled the foundation of Atdc national greatness by the 
patron hero, and glorified the protecting goddess of the Athenian 
state. 

In all the works of the Parthenon Pbeidias has glorified the 
Attic people and Athene, and it is a normal divelopment of his 
personiil tind artialic character that ho should hare risen in his 
hist period ftom Atlieue and Paniithenianism at Athens to Zeus 
anti Fanhellenism at Olympia,

DfSt'RIBED SEPULCHRAL VASES FROM 
ALEXiVXrHiLA. 

[Pfflft J.] 


Mr. <5. L, FenunJent hae now in hb posseseion, in Xcw York, 
a aeries of about T5 vsBea, i-oUeeteti daring iiie [inflt few years by 
Signor P- Pugioli from tombs at Alexandria, Egr^it, the most of 
them, as I am iofopmed through Mr. Feiiftfdeut, having been 
found abont a.mile caat of the preaent limits of tlie dty near the 
sea, at tbc depth of twenty to thirty fret beneath tljo debris of 
oentaries. A large number of tombe were found in thk vicinity, 
partly cut in the wlid rock, partly built up. One that was discov¬ 
ered about a year ago had a KK‘k ebatnber 12 to 14 feet f^fpmre, 
and fOnbiined iia many as fifty vnaee, about tliirty of which were 
in a g<wl state of prcficr^'otion and bore a few inaeri prions. 
Beside the vases, this tomb also conbiined “ a number of tablets, 
with puinrings badly preserved, nnd a few itiserlprions.” These 
inscriptions are Greek. NoOiiug was fbnnil in live vases but 
ashes and small pieces of charred Iwnea, and they were all tightly 
sealed with plaster when found. These vases are said to be of a 
poorer quality than those of the Pugioli collecriou. They are in 
this country, but still unpacked and I have not been able to see 
them. In July, 1883, in anothter tomb at the dLtauce of a few 
roils from tliis tomb a vase was found containing a boanl of over 
200 silver coins, all of which arc declared to belong to the period 
of Ptolemy Soter and tbc early part of the reign of I'lrdadelpbus, 
according to tbc classilication made by Mr. R. S. I^oole of tUe 
Britisli Museum. Some of these coins 1 have seen. 

No informatibn is to be had as to the discovery of particiiUtr 
pieces of the Pugioli collection. Usually several vases were found 
in the same tomb, and from these a selection was made; most of them 
coming from the cemetery above mentioned, while a few came from 
the west side of the city near the present harlwr, witMn or close by

The TOsea we itre to coatsidcr ure of throe cIaB&e^a,m which iudh 
Wdua] pieces may clittet eligbUj in height or bnt still cloflely 
resemble each otherp Each of these chiases bus its repreflentativo 
on the uccomfuanying plate, and they may be dkliiiguiehcd us white, 
bhiek, and salmon. They are about 18 Inches in ht±ight, mid the 
white iind sairnoti are the common bydriie, pTobably resembling 
the ijilver one dispbyed to the angry mnltitnde by AgiithcM^ks m 
containing the bones Jtnd ashes of Ptolemy Philoputor, just dead 
(Polyb. XV. 25, 6-11), and exactly like one ibmid' in 1855 by Dn 
W. C. Prime, sunk in the bottom of a tomb and entirely covered 
in ynth cement, within a short distance from tho graves uow^ un¬ 
der eontjiUcrationi east of Alcximdria (Bout Idle in Egy^it and 
Nubia, p. 43). They have a small handle i\i each side, and a larger 
one mmiiiig from shoiilder to bp behind. The black Viiricty 
only two lumdlcs, its seen in tho plate, formed of utwwtcd struud. 
The body of these is ribbed vertioally, with vines of ivy in white 
about the nock and another about the body lielow. One has two 
medabjons in relief in front and two in duplicate behind, one repra- 
aenting a wioged iomale holding n crornucopin, with gtirmcnts 
floiiting behind j the other a llerakles knnlng on hk el ub, with 
the bou^a skin knotted about his shoulders imJ lifted by the 
breexe* 

Tlie wldte vaset^ are of a rather coarse, dark-rcHl clay, over which 
has been laid a white stneco-gTound to receive painting. Tlio 
I'oior^i havit liecn couaidcrably ilauiagtJ by time mid iticrustatioii, 
but in cat+es thty uro arili pretty frefth. The vase figured 
on tlie plate exhibits a head of no mean merit, but the work¬ 
manship of the otlicrs is coarser. Another hears a .Mcdiisa^s head 
with ivriggling sniiket^, supported on tJje left, by a helmet with 
eaglets head as crest, on the tight l)j a cuirass. A third exhihlhi 
u cuirass Ir^wcou a round shield on the loft, and a pair of greaves 
on the right. The greaves have ties of bine, the rest being rod 
and yebow. Others of this ckas are frstooneil with tamdae in va- 
rieil fonUi? atid varh^tl colors, red, rose, piiik^ blue, yellow, green. 
The ribbons ore arriinged for the most part in the naual sepiilehral 
style. One vase only of thia variety bears uti iDScriptiou, whidii was 
incised about the neck on the shoulder after the stucco was kid 
on* On the body of thk vase a wino-jar is painted in blue. 
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Tilt? tbiitJ claflii comprises nearly tbrec-fbnrths of the collection. 
Tlicy are urtgluzed, the clay is good, light and Bonoroiis, the (Mlor of 
a light sulmoti of differing shades, the natunil color of the paste. 
Sneh as hear itiscriplioiia iire omaiuentcd sparingly with irv leaves 
or other vines, horizontal bands and a fevr other conventional orna¬ 
ments coarsely laid on. The othcra are painted more luvmhiv with 
Eimilur omamcnlatloQ, besides dolphins, a genius and ihex vis-a-vie, 
four pegiwi with heads like sea-horses, and some of the feathers of 
^leir wings emphasiKCil hy iuL'Islng after painting hut before bak¬ 
ing, Borne swans, u human figure, and so on. 

The mouths of eotne of the ^Tisee were closed mth term cotta 
covers like the black one in tiic plate, fitting loosely and easily 
removed hy the handle; others were Btopp>ed by a smull black 
patera unbedded in plaster which filled the mouth soeurcly and 
formed a covering overlapping it. Some of the ashes still remain 
in the jars, and a few pieces of tiileined hones. Oiitt!ida,all were 
covered to a greater or lesu extent ivith a deposit of lime formed 
by the mfiltrarion of water from lime rocks, and tlie acids employed 
to remove this have nDfortnnateJy destroyed sev eml of the inscri].i- 

tions to such a degree that a few titiees only remain of the nrigimiJ 
ink. 

The mscriptlons arc of two kinds, those laid on with a reed in 
black ink, imd thc^e that are incised; and iti regard!ngtJiem fixnn 
a poheographie point ot view it is necessary to keep this tact in 
mind. Where the reed is used we have all the suppleness and 
freedom that tlie scribe would Hhow upon papyrus, and tlicreiiihre 
the forma of the letters art; to be compariKl with those of the MSS,, 
rather than with the Inpidarj- type. Even in letters incised te 
the iiard pottciy (Ibr most of the iiiscriptiorie seem cut after bak-

A aligtit consideration of these inscriptions wiU show that by ’ 
n strange ebnneo we have Mien in aith a series of vases coatain' 
ing the oslies of (4peeka from tbe j'Egean and Heltns, who have 
come down to Alexiimlrla and died tbcrc. 27o. 1 is from Phala- 
snma in Crete, Ko. 2 from Simiothrace, ^To. 3 from Ityme in 
Aeliain, No. 4 from Bccotia, No. 5 from Rhodes, No. 6 from Deh 
phi, No. 7 from AjKillouia iu Crete, No. 0 from Phocte in Ionia, 
No. 11 from Aearnaiiift, No. 19 fnmi Itenus in Crete,No. 20 from 
t’rete. No. 21 from Chios. One comes as Presbeates, three as 
Tht'ori, and two as jirchitbeoH, or leadcre of the theorin. Tlie 
first sis lire of espccini imjiortnnce, niuce they present u aeries 
extending over the sj^meo of eight years, undoubtedJj under the 
reign of the same king, as the burial appears to have been marie 
through the aume individual, Theorlotnw the Agoraatea. Amlromee 
dir'S or is buried in the 2d year, month Pimemns, the 9th of the 
Macedonian year; Theoiidas in the 3d year, and in the Ist Mace* 
doniun month. Dins; Anasilaus in the fith year, on the 25th of 
I’anemus; Daniias in the 9th year, during the Elgyiitian montli. 
Mecliir, the 6th of tlieir year; TimasithetiH in the 9th year like¬ 
wise, on the 39rlj of njlterberctaeua, the last Macedonian Inont]l^ 
and on the 7tli of Plmrmuthi, the 8th Egyptian month; Sotion 
Ukeu-ise in the 9th year. TliiB was evidently a had year for 
theori to visit Alexandria. 
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Without much txptirioiice uuth the Mncedomaii moutha, otu‘ 
might nahmiHj eupixhw thiit from No. 5, with its hvo-fold mouth, 
the date of the inseriptiou coulil be aacertaiued; tbiit whenever 
Pharmuthi in the movable Kgyptittii ytifiT would correapotid to 
Hyperberetacua^tbat would be the period at whieh the inseriptiou 
wua written, Ffutu the astrotioiiier, Ptolemy, we know that the 
first of Thoth or the Egj’ptiiin New Year's day fell on the first of 
Nov., 280 II. c. Aeoordingly, at that time the Kgj'ptian months 
would correspond closiely tvith our own throughout the ycJir, and 
the Macedonian months as given by Ideler (IHstitr. Untersneh, p. 
236), would lie only about a M-eek behind. According to this \vc 
hnve the following table:

one day every tour veara, and in order to bring Phnrmutlli'into 
conjunctiou with tbe iTjqsjrbL'retaeuB of Idelcr'a Bchenie, the 1st 
of Thoth rnnst fill] about the Irt of January, which would occur 
in 523 B. c., or alflo iwrac POO years a. i>., both of which are 
impofisible for our iuBcriptioin The Sothiu year with its 36oJ 
dnp. beginning on the '20th of July, gives no better solution. 
The fiict ift that we are hort* con&outeil by an old prublem 
which bos exercised the ingenuity and wearied the brainfl of 


chrotiologiste for several eentnrios, and eflpeiially within our 
own. It is a problem wbieh exasperate? and flcwritiatea in an 
^almost equal degree. Putting aside the double dates given by 
Ptolemy (which are probably arbitrary reductions from some 
fixed calendar), the well-known BTuehroniam in Demostiienes, de 
Corona, 157, and some allufliouB in Plutarch (Alex. .3, 16, 75), it 
will be necessary here to consider only tlie testimony from the 
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montimenta. T113 ft was ciiretUlJy colk'cted by Braudes (Rlicinieches 
Miweum, XXtF., 18C7, pp* 377-402), dirw-tly after the diseiwory 
of tbe Decree of Ciuiopus id wlitflb a double date occurred. He 
founil tell liases of these syricliroiiiBinft which tall into three elassea 
os ftillowB:

C1»^ 1 foils into two sections, an elder and a later series, in the 
fortiier of which the synchromBrns eonfonn pretty closely to the uiie 
oftho Egyptian movable year, but with some iwriationH within 
narrow limits; tlic later fibo'S's that, alxmt tltc heginidng of the 
first century b. c., the Mocodotiiaa riiontht! had been allowed, or 
muite. to eonforiii exactly to the Egyptian. The Decree of Cano- 
piift stands by itself. Sharpe (Deeree of Canopiis, 1870, pp. vu- 
XII) hafi explained the wide discrepancy it pn^seiita by referring it 
te the Sothic period which the priedts were trying to iutrnduee. 
The thlnl chiss seeiua to me to embody an older syatom than that 
ofthefirsLaaratem in which the ILicedonian yv&e appear*^ to 
have begun about the time of the BUinttier Holsticc, and which may 
Imve some conneetiou with the DionyBiuri Era, dating tVoui tHe 

first year of the reign of Philudelphlift (Lepsius, Abbaudl. Koen. 
Ak- Wisa. Berlin, 1859> In such ti scheme the ifaecdonian 
months of all these four cases will conform within a few days, on 
a rough calculatiou, to the Egyptian of the movable year, the 
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greatftfrt (iiverg*.*nee iippeiiriiiff in the Tuae if the eiirlier date as* 
Humed below l>e taken, perlia^re becausy it conus near the end of 
tlie year. Neither the titimber of days in the Macedonian montha 
nor ijjo melliod ot ititerealution is ktiown. We must, however, 
tassnme a dilierent date for No. 1 in dtiaa H. In the first place’ 
Bmndes (as alaq A. Monirofleti, Philoloj^s, p’ 

tilS) ijas given the >vrong date for the month Xamllcns. silvtilrJ 
(Fhilefigtnphiu CTiiiversdle, H. Pi, 1) presents a fiiL’^i^itoile of the 
papyrus, and.if thb iatrustworthy,fhere am In? no posisible doubt 
that the reading is i inatend of A. In the st'couil place, Hilvtstre 
believes thirt the date, “year i>ti," belongs to Philaildplmejudg. 
mg from palffio^phiu reasons, which unsupported imniat tarrv 
much weight. I’iiD later date hoe no very strong grounds to au.^ 
turn it, ami if our seheme be npplied to it, the inontlHlatcH will not 
coincide at all j whereas, if it be assiguid to the t ear ■’tiu a c 
they tkteord pri-tlj- weU for Macedonians, The (|ue«tion, liow- 
en-r, will still n?nniin an open one rill fiirtiier evidame is oli- 
tmned. 'Hje dose hunnony in these four ca&ea seems to pm 
elude tlm enppo-^ition tlmt tliese deparlnrcs f^m the iafor system 
are dne to eardessnoss of scribes. thongJi we find somethiiic^ of 
thia kriKl 111 Attic ijiL>ntlis(irseiior, Rlii-in. Aru^, AXXIV,, p. sT^Tl 
Although we fail to detennine the date of TWdotu^ by this 
meliiodjacimctliinif more tfiibBtantiiil oomeg from So. fl of oiir yeruie 
r.f viLses. Motion, the sou of Clcou, a Delpljiau, visits Aleximdria as 
theoms to nmionnoe tlie iestival of the Soteriu, naturally to he held 
at Delphi. This featival u jis instituted hy the Aetelians ns a thunk, 
ofo-nug to Zeus *Sot.T ami Apollo, soon after the doliTemiiee of 
Greece from the (Gallic iiorde, whieh niariheil as fame Delphi, under 
lirenims, but was finally driven liack or liestroyed in 27fi_g u. 

The fram-al is known only from infleriprions, but theae give us eon- 
sKlcrahle itiforrnatiou eoiieorning it for about 100 years after its 
foumhition. It was .luimjiieniiiitl at the oiifrt-t mid under the 
snperintendem^ of the Aetollans, but nftenvimls was proside-d 
over by the Ampliietyons, iiud then became nnimal, Ditteii- 
berger thinks (ftyUnge Inser. Ur. p. 5{I3) not before 239 a, c.

ThL Imtidna, too, did not 
give tlie Slime fiicility as a firm mirfitce uiid a reeih Ibr the letters 
w^ere jmncliech Agnin^ it i* pijiliily a sign of llie early y^uirs of the 
Ptolemies thnt su tnmiy names of Maei doniim months oeeur here, 
They are exceedingly rare in Kgj^rt, and disappear adtogether, so 
far iiH, 1 know, in rhe Roman ejKJeli, a. c. 45—^17 lH.dng^ the laie.st I 
liiivt found. Of ilaccdoniuii tmaiths UHcd alont:^, Letronae said 
(Recueil, L p. 232) he knew' of but one iiist^mce. .Moreover, h 
iVDS Jnst at this time that Dyitie hi Achaiu Wiis rising into new 
iTiitKjrtiiTice as <me of the ibnr towna th^it formed tlie Achrenn 
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Leagne in 280 b. c. LiiBtly, in die rei^n of l^ribidelpiins, wc find 
the Delphiuni* granting the right of promiintein to the iVleicemIriitnB 
in ti body (Iimer. in rtiHius, Anei^dotn Ddph. Xo. 56). 

Still, the n&mc of Cleon n very common oito at Pol phi. espe¬ 
cially in the iiii’criptitmB of ubont the beginning of tlie at^euud 
century B. O. — ^l.Hi-ge niimhet^ of wliieh’have Innin tbiiud. I hrtvc 
looked in vain, however, tor any mention of Si'»tioti non of Cledii. 
which indeed cimld not be expt'i<ted if ho hn<l been cut off in hifl 
yiiuthfnl umuhixid at Atexmidrio. The ninth year of Knereretes, 
Philadelphns* succewor, would have been a convenient one to 
explain the preseiiee of the other tln-ori there, ab it wan the year 
of the Decree of CimopiK, a great iestival year. The theori to 
announce the recurrence of tlie Sotcria were re-appointed every 
fonr years (Chian Inscr. S. L G. 130, 20; 207, 3), so long afi the 
festival was qnim^ueiuiial, hut the ninth year of Energete? fidk in 
238, just halfway between the two Soteria, 240-2.36 b, c. If the 
festival wa.<i still qnioipieniiiul in the ninth year of Philopator, 
n.c. 213, this would agsiin tall between the two edebrstions, 216- 
212. Alter it bet^ne annnal we have nothing to guide us. 
How long the Soteria continued in existence, if at all after the 
downfall of the .\etoliun power, 1811 a. c., does not appear, but 
as the Aetolians make no mention of it where we should certoinlv 
expect it, by the side of the I’ythiiiii and Olyuifdiin, in their 
decree (S, L <t, 215, 18) iicoepting die (estival proclaimed by 
Earn cues ubont 175 B. c., it seems to have laste<I no more than a 
century, within whinh jieriod our inscription may solely bu placed, 
and with fiir greater likelihood in the earlier [«art than the later. 
And licrc wc may add the resdmauy ot the coins mentioned 
above, discovered in the vicinity, and in similar tombs, as it seciiia. 
As collateral evidence this is of some valae, though it did not 
come to my knowledge until 1 hud reached the above eonelusioos 
from the other sounres. 

The recurring pliniae, itycpa<rTov, reejnires some com¬ 

ment. The Agorastes' is well known (rom the familiar passage in 
Xen. Mem.i, 5,2, as tlie slave who does the marketing for the fam¬ 
ily. But who 1 .H the Agorastes here, that has the charge for eight 
years of the imrial of dte accredited depudes to die AlexamJi'Lin 
court ? I should think that he would probably be Bome ofHuTal

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of the palace, the steward or purveyor, whose duly it would he to 
provide for the guests during their stay, and to buty them if they 
died while there.

ence of all that was doQe(T^ai- x^iTovpytSii^ Etk rffi tom 

ofl&u trt/tfTd^ttixt ^iTeXov^evatp, Gallaml,Bihliotiieca Yet Patr. H., p, 
791), The special title which Horotheus had is not given, Hum- 
brofto (Recherches sur I’fieonomie PoUtique do l^igypte sous les 
Lagides), folhming Letronne and Frana, thinks that the office of 
Brjrothcus was that of iSdurpof, and in the long list of functiona- 
rics of the eountiy' which he lias gathereil no xkgoniatcs appears j 
but os AtheoaenK (IV, <0—71) shows that the word ayopoim^ later 
gave place to if^vamp^ so the earlier Agorastes at the court of the 
Ptnlemies may have later received tlie titleof Edeatros, especially as 
Soter himself liail been the Edeatros of Alexander, Still the 
Agorastes may have been «n inferior officer, a buyer merely. It 
will be observed lhat Sampion bus no title indicated, thongh ho 
appears in th ree inscriptions extendi ug over eight years. I hope that 
some one else will ho able to tlirow more light on thin point. 

If my oonelusions os to the early date of these vases be accepted, 
it is needless to dwell upon the great value which tliey possess 
l*ahvographically and hiatorii-idly, and aa unique specimens, in 
their way, of inscribed memorials of the dead.

The object of these papers is to osamine the correctness of the 
generally-received opinion, that the revival of scalptnre in other 
parte of Enrope m well ae in Italy was rlne to the influoDco of the 
school of the Piaani in the second half of tlic thirteenth century. 

The flufteriority of ItJiliELu Art in all its branches and at all 
periothi k m generally aH^uined ns one of the inclnhitahle axioms 
of mticism, ttuitto quesetion it at any period may he considered 
on unwarranted innovation. The real exoclleiice of Italiain Art 
is not to be queAtiozied^ bnt its comparative superiority to the art of 
other countries Imfi been exaggerated by tlie chararter and abund- 
antij ofthe literary mirterialsfor a ft^nstc^mutic acquuinhince witli it. 
From V^ri toLanzi.from Ghiberti to Cicognani, from Alberti to 
XlilUiaand Ricci, hbioripUis of arty and eritie*, have handed down 
mtissc^ofiiiformaticin from which to work out a crithrad history of 
Italian Atl Not so with France; it [lOssceses no wTitten records 
of its moiiumcnte; theBton<^ alone have been left to speak for them-

I projfose in tliese papera—wliich 
pi-eteiid to bt only suggestive—to atti^mpt a brief eompuriaon of the 
tolfttive exeel I en re of Italian aud French sculpture during the 
thirteenth eeuturjr, and of their respective poaitlou in the history of 
art. In doing this, much fiimiliar ground must !>& first reviewed in 
order to obtain a comprehensive view of the dntiL The justification 
of our essay is found in the that recent hietorhinfl of art, although 

they appreciate wi tli more or less endi us iftiim tlie Gothio aeulptnro of 
Knmce, avoid any comptirison bettveen the two countries, and that 
Treueh writers tlietnselves, however enthin'iiistic they tntiy be, do 
fiipt cpicstion the sacred tnuiitiou of Italian au[)eriority. It is true 
that, in order to tnoko such a cornpuriaoii in an exhaustive and sads- 
factory manner, we need to know more Than is yet known about 
tlie developiiiimt of FreiicU scnlpture. Schuimse’a remark is cor¬ 
rect, that French nrchicologista .Huom to have reganlcd their sculp- 
tures simply from the icoiiogruphie point of to the exclusion 
of the artistic! tljijs the phasfe' at the development and suo* 
cession of styles, clflssifieation and relations of schools have been 
neglected by them. Viollet-ie-Dnc in the article ** Stnilptnre ” of 
his dictiouary liaa indeed given a critical survey of the field 
from the artistic statidpoint; in it he defends, ubly and enorgeti- 
cfllly, the scLiliitora of the tliirteenth century. This brini!int\tit 
neecisHtvrily insufficient sketch ban uevor beeti Httppiemonted: still 
wrtain landmarks stand out in clear relief and will be a sufficient 
guide in a general aiu! preliminury sttidy like ours. It may iippear 
ringnlar that the art of France aloue should come into ijneetion and 
that no mention should be made of the schools of Germany ami Eng¬ 
land. With regard to England there is no comparisou ijos-rible, an 
sculpture never acqnireil, during either the Romanesque or the 
Gothic period, nil importance (wmpiimble to that of the Contiuen- 
hd schools, Germany, however, produced fi'marknble works dn> 
mg the RomanMqne period especially- works which, if conaid- 
ered singly, excite our admiration and make us w'onder win-nee 
could have sprung the school from which they proceeded. Tiie 
almr front of Basel and the choir sculptures of SS. llichuel at 
Hildesheim are most perfect embodimenta of the finer elements 
of the Bomaiiesfitie spirit. SdU, especially daring the Gothic 
period, there is bo great a want of unity and continuity in Ger¬ 
man eculpturu, that it Lb difficult to regard it as carrying out any 
general ideas or pursuiug any systematie course. 
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TLg hiBtoTT of the deTelopmcnt of i?cii1phin;^ in the THrious 
provinces of Itnlv &jin 1000 to 12;>0 h jet to he imtten; the 
tlieuie ha.^ I*ut few ttEtTiictious except from tlie dtimdpoint of 
historical science. We know that VLirioTis contciiipomn' schs:*ols 
existed in Venice, Lombardy ^ TutrCiany and Son them Italy + each 
Krtving eMpci'iul elmmcE€mti£a and attaining: certain growth, bnt 
none rising above mediocrity. 

Some foiv works form an exception ; the tatties on the fa^a^les of 
the Catludrulw of Fermm md Borgo San Doimiiaojon the Bapti^^ti ry 
ofPannaj itc,, ihosscss a certmn dignity and nigged but [ri*e- 

cisely in these works we perceive a foruign iti Hnence, and the statues 
of Parma j^eem taken fi'orn some church in the south of France. Li 
a few cases a tireccKByzautine induence is tleitrly evident^ for exam¬ 
ple in the works of Bcnedettn Aiitdaini (t nti of twclftli cent.) of 
Paxiiia iviio wflj^ certainly the he.-t Bcnljitor of the pre-Pisrtn ^H^rioti 
Hi-3 relief of the dej-^oaition from the Cross, a work id m archaic 
but original and rehued tuste^ conlsitut^ Aome remarkable figures, 
Schnaase can hardly Imce ^en it for he descrihes the figures as 
thick-set and heavy j the contrary is the atn! the femaJe 

figures in particnlur, ^rith veileil beads and narrow folds of dra- 
perjj are conceiverl thor(*ughly in the Byzantine spirit. It may 
be objected that there did not exist any im ammentivl Bjzantirje 
sculpture at this period; thi.s Is not eitrirely correcfi for in G-reek 
churcbe^i atn! especially at Mt. Atlios, a nninher of marble scnlj.?- 
tures have been noticed^ and, besides, Italy was Ml of Ainall works 
in ivory and tm tal by Eibiteru sculptors. Tlic mo&t interesting 
and beantiful specimeuB of Greek nisirblc scnlptnra of this period 
in Italy are the reliefe on tn o of tlie portals of the Baptistery^ of 
Pisa. On the lintct of otie are spirited husfe of the twelve A)»os- 
tlcfl, and below are seenew from the life of pJolni the Baptist j in 
tile northern portal thelintel la divided into seven arcades ootitaiiv 
ing single iipriglit figures representing S8* (leorge and Micliaelj ' 
tlie An nnnchirimij these Te|>rcscut Ihe best side ot Christian 
Greek art^ which, even in the bite middle-ages, prisrr^'cd traced 
of classicism, capeciidly in the drai ierics, and bad originated a style 
well mhipted to cxpi-esa the ChrLstian iJetd.^ The infincDce of so eh 
works waa but small ■ in it can hu t raced to a certain extent, as

of the art of Conetautinoplc^tlie tirtiatic relatioua lyetween the two 
crtuiitriea alwuva remained very eloee. t'onstttiilinople taught the 
West the iirt'of niello; and sent its hroiwe doors to churches 
over all Italy from Venice to Home and Salerno.’ While the art of 
hr.mze^’aating remaiiied far this reason entirely byznntme, marble 
aculptnre in Southern Itiily inchided lioth a local current, of Latin

To recapitulate; the Kortbern aimlptois of the twelfth centinr 
whose works rise above mediocrity, were either inliueoced hV 
trantialpine art, Ante]ami and his school, or were themselves 

foreigners, as liVlligelmus and the sculptor of tlie Verona font * 
pri^ably were. With tireae exceptions it would appear that 
while in Franrre and other countries scnlpture fionrished as a 
monumental art during tlm Eotnanes^iiie period, under the influ¬ 
ence of architectural law, in Italy alone was sculpture so salmriU- 
nated to the smaller arts (miniatore painting, ivoo'-carving, uiello) 
through which the mfluertes of Byzantium wan exerted, that she 
pr^uoed, for the most part, msiginficant and imitative works. 

From ^e dose of tlm eleventh to the end of the hvelfth Utunr 
a regular mid progresaivo development is perceptible in the varioii 
schools which arose in her provinct^s. At the first glance we are 
struck hy several fandamental tiitterences which must ever*l,e

l>erception of the true relatioti of ^tilpture to architeK-tore^ and of 
their cooperative value; he crowded with lifiMiisse or colossal 
statues the deep recesaiK of the eliTirch porchea and the niches of the 
fa 9 afli*«, while he filled the archivolte and tynipaiiH with high- 
rehefe. In the south of Fninee this display of ecnlptQre reached 
the liighest point of exuhcrsince; at AngoiiISme and at S. Oilles 
eveiT pitrt of the facade was covered; even in the doistera^statuea 
were used os caryatides and were $et tigairist the great piers. 

Another point of contTa>4 betw'een the two countrit^ thi^t 
Italy the work has little fli&tinat character and h entirely devoid of 
individuality, wdiile the moat striking fcainre of the French schixjls 
is their thoroughly national character, varied by deep local ilia- 
tinctiona, anil their clear-cut itidividmility, showiiigfliat with tlieiii 
art was not merely conventional, hut an exprearion of thought in 
the tbmis which appealed the moat strongly to their Individ mil 
consciousness. The art iiuiy be hieratic, the iignm arehitectnmlly 
stiff or artificially animated^ according to the achoal-?, hnt in the 
heads appears, what is unknown to fUe i>ther Romnncuque geht^ols 
of Europe, a study of character and fiiithful portraiture, more 
Latin in tlie riontb, more Frankish and (Tfillic in the Xiirth and 
Centre. Stmnge aa it rmiy sevrn, the heads of the old ported of 
Chartres, for oeninpk^ executed about T14d, are more true to the 
types amom^ which the iciilptor lived and w'orked than the heiids 
of the thirteenth century statuea in tint northern portal ol the 
same church, for tTOthic senlpture followed rather certain general 
types than particular examples* Many ilhistrations nf this fact 
iidglit ho brought forward. I give on the next page one ot the 
heads from the 1140 poiliii] of Ciiartrc^a {Vig- 1). 

The first among the French schools to become established were 
thoiie of the South. Viollct-Iedfoc distingtiishee, at the beginning 
of this period (e. 1100), four schools, those of TiMilouse, Limoges, 
l*n>vence fuiil Riirgundy: that of the lle-de-Fniuce did not 
develop until towards* tlie middle of the tivelfth centiin'* The 
theory of a profound Byjsantiue influence on all these schools of 
the Sourii becomes, every day, more unteDuble^and lids inflaenec, 
though its presence may be iliscerned here and tiicre, was re- 
fltrii-ted, es[Fecially in the Hurgundinn s^eliool, to a minimniii. The 
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diflfcrencts betweea these: contempomry developments are so fiin- 
damental that it mktos har<llj pcnasible that they ahoald bo the 
prodnct of tlie civilization. At the two poles stated Pro- 
vetiee and Burgundy ; the foniier being influGneedj more or less, by 
the nninerouH Roman works still extant throughont the region, 
while the latter s^eparated itself from all traditiona of the past 
Tlie aculptnre of Provence w invested with a iiulet dignity and

repose! the rich details iirv welded with exquisite taate into n hiknno- 
nioufl unity, and this gtaid taste makes the eritic indulgent even if, 
as ia often the cuae in tiio smaller reliefs, the fignree are not always 
well-proportione<L In Burgmidy, on the other himd, n finished 
teirhniqne was placed at the sarviee of an exuberant iitticy^ If we 
might find fimlt with the tvuat of imagination and of invention 
shown by the school of Provence, the opposite fiiult might be laid to 
the charge of the Burgundian sehooL It seems to Imj struggling to 
exjiresa uu irrepresflible life and energy, and this often resulted in 
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figures distorted and iwkward hi the extreme: here also, as is 
ofkeD the case, we find a keen wnse of the grotesque, the haraor- 
oue, and the horrible. The School of Toulouse possessed neither 
the repose and naturaliie-«a of the ProvBH5al nor the energy of the 
Burgnndian schoiji; it leaned towards a nnion of high finiah and 
artificinUy studied postures and treatment of drapery, and. idthoiigh 
it felt the influence of the East moretliaii any of the oiher schools, 
excepting, jierhaps, that of Limoges, at the same rime it added 
to this a rnde attempt at dramatic efibuts and the imitation o 

nature. _ , j .1 

To these onglit to he added another school which extended to the 

north of that of Tonlonae, from Calmra to AngonlSmc, joining the 
province of Poitou. Tim accompanying cut (Fig. 2 ) represents 
tlie figure of Glirist fi^m the largo relief on the tympamim of the 
north imrtal of the Cathedral at Cahots.‘ This work helonga to 
the first |iart of the tivelfth century, and sliows that the school 
which produced it was in advance of the rest of Prmce, 

A fiir more important work of the same school is the coiitem* 
porary faijiide of the Qithednd of Angoulemej its hr^l suifimeis 
covered with groups and single iignrcs in high relict, which all 
belong, with but tew exceptions, to the grand scene of the Li^t 
Jiid«^ment. Tim figure of Plirist, in an aureole near the summit, 
ia the exact counterpart of the Christ of Cidiors. and ulmoat sug¬ 
gests the same sculptor. This work shows ns that the ^hi^l ™ 
not able to conceive the ItarmoniouH union and co-oohuation of 
the bvo arts. The sculpture is in no way organii^it does not 
form an esaential imrt even of the ornamentation. Here ^ we 
can see a tendency to rioknt action less extmvagiiut only than 
that of thit The samu tendeaej b empha-^ 

eked in the weird composition on the intenor of the facade at 
Sou iliac. Asa rule, however, there is in this school a nearer 
approach to bean^, without any attempt at realism, than is to be 
aeen in the otlmr Romanestiue schools of h ranee. 

The school of the ntMle-Fmnee carried out from the beginning 
the dose alliunce of sculpture and ardiitecture, and tiiatiy of the 
figures on the old portals of Chartres, Bourges, 8 . Denis, S. Loup, 
ek, seem almost integral ports of the arehitecture, so well do the 
long and immovable figures, the narrow paralk-l folds of drapery,

nation, it was iue\ntabte that eeulptnre should lose in part ite 
freedom of form, and that the interest of the detaila ehoold be 
fliK’ritieed to the general eflect Still, the priuciple was a good 
one, though defet>tive in its appliattion. a gradual change 
thia severe atiffiiess wita lost, and greater hie aud freedom intro* 
dnccd during the development frtjm the Bomaneaque to the 
(iothic, Avhich took place, curiously enough, not in the South, but 
in the very province where sculpture had been most archaic. This 
ttimaition can be seen as it passed, step by step, throngh its regular 
phases; and tlda is one of the great attraetions in the study of 
this period of French si!ul[>ture. The correspond ing change in 
Itiily took place three-quartera of a century later, and ita causes 
are envedoped in obscurity: no tiotural or indigeuaus growth, 
prepared the way lor the school of the Fisuni.

AXCIEXT CRUDI^BRICK COXSTRUOTIOX AXD ITS 
ISTLUEXCE OX TJIE DORIC STYIE.' 


Oni‘ of thu most interest in essays in clasncnl urcliii‘o1og}' 
recently publislied in Germany, is 4Lat by Wjllielm DorpfVld, 
with the title at the head of this notice, fontoined in the volume 
of essays issued by the atndetite of Protcssor Ernst Curtins, in 
eommctnowtion of his 70th birthday. This essay aims at explain¬ 
ing tivofects, whieb Imvo long iierplexad students of Gret^fc arehi- 
teeture; first, that there are no kuo^vn retinuns of stone building 
which exhibit the Hcgiimings and earlier development of Doric 
urchitecttire; and, secondly, that the eurlit'st Doric templeK which 
remain, although tliey show the Doric style idreawly develfriud, 
are distingtiLdied from tlie temples of tlie beat time’of that style 
by their generally low and heavy fi^rms. 

It haj* long lK*eii thought that no remains whatsoever of Doric 
constructions, older than the ti-mples of Corinth, Syracuse, and 
Sclinus exist Of this snpiwsed fact two explanations have W>en 
proiioscd. Many arilneologista, among them Botficher and 
Elenzo, have contended that the Doric style wna invented for 
stone lmiMinga,aud that it came into being by one creative eiibrt, 
rether than by ii slow and gradual process of evolution. But it 
is hardlyin the course of nature for archibctural forms to be 
invented and applied in this sudden way, and most sttuleiits, tlicre- 
fore, have held to the view of \iltniviiis, that the Itoric style was 
the result of wooden constructive methods applied to stone Imild- 
inga; an opinion justified by the eharucter of many elements 
of the Doric order, such ius tlie tn-glyphs, trnntjeb, mutolea, 
gnttae, and in general the elements of the frieze and cornice' 
which undemahy jKjint I Hick to original elements of coDstruc’ 
tion in wood. So far as the paucity of remains goes, liis theory

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13 as complete aa the tbrraen wooden buildings would not biive 
come down to our time. 

The defenders of the former theory, however, tall attention to 
the fiict that the forms of the earliest Doric temples which do sur¬ 
vive are, in one respecti not such as those to which wooden con¬ 
struction would naturally give rise. Tlie use ot wood is likely to 
make buildings liigh and light; iis may be seen, for example, in 
the Ionic style, whose origin is genemlly admitted tfi have been in 
W'ood. And the tendency in a style which began with wood, and 
was traiiflfcrmd to stone, would be from the lighter theheaider; 
wliereas the tcadenty in the Doric style was. In general, irom 
heavier to lighter. The theory of Yitruvins, then, appears ako 
to he iiiauiHcieiit, and we need some further explanation oi the &cte, 

But, ooiiBidering tlie many evidences oi the influence of wooden 
construction on the Doric style, and eoiisideririg that V itruiins 
iipeaks with a poaitiveness which appexirs to proceed not only from 
theory, but also from some sort of tmJitionid information, we 
may say that such a new explanation should not deny that there 
was a stage of fJorie architecture in which the use of wood wa3 
largely ijifluential in detemxining forms, but should rather atriyc 
to show how tliis construction in wood came to he so h(Ai\y in 
its propitrtions, ftltich an explanation Dorpfeld gives; od the 
whole a most satiaJiictory one, well htted to iniirk the fiirtliest 
point to which as yet om- knowledge of the origin ot Doric arch- 
itofture has reached, 

Inbotli the oldest civUiKations of the anciOTit world, Egypt and 
Mc&o|H»tiuiii!i. an ostensivc use wfw made of bricks Ibr building pur¬ 
poses. Especially was this true of IMesopotuniia. e iHilieve we 
are right in sajung that not a single built ling bus been found in thut 
countrv, of u time earlier thini the Persian Empire, in ivhieh atone 
was used ns the ohiet material. The grealest use made of stone was 
for die revetment of brick walls, or for the retiiining walls of the 
mounds of clay on which palaces or temples were built, or for the 
socles of heavy wnlls, or in one ciwe, utKliorBabail, for the iiicrng of 
the iftereohate of a temple. Stone was also used, as we know from 
Herodotus atid other sonrcea, for such constructions as bridges? and 
{jnaji 5 , where bricks were mnnifeBtly leas suitable. But in general 
the I'lesopommians used brick and brick only, for a hull ding matc- 
rial. Purtherraora, their bricks, even when used in places which 
seem to ns to demand unusual hardness, sncli as arches and vaults.

it has been the custom of explorers, whenever they came io a 
hiiek wall, to consider it of lute construcdou and to destroy it* 
There are, therefore, few actual remains of such walla to bo 
reterrod to. But at Klenai# a brick wail, 4.50 m. thick, and over 
3 m. high, has been tbund j at Tityns on the citadel ancient brick 
walls were found, and the dobria, which covered the walla of the 
recently excavated palace, consieted in large degree of hall-bitmed 
fragments of bricky nt Mycenae a great wall, originally of emdo 
brick cemented wiUi clay, since become, ttrough the action of 
frre, a aolid mass of burned tiricfc, is visible oti tbo summit of tins 
Acropolbi; frniiJJy, at Olympia, Tegtfo, and elsewhere, romnanta 
of aitL'h walls have been found. 

We can hardly doubt that, if tfonstructioii with crude brick 
was common among the earlier Greeks, even in pnblic buildings, 
it at least have powerfully intlacnced construction in stone. 
And there are certain poculiarities in (he existing stone walla of 
Doric temples which can Isest be explained by this indnence and 
which, in short, atlbrd reasons tisr belie^Tiig that these stone walla 
were built directl}* after the model of crude-brick walls, were in 
fact developed from them ; and that, in the earlier days of Done 
arcbjtectnre, the vralls of the cell a, pronaos and opisthodomoe 
were themselves of this niateriul. 

jVs is well known, the temple walls of the Greeks consisted of 
a socle, or tbuuiLitton, of blocks much higher than the courses 
alwve them. Xow, in order to prevent crude'^brlck walls from 
absorbing moisture from the ground, and bo giving way, they 
mioit l>e raised upon n foundation of some harder material. Tins 
must be done also to prevent the lower part of them fh>ni being 
injim^d by acrident, or else they must be revetted with slahs of 
stone,as was done in Assyria. Tlie smde, then, which exists in stone 
walls, where it is practically unnecessary, seems to be a remin¬ 
iscence of the socle of rnide-l>rick walls, where it was indiapeoaa- 
hle. It is to remarked, also, that the Greeks culloil die stones 
of tiic courses above the Sfiele in stone walls “ bricks ” (irXiWloi). 

Not only were the coUft'W’alls of Doric tetuplos built with an 
unncccsstiry socle, but the treatment of the ope ui rigs in them, also, 
shows the inllnence of a method not strictly appropriate to stone. 
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In mftity Parthenon and Propykeji wt AthenB)^ the

CoiH'erning tlie metliod of maniifactariiig crude bricks in Greece, 
and of making walls of them, wc have infortnatioti front Vhru- 
viug, and wc can gather sotnetliing from the remnina of the walla 
themsclve^^ The tday w^aa not treated by the Greeks ns ciirefidly 
ns hy the ^leso|K)taiiiittn 0 , but wius allowed to retain |H>bbles> rthelb^ 
and ^toirtherdSi It was mixed with chopped stmw, and then 
allowed to dry for along time, even fsir seveml yeani. Vitnivius 
informs us that thei^a w^aa a decree of the city ot Ptha thiit no ntie 
should use ann-dried bricks until they had bc<ui examined by the 
magifft rates wtio&o dut)' it was to see that they ivere ssufficiently 
drietb The greater solidit>' of tluir bricks allowed the Greeks to 
muke their w alls lees thick, though even they found 1,26 nu of 
thickness ns little os wfis pniiitcahle for roan is from lour to text 
metres xvide. The ends of the w'alls were protected by w'ooden 
posts, and the wsdls thcmsslvee w^ere covered with a coating of 
plttfltcri eompoaed ertber of eljiy, as at Troy, or of lime, as at 
Tiryns. Thurt the wall wm protircted from the weather so long 

the roof remained intact. How so<>n destruetion cixme to the 
whole edifice, if the roof was injured, the passage from Atisto- 
plianeB counted above inilicates.

In short, they cannot all liuvo been put in ^jost* 
tion at the Eiame time, much less at the time when the temple waa 
erected There most have been other supports originally; iind 
only aa theee for iwme reason gat e out, were the prest nt columns 
put in. Evidently, only woo<lea pillars would thus have given 
out; and this snppositiou is eonJirmed by Pausanios, who tell* os 
that, in his time, an ancient wooden |jillar waa still preserved in 
ite place in this temple, We may add that there has not been 
found a fragment of rJw entablature of the Ileraion; while there 
are numenms remains of tlie stone erowning-memljers of all tho 
other buildingg at Olympia. It soeme prohahlc, then, that the 
entahlatiire also in die Ileraion was of wood. 

When 4he building imcovored, the walls were found to 
consist of a eoele of ancient workiiianship, made of large squared 
blocks of stone, witli an upper part composed of the liases of 
statues, poros, and Umestonu, evidently the coustructiou of Bvjtau- 
tine builders. But why did tint those buildem leave the entire 
woll ua it Btiiwl, as well as the stone socle, if that wall waa, like 
the flocle, of stone 1 Or, even if it was of baked liricka, why do 
not some poritons of it remain? The Bysaiutiiie build era would 
not have taken the trouble entirely to tear down and rebuild the 
upper part of the wall, if it had Wen in exiatonce. It cannot 
have licen in existence when they wished to recongtruet the tem¬ 
ple; It must Imve been of some less endmiug material dmu stone 
or Immt brickit. There are only two Bueh tnuteriak, ivood and 
cnifle briekii. But, as the socle shows, the ^vull wob 1.19 m 
thick — thicker than any wooden w'all cun l«ive been made. We 
are compellLHl to believe, then, that the upper part of tlie walls of 
the Hendon was of crude bHeks. 

Happily, other facta t*onfirm tills Iwlief. When tho HcmioJi was 
uncovered, there was found upon the stone foundation, and reaching 
to some distance on eveiy side, a layer of yellotvish okv, about t 
metre in thielmesB. At fir^t this elay was thought to have come 
from a land-slide off Mt, Kroniott; but it was seen that such a land¬ 
slide would have covered other buildings. The clay ocmld only have 
come, then, from the disintegrated walls. These walls, in their 
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oiigioal <M»iidition, must have hud corncr-pillarB nod antie of wood; 
traces of wooden door-tirames can stiU t>e 

There is, then, good evidence that there esiat., In the Uemion 
at Olympia, reiuaina of Doric arclnteoturv in its earlier and less 
developed stcige: and thns, not only does the opinion of Vitmviiis 
and later scholars seem to be confirmed, that the Xhirie style was 
not created all at once and for stone, blit also their theory of the 
origin of that style in wood is corrected and filled out Modem 
investigators must hereafter treat hrick wuhs with more respect 
than they have been treated in the past, as likely to throw impor¬ 
tant light on the still obsenre history of the Doric style.

Two different cissaes of readers might be kept in view by one who 
should write a book Bbout the ancient Hittitesj archjfolopatB and 
special atudcnta of ancient history, on the one hand, and, on the other,p 
the great boxiy of eduoated people, who are glad to km^w the resirita 
of special investigations. Interest in the advance of knowledge, and 
a desire fora wide horiron of thought sti mutate eome membeni of the 
latter claiiua, but the eugerni^ is greutegt w'henever the matter is one 
which relates in any way'to practieal affairs, especially if it ioucht^a, ^ 
Of i^ BuppoacK;] to touch, the religious hcligfs of any great ttofly of 
persons. TTiw has been re[>eatetlly illustrated within the piiat decade 
or so, and a considerable body of iiterature has b-priing up to meet the 
demand which conies from just thede persons. 

Dr. Wright ia better fitted hy mental otjuipnient and habit to inter¬ 
est the latter class than to instruct the ainall hut exacting body of 
Bpeehd schohirv. His book opens a neiv JUid attmerive Add Lo the 
general rearler, and w^ill l» welcome tn those who are concerned for 
the historical accunicy of the Old Testament Everj^hing now known 
tends to show that there was once a large jind formidable {.lopuhition 
between the MidrUe Euphmtefl and the Orontis, that there was some 
kind of natkino] organkation, that it was tfiis organised pijople which 
the Assyrians called Chatti,aiid the EJgjptians Kheta,aDd that the 
“CTiittitcs” — A, Vh ilittltes—of the Old Tes^tanient present the some 
name in a very slightly mwlified form. The presunijidon is^ there¬ 
fore, strong that the ins^cribed stones found in considerable nuniliciB 
in iJje region where this people dwelt are Iraces of their riviLiiBtion, and 
that monuments with similar features foumi along cerlaiii thoraugb- 
farts qf Asia Minor indicate an extension (whether brief or iong- 
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continued) of Hie iufluence and poorer of tins people to tlie iiliorea of 
the j^ilgeau. Ail thifi ia pres^^enUid in Dr. Wright^a book, and he appenda 
numerous plates irhich give a good idea (sf tbe general chanvcteriatica 
and many of tho more minute detjiila of the monumental remidiLH. 

Add to this that the hook m well printed and hjia a striking cover. 

Boienljfic students wilU however, Knd themselves obliged to wait 
for some further work, l.iv a trninetl hand, which shell meet their rea¬ 
sonable Jemands. Fn>in a scholarly standpoint the following defects 
^ay l3e ramarkiHl; 

1. Dr. Wri|dit does nut give an adeijnate history' of tho esplorationg 
and studies which bear upon the subject of which he treaty. For

Kirby GrccDp but igiiureei tbe casts and tHiueeaes made by Prof 
Paine and Lieut Steever in Beiruti where thestrinfs tarrierl on the 
way to Constintinople. In ro^ard tt> the jiuhlleutiun [>f rac'^iiiiiles 
his account still more defective. TTie place of honor here belongs 
Uj Dr. W. H. Ward [Am, Pal Kxpi Boc^, B^cond* Statement, Bept^ 
137;^)^ ’"'ho made use of the impressions stscured by Steever and Paine, 
and prijdnced platia of remerkable accurscy and of large eke. But 
Dr. Ward’s name diiv^^ not occur, though we have bntJi John.son and 
BnrtoHi Si^att-i^rEd tlirougli the lax^k are teferenetu to vELrinns explur- 

iind extmotM from their dcBcrlytions and opinlonti, but mih a 
lack of precision ns to tinte mid cure in arrangement winch render 
them all hut valueless for purposes uf scientific study.

Keui, forcxnmplE, and of Eyuk^ which are several times 
referred to, anil willi which, even^ certain ft^turos nf the picttes given 
are eom^mred (c. g., p. 145) ^ are iinwheru dcscriiictl except In the most 
incidental und ^juperlicial way. If It w^as not possible bn pri^sont redneed 
cijpicfl of the plates of Texior or Perrot—although one doed not See nny 
insupendde dilfieiilty in the way—a prooiss ac<?tmnt of Hiese, at lopst, 
h indlsjjensablc tu Ih^ student. Noons who hsis lUhl }H^en the French 
platen conlil get from Dr. Wright's allnsions a remote conception uf the 
extent ajid ualtire of the sculpiureij at those But the^ arti 

*|uito os important as the aeulpturtss of Kandiel—anil in mnst rcsjiocta 
far more so—ip tlclennining die relation nf the civilization which 
products] these works to tliut of Hamali, Alejipo and Jenibis. 

3. The author hn^ no adequate conception of seiuntiliu i»rpol Tho 
dirtmn of any scholar seeuiH to meet the respiiremanta of hii^ ar^^n- 
ment, provided it is avnilablo fi:>r the point he d<jsires to make. He 
culla from Bnigscb, when Brug^iob says the Kbeta were once settled 
near Egypt (pii. 14, 47), regard! esii of MaspCro, and Irom Mariette, 
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Trheti Afarictte conjecttires that Hittites wefe among the Hyksofl (PP- 
47,4S), wsjjnrdlegs of the lack of any exact knowledge about the origin 
of the Hjteis*, Whatever Professor Sayre has said h accepted aa 
ftoid. A rritieal exaiUTnatioii of o|imioTis ifl not entered ui>on, iior are 
the inattcra to ho proved fitated clenily and in an orderly lUEumcr, 
There is no steady progress in the htKjk, anil it is diucIi marred and 
weiikeiied by repetitions. 

4. There ie iiuitc too much of the apologetic temper—of eagerness 
to claim everything that may seem to t.'Oiifirni Bible narmtiyes. We 
arc the more fn^e to say this because Dr* Wright’s ctnaclnsionfl w'ith 
reference to the Old Testament Hittites are for the most- (airt sns- 
ceptihle of acientific statement and of strong defence. In liis very 
eagerness to insist upon them he has failed to alloTV them their fall 
Ltupression.

Tlie sevoiid volume is a |>erpetual commenkry upon the 
firsitj containing deTelopments of niattera of importancB touched 
upon in its text and notes, and a much extended bibliography of 
each Bubject. **It k addressed to scholars by proftasion, or rather 
to etudents who wish to bocoine sn^holai^,” Tins divkiou of treat¬ 
ment has Ik dkudvantages as W'ell as its advantages, and on the 
whole the former seem to p^opondcra^^. It requires the eou^uUa- 
tion of kith volume^ for complete information upon any subject; 
and it ineritahly involves a certain amount of repetition Another

A niora serioua defect m the lack 
of fulneiid in the treaLttieiii of certain topics which licaen^c spix-ial 
attuntionT such, for instance, sis tlie mduonce of Egypt and Asia on 
the early civilitation and culture of Eumpe; the relation of rcLigiun 
and of the state hi the fine arts in Greece; the diTctrine of immortality 
in the betief of the Greeks tmd of the Roraaniiu 

But it is not my intention in tins uotiee to criUeiae these volumes 
in detcLil. I desire only to commend theni to students, to whom they 
cannot fail to be of use by saring thtm from wontecd ihiie and enixgY 
in the search for the beat aoiirchss of information, and by giving them 
in weU-propnrtioned auiiimary the kti;^ eonolufiiona of scholarship.

CYPRUS. 

Mr. ifiix OhncftJsch-Bichtpr, wLo has for some jesxrg conducted 
tha archjFologictd iiive8ti"atLons carried on in Cyprus by the British. 
Government, lias exploriiii the ruins of & temple nt T'^wii, near K.^'threa, 
dUtrict of Nikoein. He hris found there many statues and etatoettes, 
representing priests on<l the donors of er-wte offerings, fifany of these 
are archai*^ and show traces of color- One statue bears ji new name 

Karj'S.’* Some seated statues resemble those of Brancbidai discov¬ 
ered by Kewton. The temple was dedicated first to Apollo, afterward 
to ApoJlo and Zeus together. Beveml of the statues found repreeeat 
both divinities, with various attributes. 

At SWi, Mr. Richter has uneartheti terra cotta plaquoa of Roman 
epoch. Some of them arc arcliaistic, and seek to reproduce the moat 
primitive terra-eottaa of Rhodes and Etruna. fhere are, also, figures 
of Eros dancing or playing on the double flute, various muaks, and 
harts, aheep, dolphina, and other animals. The naine excavation 
brought to light a plate of silver ornamented with flowers. All these 
objects have been taken to the Museum of Nikosia,—ifevue AreWofo- 
jugiir, II, 1S84, p. 92.

T]>e intfcriplions are illegible. Near by was found an altar, upon tho 
base of which arc carved a wreath and the words; O ATD102. Itcside 
Uie altar was a sepulcliial stele biiariTig a metric inseriptioD of debt 
toies in Characters of the IllrrJ or Ilnd century n. c., ami another 
inscription oliJu, which reads: “Know thou Qmt I am Mentor the 
Chbn, 3011 of Poaeidonios."

School at Athene, set out from Smyrna upon an exploring expedition 
tlirough various Jittle-known districte of Aslw Minor. Hb F^relinain- 
ary Report upon the results of this ex|iedition, embodying the text of 
a until her of new ioscriptioniSt w^as published last January by the 
Managing Committee nf the SchooL 

Kcar Kiosk, nui far from TraUcia, Dr. StsrrelL found an inscription 
tliat locate approxjrantoly which has horctofora been

Mr, U\ M. EEimaay having joined the party, they proceeded from 
Kuyndjak by way of Antiychsa to Aphrodisias, Antioehia has diflai>* 
p oared almost entirely, but the rnins of Aphrodisias ate extensive- An 
inairiptLon found at Maknf identifi^ this site wnth Homklea kiatead 
of Trapezopolis, w'}iich name has heretotore Ejeon assigned to it. The 
stadion of Iletakiea reniaiiiis very dLHtinot, and there ars interesting 
architect utal and mural remains and many inscriptions tht'rc. 

Passing by a zigzag route through a very interesting country, 
abounding m ancient rfsmainSt architectural and epigTap^hiCj and 
thruiigh magnificent scenery—especially on the shores of the picture 
esque Alpine lake Egerdir^Dn Sterrelt came to Antioehia PiaidiEC, 
Here ho copied numerous inscriptionaT more than half of them Latin, 
and most of them new* 
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At PhilonielioD fen' Greek outiquitieij wcro hut tlie place 

abouticLa la l>cnutiful •'jeldjiik Tuiii£. 

Haring returned tu Antinchia the explorer now, ni^tiompinnied by 
Mr, J. H. Hayafei, turned toward!} Etttatoun Bounnr, where pboto- 
grapbg were secured of the urcLaie Hculptiiree mentbued by H mn - 
iltoa. 

At Ikonion aiany iosuriptloni} were found, but moat of theui late 
and unimportant. Tfie Greek city-walls here are fine, an well as the 
ruiua of the build inga of the Setdjuk aultaiu. Other apleudid ^Seldjuk 
remains were seen at Sultan Khan, and are aaorihed by ait Arabic 
inaciription to the date of 1277 a, i>. At each place Mr. Ifayii^ pho¬ 
tographed the trhief objects of interest. 

At Selrrie, east of ArchelaTs, is a great cliff of volcanic tufa, whicli, 
as well as a number of natural mek-cDnca at its base. Is honeyi'Otnbed 
with dwellings, ehapefe derlicated to Christian saints with mytliolu- 
gitad names, passages and tombs. Many uf the rock-cut rhaniliL-rs 
nro still inhabited to a Iieigbt tff ut least 2tK> feet above the plain. 
There are other such nwik cuttings neur Sebne. Behind the villngo 
of Ichlara several temple-faviidcs are consfiit-uouB upon the face of 
the cliff. 

AfUw reaching Cocm^us, I>r. t^terrett enme u|jon Kninan-iiifirribcd 
milliuria in great abundance. Forty-two new milestono inscriptions 
fifom tFiis region are printed in uucLd text iu the Preliminary He[iort 
—a III on g them arc many wbii'h throw light, as new as it in clear, upon 
tile geiigrapby of a district which has been almnst a bliink n^wn the 
mails. Dr. Sterrett conaidars that these inscriptions prove cone I u- 
fiiyely the eorrectness of Mr. Ranisay''a opinion, tliat distances in the 
Tmna-Antitanrian territory were measured from Melitena After 
leaving Albistan, traveling in the gBUH^nd direction of Mclitene, no 
more milliaria were recognixitil. 

Between Khar man Kalessi, ivhrre tbiwe is a great cad tic, and 5Itirn- 
goH wore copied three very vntcristitig inscriptions fnnn great rot ki*, of 
difficult aecesa, liy the roadside, Tht«<.‘ insrrijitions, mYiuiiting the 
resene. by the bravery of two youths, of a miiifl attacked l^y a lusar, 
show tbiit Khurnmn Knlessi is old Bobogena, and irlcntify the torrent 
Konts and the crag of Preion. 

After insiting and photographing the wonderful voh-auic region of 
Uigiip and ttfljesoir, the home of die rock-hum>wiiig TrughiLlytcs, Dr. 
Sierrott proceeded north across the Halj^s tn Hailji Bektash and Buyiik 
XefezkieTii. At the latter pLicc, immediately west of the Acropolis, he 
mnrle an iiojKirtant discovery — none other than the milt^tone on 
the mad to Ankyrn from old Taviutu. an insignificant town, hut im¬ 
portant as ft geographical centre, whence diverge seven romhi upiii] the 
P«Utin(ier Talde and Antonlne Itincmry. Distances along nil these 
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were Tncjisurecl from Tiiviutn+ of whioU the eitta haa he^R {jlaced 
by different acbolara ni widely db^tant pointe. Some had already 
jii 53 i^ed it to J^efej^kieuii but berctofnre bad not been able to adduce 
proofe eonetusive even to tLemselreft^ At NefeKkieui* only baiigaificant 
ancient remnini? eurvire; bnt aU the vDiiigeff oroujid are full of arerbi" 
tectnral frii^mentSi and the ceoieterFj in whicb tbe v^aluable lULllisLiiiiiik 
abourtda with csjjpi^ eolnn™ and fmpmenti? of epietylea- 
Altogether, in Uie com^e of this fruitful journey; Dr. Stcirett ctipied 
three hiiridretl and lifty insecijitioiis, and Mr. Ha^mes took tiiree hun¬ 
dred and twenty photographii.

The mins occupy a apaco nearly n Idlometre 
squarep and form a girdle of moundfij some of iJieni 25 or 30 nu high^ 
mound the great teniple of RauifleH IL The remains in the mounda 
are chiedy of Ptolemaic and Roman date, and on tho surface are os 
latf as tJie Illrd century A- n. SiOine exploration of thii+flite was matin 
by Marietta; and, on the north side of the tcniplflj the well-known 
Doerco of Kimopoaof Ptolemy HP was discovered by Leijsins. But 
previuus inveatigation^ have had scanty results on account of tlie 
extent of thoniins, and the great aeenirmilation of soil and rub?>i8h 
nfK>n them. ^^Tierc thUi accumulation is least conHideral>le, it h 6 ni. 
thick over the pre-Roman strata. Even Mr. Petrie^s wdt-^iuipjied 
expedition has been able to accomplish very littlo in comparison with 
what remains to be fiona 

A emnjnary of the results of Mr. Petrie's kbom will not he imwel- 
eome. 

Tempts of Rarmes IZ—This temple may he held to rosolvo itself into

The 
heads c)f the sensons are purely Kotuan, laid on in yelloiiV oehre, and 
similar in stjda to PonijHjian decorative jaunting- Slany «f the zodi¬ 
acal signs are tnuch det'ace<lt owing tu the imperfect adherence of the 
gold bt the glass. A gins# lens has been found,alen^ O.lHi in diameter. 

T^esar the temple entli-fiuro is a large well of the Komuo period, tu 
which tuxseas is given by a flight of twenty-two stejw descenfling to a 
doorway, tmd continnod within by a wintUug stair, Tho construction 
is of limostoue, atnl very massive. ^ ^ 

There is evidence, both iirchilect oral and plastic, that the Ptolenucfl 
patrmiited San-Tams so far as to Eudow it with n temple.

One of these is the 8e.at of a royul mauso- 
lenm. On tho side of a mound of dust, stone chijrs, and bones, lies 
an imm Hnfle uaTcophitgUfl of red pniJiito 4.42 m- long larger than the 
Apia sarcophagi oftbcSerapeuni. It dates from Iwtwecn the XXI tnd 
an-1 the XXVlth dynasties. Portiooa survive of the pavement ot tec 
building which formerly enclosed the tomb. In another pbcc, remmna 
of a great granite porbd wore found, just Ireneath the black mud. 

In December, 1BS4, work was begun nt A%birc/i. northwist of the Tdl- 
ebBarud station on the railway from Alexandria te Cairo. Tins site, 
markcl by moumie of large extent, is west of Tanta, soutli of Ilcsctev, 
and near the edge of the Delta. The ground is so thickly strewn with 
fragments of Greek pottery of all ages, that the poteherds crackle uii- 
dsr the fr-ot, l)n ftccoiuber 5 an in-Sc-ribed tablet was diflcoverocl, 
which, although not found m tttu, ollbnla n very etrong presumption 
that the ancient town was Xaukratis. Tho inacription is as follows:

\Vc learn by this itiBcriiftion of the existence nf a temple of Athena 
at Xaubratifl IVo other dedicatory inscriptions, of less Interest, hare

ur coTuraon sanc-tuaTT of the Greek inhubiUnits, with its altar oud to- 
menuir siuTOunded by a hriek wall, has l»eeii idi’ntihed, 

Mr. FIiiKlcr!*-Petrie’s discovery of ^faukratia is cspeelaUy iju[ioiiant, 
aa the town has boeu aou^^ht hithertu al the Kanuptc! mouth of the 
\ile. Moreover, in studying oue «if the hiatorio rentrea epf Greek eiv- 
ilizatiob in Egypt, the Hocicty k [jurauing one of its avowed ainia,nnd 
cmmol but tiiid mneb to our knnwle<ige of nn interesting areLieologi* 
eal field that htLs been too imich neglected—Jflidfnry, and Jan¬ 
uary, IASS, fojwini ; Gf. X. Y. Cnfic, I, |«S 4 , i*. iiS«. H, pp, ^547^ 26b; 
Ckurchmnn., 1SH4, p. (kW, and January 17, Jbtio. ' 

Professor A. H. Sayee has spent nmeh tinie in Egypt, daring the 
past year, in stmlying oiipet'iaJly die eurious Phtenician imd Greek 
jyrnjSfi, with wliich ninny of the Egyptian ruins and clifla abound. 
V\ o await, with conAileneo, valuable results from ffajearches in the 
Xile vallfly guiiled liy his great store of epet ial knowledge. He eon- 
tribules to the JffiHfciny of February 2, l.SSi, p. 85 , some interesting 
menioranda uf his visit to the newly diseoveied temple and tomb ut 
ULuhnwHi, on the eiurt hank of the Xlle at the foot of tlie difls op[io- 
site Gifgheh. Alraut the sito is much Grtevo-Roman [Kittery, and firng- 
ments of walls, ceiling stones and coluiuns lieuring the name and titlra 
of Ramses II. A tine granite statue of the godd»is Sefchet, of largo 
size and jierfect, has bean dug up here. It ia inserilnsd wi(L tlic car- 
touche of Amanophis ILL A short distance awst of the temple, in its 
axi.H, is a tomb cut in tho clifll It eoinprisiTH two chamliers, of which 
the lirst contains a double row of eolumns. Both chamliDrs ore richJv 
adorned ivitb sculpturaa luid hieroglyphs, and tmees of color anrdve. 
Gn buth sides of the first chamber, sentwl figures of the owners of the 
tomb are eaned in the walls; and tho same group rT>appQnra m the 
inner ehamlier in the miilst of the Egyptian Trinity, facing tho en- 
tiwuci^ On tlie right hand side of the inner chamher are sculptural 
two bcralrlic lloiia seatwi buck to hack, with the setting aun hotweeu 
them. In form and ptisition these bciiste resemble closely the inntive 
liimiliar to ua in the art of Bahyloniauml Asia Slinor; imd in style 
they life very Uke the Lions of ^fyltonai. Pfoibssor gSayce considers 
this interesting relief to be cm indication of the Asiatic mfluonca 
brought into Egypt by tlie wars of tlie XV tilth dynasty. Tlie hiero¬ 
glyphs place the duto of the tomb la the nrign of Moneptah I, and 
refer lo*‘ the gotls of Tni,” or This, the anelant city of Menes. 

The only mound of sullicient size to he vidbls from the tomb in the 
plain of AbydoB, is that on which Oiigheh now stands. Prof. Sayee 
adheres, for tliia anti <ilher reasons, to the conjectuTe of Mariette, that 
Gifghch occupied the site of'fhis-^tlie birthplace of the founder of the 
monarchy of united Egypt 
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During 1S8-1 iL iMkspdjcij Director-Geneml of Antiquities^ has dia- 
Cindered at Memphia n n&cropolie of the Xllth dynasty and 
mj'isioAa^ of the Vlthj vaulteil ajid witJi paintetl decoration j at Thebea 
vaidoug moaunienta df the Xlllth dynEiaty; at Alahmim a csemelery 
oontaming sereral thoii&mnd tombs- Amdtig theae lias l>fieii found an 
o^mmplc TiOYoi in Egyptlau archieology—the mummy of a TYoman in 
a wooden niummj" case painted and Bculpturcd, njprtaaentlng her not 
clothed nor oven ehroudech hnt quite nude. Excavation has been 
liegun in the kmple of Luxor. A portion of the great temple of Kar- 
nak, the second polygon and the spicmthd hy]jnstyle hall^ is on the 
point of fallingT Ji^Tid it is declan+d im possible to save it. At Ptoleraaua 
M. Maspi-ni collected a number of Greek antiquities—among them au 
inscription giv^mg the list of the theatricaJ troufie. 

At Saqqarnh the Director was fortunate enough to find a tomb of 
the Vltli dynasty intack It containcsl hvo funeial hiuks fully equip- 
ped^ a largo w^jodon aarcophagua covered with inscriptions^ a aarco- 
phagUB of lime^tonet necklacetJ and vases. 

Bi[. Maspfro is of opinion that ]n& work of tlie past year has estab¬ 
lished hi& thcory-j that there Lb no break between the art of the Vlth 
and the Xlth dynasties—^betw'een that of Memphis and tliat of 
Thebes. 

Among a nnml>er of Greek iuscriptione discovered by M. Masp^ro 
ifi a dBCree of a phratry of Dionyeiae artists, or thealrical association 
of all grades^ foriuwi for ibe religious and artistic celobnition of the 
fetivaTa of the god. The decree bostowg ujjon LysimachoSj an old 
dignitary of the asaociation^ a crown of ivy, accortling to usage^ and 
ordora that his painted portrait lie placed in the vesdfmle of the piy- 
tandom Tim inscription is atbrilmtcd to tho last ycan^ of the reign 
of Ptolemy Fhiladolphosp or the lirst of that of Evergot^. 


The Archduke Ranier of Austria hoa recently presented to the 
Museum of Yieuna a precious collection of papyri found in the 
'PaYQum. Among them have been already docipliere^il 44 hues of 
the Vtilth b«jk uf Thukydidee (01, 8, and 92, written in the 
Ilird century and differing notably from the accept^5d text, iilso vari- 
ona fri^mente of the Old nnd New Tertaments, written from the I Vth 
to the Vlth century on papyrus and parchmont Among the new 
texts are a polemic oration agaiudt Isokratea in the beet Alexandrine 
writing (R^th century); fraginentBof an Bcathetic di£©crtfltion of the 
IInd centuiy; fragments of a philoBophic dissertation in the $tyle of 
Aristotle; bite of St Cyril and other Fathers, and a very early speci¬ 
men of Christian manuscript.

lf«piilt(Ais rmiMiHM.—The existence of megalilhic Temaiun in norUitirn 
Africa has long been known. M. Julion Poinssot, of the SocUti de 
Gcographie ei cPArchiciIv^e d*0ran, w'lio has recently nmde a oorofhl 
ezomiimtion of the region between Kef anil Kairouan, dcecrlbai the 
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important mcgalithio mrjaun^ents of Kllez, a town ntanding on a spur 
of the Ifamioailus chain, UfHin the site of a Roman eettlonient uf eomo 
size U|M5n the ridge of the mountain apnr are 8i:'atlCTcd, witbont 
apparent order, some fifteen dolmens, of whiriL three or four remain 
intact, and the others are more or leiis ruined—not a little through the 
agency of the neighboring French military lime-kilm These dolmens 
enter into the category of eilUea eouverUs. They are coitetrticted of 
great slabs from three to four metres square, jdaced upon edge and 
covered with similar slabs. The roofs of some are compoeeii of three 
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liiytrH of a t^iiarfljj^kTiijtif' of tbit KlSeit Tcmaniii b tlmt the 

Btoneu of which they are foruiecl^ iiir^tead r^f bein^ in a natuml strttej 
appcftT, in many cases at least, to have been roughly hewn—iJthough 
it b admitted that this opjiearonce may lie deceptive.

Roman anti mHy ChrkHm A'rmaiW—Since the French occupation 
of Tunis, aTchieolugicsd iuvfstigatiuns have been very active in the 
IlesfcncyT under l»oth official and private anspiecH,^ Miivh. that was 
imperfectly known before has i^een atuJied anew In the tight of imal- 
em science^ and niiieh fret^h work iiaa been ai-comjdished. The har¬ 
vest of Latin inscriptions, of topogmpliifal infuriiiatloQ, ofarehitei'tiirfll 
and artitfiie remainSj and of audquities of all cht^ssi]?, has injen a very 
rich one^ and wiU doubtless cnntEnno, under tbo ofiLightenetl encour¬ 
agement of the French GovenmienL to la^ aimndant and instrurtivc. 

Among the scientists to whom wc ore indehted for uur increased 
knowledge of the Roman provinces of Africa and Kumidia, are 
Messrs, Cngtiat, Saiapliu, Letailli:, Pumasot, de ViRefoiSfle, Debittre, 
Rov, Miisfiueravs Reinaclij and Bubelon, commissioned by the Acod^ 
mie des Inaerlptions, m:my local archaNilogisfri of merit, andj not 
least, a numher of the cultivated uffieera of the French army of oecu- 
pation. 

Since much of the work of exploration in Tunisia of which the 
results are now know^n. was complcte^i prior to I8^v4, it does noL 
enter into the plan of this dcpartiuetit to give a complete account of 
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it Ai^i however, this work hue not been wiJdy [lubllslied^ a aliort 
sketch of the chief re^nlta littninod will he acceptahle. 


Throughout central liod southern Tuniirin^ ruins of settlements^ 
other than confliderable towns, oomprise the types of the farm build¬ 
ings, oil miUt citarlek eh arch, raaervoir, and cemetery. Exmii- 

plcs of nil of these types sundve in great perfectiou. 

The Jamx buUdinff^ consist of one or sereral constructioiis of no xjelt- 
ticular character^ connec^ted with large walled encloetirce. 

The Oil miU comprisic^ presses and vafe. The preda is a large stone 
hewn out in the form of a circular tub, with a conical projection iu 
the middle, upon which adapted the pivot of tbo cylinder which 
emshed the □lives. 

Tlie ore square or rectangular enclosurida of different dfnien- 
aionsi with very thick walia of masonry, for which the materials are 
frequently taken horn earlier works. When they arc of some sbo 
they often c-outain magarineSj a tniU, aud a church. 

The fihttrch^ are generally an mil. Tlielr aculpture reaemblea in diiiT' 
acter that nf the Romanesqae architectnn' nfeoutheru France, 

The rcsenrc^irtf are sometimea vaulted over and ^ouietltne$ open^ nf 
every size and shapci but ull eonatructed in incertum, with seuil- 
cylindrical bultr^es within or without and ci^tcd within with 
cement cemtaining pounded brick. 

The ceiiieUrm include mausolemns and ordinary tombs. The mau¬ 
soleums are geuer^y built in opun tVicrr^uju, huL aometitui^ of hewn 
masonry. They sre nmrly always square in plftn^ and of two stories. 
The lo’wer story is tlm sepulchral chamber^ i^nd the upper Ibrins an 
open niche fur the statue of the decea^jetL Tlie niausoleutne are more 
or leas decorated, the ornament being either formed in stucco or carved 
in stnna They seldom bear inacriptiumi. Borne are more elnbomte; 
m that of Heuchir-iiz-ZfiiltUj which is iu the form of a small temple, 
the cclb preceded hy a portico and a fl ight of steps. 

The tombs am of various types. In some the ^tonc is replaced by 
a mosaic covering the grave; in others the uiooument consiBta of a 
half cylinder resting upon a foundation of two or three stetis in opm 
inarfum. — .Bwife in 1884, p. 131. 


Among the most notable of the sites io Tumaia exauiined by the 
scientists of the French Academyj are the following:— 

Oarthafje. The recent investigationa of MM. Roinach and Eabelon 
and otherSt will be treated under a iieparat^ head. 

Thignicat between Tunis and Kef. This was a strongly fortified 
town, and its site contams abimdant remains. Among them are the 
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TuinH of ievorol temples. One of these hiul ft hAndaome Corinthian 
portico, now prostrftto, iind richly aculptured omameiiL TheinBcru^' 
tion No, 1399 of the Corpus, telHn{[ of the conuLructton under Marcua 
Aurelius of a temple to Mercury, has been referred ht ibid temple; 
but it is in ftwit buUt into the wall of a. tower of the Bynintine ibrtres, 
and it is not theroforo possihto u> tell with which temple it has to do. 
There are also at Thignicn two triumphal arehes, one of imposing 
(iimensions, a basilica, a theatre ((llauieter of heuiicyclc, 42 m,), cis* 
terns, and many inacriptions. Other ruins exist at ifiuiiria and (?ot- 
win, in the same diatricL 

A!uMara, in northem central Tutiisia, is the ancient Civitas Chndi- 
rensium. 

At Mfnickir .'tin Zonz<i ruins alKtund, and the disposition of the old 
town is oleurly distinguishal.Tle, 

At ffemthir Boudjti there U an imposing fortrisast walls some 15 
m. high, iuiil Aankcd by towers. 

At Hffuhir rf Khina the arehitectorol tomb of Gmua Marius Ro¬ 
man us is a conspicuous oljjecL 

Over the Otted D}dJ torrent was a great Roman bridge. Six arches 
surriv'e; four are gone. The material and construction arc excellent, 
ThicknesH of die piora, 3 m.; height of the highiat pier remaining, 10 
nL; of arches, 5.50 m.; width of roadway, 0.50 m. 

At Cherichirfi, th® ouinkirls of the mountains which hem m 
the plniu of Kairouan, there is a very massive aqueduct. 

The Rhail Sidann region is studdwl with Julmcna and witli countless 
viiatiges of the Itoinan ocenpation, Tliere is a citoilcl on every height, 
and ?n the valleys Iwlow, cisterns, public huUdiugs of hewn stone, 
fragtuente of walls, eenietcries. and mausolcuiiis. 

At Zttvn are extensive ruins—a tetnplo, many columns, and a num¬ 
ber of little square altare hearing upon each face a figure in relief. 

Lamta is the ancient /Virro, noarThapsus, on die east coast. 

In this ncighborliooil there are ftbonJant early Christian remains— 
among them scries of tombs covered with njoaaics iu lieu ->fgravestones. 

In southern ceiitriil TunisLi, Slfititi is the old .Sirfcte/n. There are 
here two triumphal arclics. A notable group Lh formed by three tem¬ 
ples in juxtaposition, their posterior fronts connected by arches. All 
ore tetrostvle ami iMjeudoperiptcraL Tlie middle one is the largest; 
H B of composite onlcr, its two companions of CorinthiaiL Tho sculp¬ 
ture is well cseeuleii. The material is marlile blocks, bid without 
morlar. The interior disposition b atill plain. Wo have also among 
the very conriderable ruins of Sb^ida, an aqu«iuct, remains of a 
liieatre oT amphitheatre, and walb of all tlescriptions. 

There are many Rtjman oil mills in the district, now arid, between 
SWitlA and Kofsa CCar«a), south of Sbeitla towards the Chott region 
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and Lake Tritonis. This iliatriet wm HUpjilicd with, water, of old, hy 
aque^iiat^ta and nieteniB, Keinams of maasuleiiou, tom be, acaaty vea- 
tigea of cbandiea, and small forts, aro everywhere. 

Northwest of SWitlfi ia Ifaidrn^ the Homan Colaola Flavia Augusta 
Emcrita Ammaedara, The site in inarie conaplruoua by a great tri* 
timphid nnih, anil a walled citfiJel or fort of more than 31)0 i 100 in. 
Ha'idm is one of the chief mins of 'runisia. Lavish tise of marbie was 
mode in its HnildiDgs. The greater mausuleum is well known. There 
is another one near the triuTuphai anrh, of which the friiae is sculp¬ 
tured witli winged Qgures hearing garhiUfls. InterHatiug ruins of 
jiriTnitivo churches, torn 1 is of curious and novel lium, and sarenphngi 
are plenty. The site is a very promising one for eKcnvation. 

In western Tunisia, within the cutifines of Numidia, the ruins of 
^ffidilr (fhiooia dulta .dioWi’a Afaataris) stand upon a jdatenu at the 
foot of tlie Galaat ad Simti, one of tlie liighejt iieaks of the iranimadas 
chain. There are two triumphal arches, one uf tlicTTi raised in hauor 
of Trajan, the other curiona from its arehiteetunil diaign. There is a 
mausoleum cousiating of a square oiiicule tiirminatitig in a pyra- 
Tiiidion. of which the apex is 15 uj. alKive tiie ground. Helow is ihc 
burial chatuber, with a riclily-dworati'd doorway surmonnled by 
aculptnrofJ ornaiucJiL and a i)eis-re1ierj al>ovc us a niche for statuary, 
now gone, .\nnther mauHolonui is iJml of thij Julii: it is similar to 
the cme deacrihefl above, Eiut more ruinous. Its dswr ia surmounted 
by a relief, and that Ity an Uescriptiou. Other important ruins at 
Mactar are those of a very large building—perhaps a bath establbili- 
meiit unce. 

^ Towards ihe west from Macbir strotebtsi a fertile plain, full of ruins. 
KHpocialty noleaurtby is a mausoleum couiiiosed of tliree rcclaiiimlar 
trmiisflted pyramids in a row, their ba.-ie 3 interj^enetrating upon a 
common foundation tu the heiglit of 2 in. The masonry ia escdleut. 
Tho courses art laid so ns to forui steps, aa it were, 

Z^'rtfliin oeeupies a sort of spur in a depression of tlia Ilammadaa 
chain, tbrue leagues wet of Knsr cl Hadid, Ufum liie site of an aneient 
lowti—poesibly the renowned Numidian Zania, I’here arc hem strik¬ 
ing remains of an aquisdnct, 

Oti (ho northern coast of Tun is, opposite an island 11 kiloinetre cost 
of the ca[»e of the same iiiiinE, stands Th&arca, Remains survive of the 
Roman port, which was protechHl by two jetLies extending from the 
mainland to tlie island. This was the port whence the famona Nuraid- 
um tnarhle was abippod to Rome. The (jiiarrics have heen reoftcned, 
and the marble is now ehip|i>ed lienee anew' by n Frumih eompady, 
Thera are rgina of towers and city walls, and a Roman cemetery. 
The ao-coiled Qucsquire is an imposing ruin, resembling the Thmnaa 
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of Julian »t Paxia. There are foQDtai(W> one with a great maTbie 
pisciQ®, ainl tnoaaita. Udlmppay, in the atecnce as yet of an 
ive law to protect antiquities in the province, the ruiuB are being 
drawn tfiiatmcaon of the modem town.

In the western region of Carthage, a large Roman marble column 
Md a draped statue laiger than life, probably of an emperor, were 
iemni Here there hi no veatiEe of liishee. 


In other quattere of the fallen city, groat numbers of Punic inscribed 
slabs were discovered, racMst of them dedicated to Tanit and Bmd- 
Ammon by numberless Bomiicans, Hamilcars, Hannibabi, and Ilanuoa. 
These slnlis or steles ^ snrmouuU^l each by a sniall pediment rudely 
Mpaved With the circle and triangle symbol of llio Carthaginian 
Trimty,with on open hand, a palm tree, a dolphin, a rain, or some 
other convontioimJ 


The Carthaginian ruins seem to point tj an aehitecture chnracLer- 
iied by the Bearch for ntility ami solidit v rather tbim beauty Tliou"h 
this Bcconls with whut we know of the ruling traits of this singufar 
mmmereial people and of thdr Phmnician kinsmen, it will lie wdi 
before passing Judgment, to await more complete Luvestigations. Cer- 
tmn walls show reelaogular stone blocks of great sue set up at some 
distance from each otlier, the mterrala being filkd in with opm inrrr- 
(um. A very ancient tomb, some 8 m. below the nwwiem surface ia 
magnificent in its simplicity from the great siae of the stonts uskl 
himilor tombs are not uncommon among the neighlHiriug hills.

Algeria is naturally one of the richest existing gtorehouaes of 
roniaiuB of Ronmn iiiit!i|u]ty. Since the French coutjuest. nuich as 
hiu been dona by men of kiarnirig to catalogue and inter|pret tliese 
reinahui and to collect the smidler onft<, the garemuietit liog not taken 
etbcocioim mensrurea to preaerre ita precious heritage from wautoti 
destmotion. Through the ignorance and rapacity of individualB and 
local'uuthorltieB, anti in aome cagea l.fy military orrlinuni'o, n^nis have 
been paved witii itisjrriptlona, statue? hnnied fnr lime, and coutitlesB 
architectural inonumeuts dastroyeil. Tunisia is even richer in Htiinnii 
remains tlmn Algeria, and, non that the country is to be thrown open 
again to ci^ ilixiLLiuu, Toniflian aiithjmtieEij are mcnitcerl bv the game 
dangers. The menace Lag already hctjonic Tel^lity in aoiiie caae?, as at 
Takirca, where the new town b ?[>ringiag up ivt the cost of the ruins 
of the old. An utiusually Hagnmt instance of vandalism, however, ia 
the dffitructinn laat H|)ring of a number of arches and piure of the 
niiignitlceut Roman ftquciiuct which sup|i1ie<^l Carthage with water, In 
order to uae the materials as luilliigt for a new highway. This majra¬ 
ti e aqueduct, witli artihra fpjtu 20 to 25 m. high, extends for miles 
IhrDiigh the beautiful plain of the Oueil MiUana, onrl is one of the 
moat splendid surviving monumenta of Roman cugincfiriDg. Both

In tlie flnii |>Iace, the northwfeat comer of Uie AkropoHB wall^so far aa 
it LtdongeJ to By^iantme or Turkisli fcim^, was tom awaj, and eo the 
Propylaia laid open to the north Bide also.

The Arohieological Socieliy of Atlieiis continued in i8S4 its inyesti- 
gatipi^ at EleUdis, bq;tiii in 1SS% At the date of the latest informa- 
rion^ tlie whole of the ^ullage within the eDclorare, which for ao long 
a time perturbod the archfpological mind* had been pulled down, with 
the oiception of two or three huuses EUid of the cha|M5lB of Sl George 
and the VIigliL Ere long tlieae, toOf will diaappear; and ail that 
remains of the m^^atorioua a4inctiiaTy will be *lbclosed to etudj. As 
haa been remarlred h j M. Blavette^ of the French School at Athena^ 
a passage of Strabo (IX, l^ 12) eatablishea a fact often oyerlooked— 
that the temple of Demetor and the the scuiie of tlie mysteries, 
were distinct buildings. The site of the temple has not yet boon 
thoronghly explored—or, indeed, exactly determined. The plan of 
the ftfljtioflp on the other hand| is aimq^ft eoiuplete. In view of the pres¬ 
ence, until now, of the village on the site, it is not stnpriaitig that tliLa 
p lan^ iis now knowHf dlfibrs essentially from that of the Society of 
DDettanti, reprodneed eeveral time^ in Liter puhlicatdonu. 

The aeiitoi consisted of a single apartment, without interior diviaion, 
and surrounded upon tbs interior perimeterp except opposite the daoni| 
by eight tiers of seats like thoae of a theatre, capable of receiving 
several thousand persons. The roof of the building was supported by 
six rows of seven columns each, resting upon eylindriisal baaea of 
black Eleusinian marble. The ahoftfl of tbo columns, like all the into- 
rior facing of the were of poros stone- The intercolumiiiatiotjs 
from east to west are very irregular; and no explanation of this 
anomaly, which was certainly mtention4ii, hua as yet been suggeetod.

The foundations of the little temple of Artemm Propvbiu are laid 
bare suHidently to show that the plan of the Iblettanti is incoiret!!

The inscriptiona record, properly speak¬ 
ing, not euresT but miracles i for there ia no quMtion of medicines or 
of praetieaj surgery, but only of vlaioiia and dreama^ such os the reli' 
gioiis of to-day have not wholly ctjcwed to put faith in, and to place to 
the credit of some aaint.

The lBTB3riA.N aAscrOARY. 

A little over a year ago, M. Faul Monceaux made an exploration of 
the site of tlie fanioua Isthmian Sanctuary and conducted some exca¬ 
vations there, Tlie satred nndoBure was a small aktopolis m tho 
form of an irn^fa pentagon, about ^ m. in its greatest diamoter. 
l^oakea hasty plan, since copied by Curtiua and otliers, is for from 
correct Its wall coincided for more than 200 m. with the great mih- 
tary wall which barred the Isthmus. Tho sanctnaiy awes its complete 
ruin in im-at part to the fact ttiat H efirved as a fortreus m Bjzantme, 
Media val and 'furkiah tiimsj hence its walls were often thrown down, 
and rebuilt upon the ancient foundations, and its surfoce was morlified 
again and again. The wall was flanked by a number of towers, of 
which the surviving bases are square. The Romiina placed a monn- 
menial gate or an-h of triumph, of which the lower portions survive 
to a height of 5 to., at tho north-enatem extremity of the encloaure. 
it waa about Jfi m. wide, and comprised three archwaya—the middle 
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one 4 no, bread, and each of tbi* two pmaller onf* 2 m. The architec¬ 
tural dctmla of this and its conetructiiju, eo far us these have 
been inici^d, bear much naemhlanee to the Porte St Andpf at Aulun, 
Hhicli is tefcrrtfd to the time of AugUKtus. A SoiuaD way, paved 
with marble, led through the middle arth into the interior of the 
cncloaure. It ajjpeara that it waa by thie way that Paiwanias entered 
it. Moneeatix bus found the position of two other gates, one on the 
west, toward the Greek and Kornnn theatres, the oUicr on the eouth, 
toward the stadium, niese tntord in plan, l>ettcr than that described 
above, with the neceiHsitioe of fentification. Earth and debris have 
accuniulatod U[»n the alto of the aanctuarj* to the depth of from ft to 
ft m. The osplorer secured siu'cral inscriptians and sculiilured mar¬ 
bles, and abundant ofchitoeturu] fragments from the archaic Doric 
temple of Poseidon and the Ionic temple of Palaimon. The results 
of hia study of these temples have not yet l«en published.—f/natfe 
ArehMi^qiie, JitSi, p, 273 .

missing from tbo lower part of the chiton of the Nike nf Puionioi. 




Upon the w^em side of the Karaliskakes Square, the foundations

ornament. Poor of tlie^e gtsivqa were found in line and near each 
otherj froui wbicb it may he supposed that a trench was ftnit dug, in 
wliich os occasion offered the sepulchral chests ivene placed. Three 
graves of dilferent character were esainitied, a posse. Thi!^e cf^n- 

sisted of a wdhlike cavity sunk for 0.85 ni. into the traebite rock and 
covered with large blocks of calcare^nis sLoiie. In one was found a 
very sms^ll mortuary vascT and in onutber a large vane with eonicnl 
cover.

AsLzro.—lu the ne]gbbuTbo(.»] of Arezzo liave he€?ti found a nunthor 
of fragments ofterra-entta vases and ^■mse monltls. The subjects ropre^ 
simtcd ujxm these fragments, m delicate relief and of adrEiiruhlo exe¬ 
cution, include NereidSp the Mnai^, and a dance of skeletons—a sub¬ 
ject of Oriental origin. The signatures of the freed mcn-potters which 
have been fcjund, are Greek named; ami there Ls riaisoii to tliink that 
tliene ^tases with tigurey in delicate relief, are reproductions of the 
style and designs of HsUenia i^ilver vessels* Thi^ artistic potters of 
Arezzo (lourished from the time of 8u I la tu that of Citsur. These neiv 
fragments are roferrpd to tJic latter periixl. They have been bought

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Ascoli-Picewq. — I n a vaao fouarl neu* Ascoli wore diacovercd S7 coins 
of Ronmn^ Neapolitan and Tarootine origin ; thna adding to the evi* 
dence that tiortimercial relatioDa exiatod at an earlr date l>etwcen 
Picenum and andont Campania and Tarentam. In tho i^aoDtoca 
of the adjacent town of Texamo liaTC reeentijr been gathered tiotu this 
rt^ion marbles lepresanting Kybelc, Hy^eia, Hadrian and Faustina, 
and parts of a terra-cotta inejio representing comic scenes from the 
theatre. 

Boio^—In the neighborhood of Bolegna, coTcring the doliutn in 
an ancTcnt tomlj, baa lieen found a alab of aandstone carved in bua- 
i^ief repreaenting a charioteer in hie chariot witli an attendant hold¬ 
ing the horse. Hcibig cansidera it of local workmanship and of an 
earlier type than any of the figured stdffl found In the neighborhowl 
of Bologna. He proioisee in the coming number of the .IniMtii ddl' 
IitMt to compare the civilization of the Etruecana of the Po region willi 
tiiat of the Etruscans of the coast.

This is inifjortant, as lldhig notes, in 
showing that the Arch of Augustus, placed ujK>n a level 5 feot below 
the present street, once e^chibited more satisfactory proportions.

POMPEJL—A letter from M. E<lmonil Lc Riant to the AcadcTuie d«^ 
lnEk.‘riptioas anuounccs the discovery in Pornpeii uf a stalnette of a 
crouching Veiiuflj somewhat injured hut nut beyond r^TOvery; also the 
figure of a Pompdan, which hm Iweeti preserved hy one of Finreili's 
ingenious plastLir easts, and three large cop[ser trumpeta with the single 
curve. There have also been discovered two frescoes repreaeuting ban¬ 
quet scenes; one of Leds holding a sw an under her left jvrm ; and ii 
room richly axlomed wdth frest^oefl, one of which is Norkissua admiring 
himself in a fountain. 

Pontine MAHSHEBr— 'In tho Stdltl. ddT for jVpril, 1SS4, A. ^Iter 
discuftsn^ at leugLh an interesting sepulchral inscription found at San 
Donato near Foglinno. It cxpretiaes in hcxaiueterB n wifu'a sorrow for 
Alfyiiius CeionilM Julianus Xaineujus, a p^p\-n priest who had been 
consul uf the provinee of Xumidia aud deputy consul of Africa d. Sto 
A. n. He represijnts accordingly one of the last priestly defonderg of 
the ancient faith.

—I>uring the work in progreae at the Luuvro for 
the pUTjjose of extending etdiam under certain portions of the Bculjjture 
galleries, aud notably beu^th the motu devoted to tlie pricolee^ Venus^ 
this and other mnrbies have been placed temporarily in nenv quarters- 
Tlie Venua now sLanila in the rotunda preceding the gallery of Roman 
Emperors. Occosioa has been taken to tree the femous statuB from the 
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plaster uddttious and changes made bj BemurJ Lange, TOmprisiug all 
tliat wuH added of one foot, the huge rails of drar'Ctl'T'ddch concealed, 
behind, the junetioii of the t«ro chief fragments, nud the joinings, not 
always happy, of broken lidds of the gnnueut. The familiar stiiiore 
plinth upon which tlie Bgure resteil, lias been replaced hy a cireniar 
»ne upon which its pueition is a little different; and this plinth is so 
eut as to shtpiv a considerable piece of drapery falhug hchind the feet, 
wliieh WHS ooiiceiited licfort*. it is expected that the new plinth will 
admit of placing the gtAldess in a better light when she is returned U» 
her own abiding place, The capital alteration, however, which the 
pftatue has uiidergonc, is the final reitiOTal of tho two blo4jka of wood 
placed in l!i21 between tlie two largest fragments, which nnite at the 
hips. Why these pieces of wot>d should have been introduced is 
incuiicoivahli*, as the two surfiu^es tit exactly. They gave the figure a 
alight moi ement contrary to the intention of the acnlptor, if not to 
nature, and their removal will l>e hailed with satisfaction. While the 
Venud w'as lying in fragments, opjiortumty wiia taken to raake Citats of 
each piece se palate j rcAfy iSS4^ p, 348. 

HooEM,“-Soiuo noise has Iteen made about the recent destructioo of 
the jtibf or rood-screen of the Cathedral of Kouen. This jithi was 
trci’lisl in place of the splendid mediteval nxsl’ScrHeeii thrown down in 
1772. It was a costly structure in the incongruous taste of the last 
century, of which the chief elements consisted of a double rKirtico of 
Ionic columns eupja>rting an eJilablature, which was in turn sur¬ 
mounted by a balustrade of lirass and marble, and a sculptunjd 
crueiHx by Clodion* Various precious roarLless, sjioils, it is said, of 
Ijoptis Magna, wi^re introduced in the munument. Beneath the por¬ 
tico stood on one side an altar of the Vow, with reliefs by heeonite, and 
on the other, one of St. Cecilia, with sculpturt’s l>y Clodion, h is 
umiecessarv to add that this jubt was wholly out of keeping with the 
luiycstic lilies of the XImii century church. Its suppression cannot 
but improve the effect of die interior, The altars with their aculp- 
turea will Im< get up again in the two transept chajids*—Cburrisi* de 
fAii. im, 

Altliuugh there may he rcRim for some difference of opinion jilnjut 
the alKilitlon of tin; rvHKl-sereen of Itmien. there win be none a^ut the 
opportunity of Te|Miiring the barlamua mntilution of the choir of the 
Ifathedml of Chartres by tbe Vandals of the XVII Itli cintury. This 
blot upon that sploiidM tuoniinient w Kufficient to escuae ** nsdont- 
tion” in the cy«^ of even the uioet jenlDua. We hope that this will 
soon be uiideitakeD, rather than tlie modernization of .Home of the

Tlie sinkera ” may bt ile^ ribed in general of an elongated^ 
pear shape; they are j^oioetimes imjre or le&t* eouicab with one or 
both entk truncateil rsuully, though not always, they are sym¬ 
metrical; some of thtni indeed are mnrvels of r^ymmetric liukji 
imd fine pnlish. Occasionally they are made of a comnifjii kind 
of stone, ns qmutzitc, hot it is noticeable that a large number 
are made of stones not only hard to work and ey^iceptible of 
recelTiiig and retaining a hue polishp hnt of actual nirity in the 
loi^Uties where found, which latter fact would give tbcin nii in- 
trio sic ’rnluej in aboriginal eyeSj over and ahove that derived firjm 
their actuiil use* S^pecimenfl have heeti foniul made even of 
native eopjier and of iron ore. While most of them bIjow uo 
ornament 4 ttion afiide from their ami polish, some* 

cspcciidly from the ilisBiBSippI \ alley^ have one end fashioned 
into a human or an aidmal head. 

In a eoJisidemble proportion of specimens a groove is 

Jacked around the extreroity nf the tapering eiaL fathers, of 
globniur shapes terminate in a blunt point which mav% or may 
be constrictt'd at ime end Into a slight kneh; still others have 
a hole drillci] near the tapering end. It has nsually been ii«- 
Buniedp and perhaps correctly, tlmt hitter featn res tirt^ intcTided 
to fiicilitate sus|H'n4<ai to a line* and this asauined purpose has 
influenced matiy archaeologists to ennslder them ns weights to 
flshing-Hnes. In the eawc td' miiiiyj perhaps all, of thobc \vhieli 
arc iK'rforwtcd* there is but little doubt that this wais actually their 
functioiu At fill events tlie Xatinim! Musenm has specimens, 
Inith of stone and Ikuio, derivcil from the Esquimaux of AlaL^ka, 
wiuch arh actUEilIy attached to fisltingdine<ii, rhus proving their 
xim beyond all donht Ey f*r the grt;uiter niiiuber wliicli have 
ceme under my oliservation from Calitbrnia and tlie Mississ^ippi 
Vail Icy ant not thus ( lertbratctl* but arc either gn.Kivet l or ploiiu 
III spoi nlatiiig on their pro!lable nitdueologietK have not failed 

to notice that, while frequently these grooves are of suflicient depth 
tu udrait of a line bi lug tied to the objects, in ti coneidcmble unm- 
U^r tlie gna^vc h too shallow to admit of their being fiistoiied, 
even when fine Ciird or silk h used; so that even if it be oziisiimed

thal the line was passed an>iiiid the tiiperiTiig ends and along the 
aides of tlie objeirt, iind that they were thus wUing to tlie line.

4 of Plate IV .This evidi'iicc 
furnishes satisllietory prt>of tlnit the sx>eclinom$ hi question were 
attached to cords, ulthougJi, of course, it docs not necetiaarily^ 
follow that the cords w'ere iishing-lLneft, 

As has been remiirkcd by writers, the degree of finish many 
of tliefic articles hav^ rc^i^elvixl, iind tlie beauty and nirity of ninny 
i>f die stones militate iigiiinst the idea of dieir general emjdoy- 
nient as winkehn, in which cajutcity they wi>uld be pcenliarly 
liable to loss, however they might be fiislciied^ Coiiimenting lUi 
this obji'ction U> tla ir Uise us sinkers, Ili\ Ihm pertinently remarks 
that, by ar least odg people^ the Triqiiiinaux, stone and ivory 
sinkers are used wfiilcb require no ineonBidcmbJc amount of skill 
and cjire in their manufiietarc. In this connen^tion* however, it 
slurLild not he forgotten that the Es<inimaii3; hjive a peeuUar fond¬ 
ness for tfarving and for decpriitive art. Xo don lit tlieir taste 
and skill in this dii^eerian urc duet Iiirge measure^ to the lung 
ptTiod of emifinemcnT itidckirs they Yearly endure, which permits, 
and indeed comptlsp the exercke of iheir higcnuity as a means 
to while a^vay the time, ^Ve a result, nearly sdl the iniplemeiits 
used by thenn household and other, of however i Hinal value,

raceivo a tle^tns of oniaiiieiita.tioii U'hicli other trilMwi are not ut 
b 1! capable (if, or wliich onlj appears on their most durable and 
priced po3S(3ssio]is. Ab noted above, too, tlie fOin|uiniaiis aiikera 
are perfonitod, Ui^ualJT at twatlj ends, and so may be ifnfely sceiired 
to the liuis. Hml the stones in ipieation hocTi generally dc^iigned 
tVpF einkers. it seenie probjibk tiiut they too would have bei-n 
perforated, or Ht lonst sufficiently deeply grooved or kiiobbed to 
wliHolntely insure them from loss so long ns the lino did not 
break, (ii<p(jeuilly ns such aeciiritj' was attaiutible by the expendi¬ 
ture of vei^ little umre labor. In fact, there is one region where 
the chief and piThiips the artle use of a rude duss of pendant-like 
objects seemii to Imvo been ns slnkcTB, and an inspt.'(!tion of a 
number of ppecimens shows the grfHjves to be amply deep for 
secure attndimeiiL Tliis region is Floridu. The speeimens in 
<)uesti(m were obtained ti(>iVr Cape rlablc, Florida, by Mr. Wilcox, 
who has kindly fitibiiiitted them for hispcctiom They were dui>- 
foom aliell-bcapB near certain well-known iishing-gronnds, Tli«y 
are raade of shell and lim(?5tone. It can bo readily underntnod wliy 
the Ploilda Indiana were compel leil to tlie u^e of niiinufactnrcd 
einkcre by the well-known general absence of betteb ptfoblea and 
Otlier stones on the peninsula. Tbeac Florida einkera do not 
appear to corn tfpond very closely to tlie objects under consider¬ 
ation, Some of them, it Is true, ti.pproidnmTe to the pear Bha|«, 
but they nre rnddy tiniahed, ensily made, and prolsfoly Imd no 
great value in the ey(si of their ruvnera. Still, it minit not be 
overlooked that, if employed as sinkers, na tiiey probably wen-, 
their nttaohment to Unc5 waa effected by means of a groove 
instead of u perforurton. 

Thp thet tliat tIu-Mi objecits are often found iu considerable num- 
liers for Inland, nwuy from n-gular halilng places, h also agaltiFt 
the gencnil applientian of the shikor tlieory. On the other band, 
in the fact that about Salem tliey arc most common altmg shore! 
Professor Putnam finds confirmation of this theoiy of their use. 
Possibly the wcD-kiKHm foci of the peiioditiul ootigregation of 
trib(3s a( the seoaliore, and the greater population, transient and 
otliervi'irto, at the fishing grouiii( may, to some extent, account 
for the greater number of tJieao relics, os indeed of most other 
dasses of remains, at tiiewj points, 

AlKJut Santa Barham also they are more ahnndant than inlandj 
but here tlie fiict euggests a quite diftbrent exphmation, viz ,; that on 
the coast were tlm gr(iatstone manufiictoriea where were turned out 
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i^toii^ iioiilifiDietiy ill' fill not only fbr tlic ni?e of die eonst 

Indian^? but for barter witli inbiTid tribew. TJjeir ahuiukuee nbsiiit 
Santu Barbara, tlieretbrei eniinot be taken m deeis^iire proof of tbeir 
udo asf sinkers to fiehiiig-lineK, So an auUiority an T>r. Buu, 
in his Intctat vuliiiible i:t>iitribijnoii to artiLrt&ology—Prebistoric 
FinUiiig” — while iieeepting the use of this eliiss of stoiii'is iw si nk- 
era, frunkly remarks that tliis *<^vievv JiX*s ij<it exclude the pt>ssi- 
bility that some of tlittn may have been difierendy usedf" 

The nse of these stones pi urn met'? has tiiit lieen geuenilly 
neceptecL Aguinst this tlieoj-y U tlie lack uf a satisfootory method 
of KiiKpemiioti ill many of them which bo strongly tiiilUnkri ligninst 
their emploraient sis sinkers* An oven stroiiger objection to the 
phi 111 met dieory is the stntemctit made hy liasi^ that they are 
ibund ill regions where there are no “ uioniimentt^ ” and earth- 
wisrks to rciiuire their use as iiliimmels, as has been assumed to 
■ be the ctise in parts of tJje iMissiaaiiipi Vulioy. 

As to their employment swi “ Hling-slka.--/* a reiy large propor¬ 
tion lire eiuirtdy too Himill und liglit to render this tlteoiy tennblo 
fur a moment. 

Another nee ascriUd hi these objects by Lublioekj 

FosUt* uud ntUers h as tlie ** Ijohis,” a weapon supposed to be 
j>ecLiliiir to tbe l^atiigoiimns. It iw in.it piobuble that any tribes in 
the United States used tJiis weapon; certainly its use was not 
general. .;Vrnong aome of the Ej^rjuiTuiULv tribes ii Inda^ is in us« 
for killing geese. Even for tliia purpose nnmy of the *'■ Binkers 
woLibl Ih" tio aninll and light. Nor do the atones usimI by the 
Esq 111 man.X for the bird bo bis nl all reBcirible the objects liiscuBsert 
in tills piqier. 

The hypothesiB of their nae as spimiiiig'Weights siXitue tt> rest 
mainly mimi llic-ir [lecnliar sltsipe, though, widi reference to tlieir 
eiiiployment in this wai% Protbssor Putnam remarks that ** this 
fa'uppusition is rendered very jirubable by the lact thar stone 
Treiglds liiive been used in s}dnniiig, and from Ihe stalHlucnt 
(mrule to mo. In convorsatlmi, by T>t. Palmer, oY Wadbiiigtoii^ 
I think) that dmilnr stouee are still in use uisioiig the Indians 
of the NorthBut as spinning-weighls tliey would require 
a means of attiichment wliicli, iis luts boon said, nuiny of thoni 
lack entirely. 

It ivill be noticed thai the several use? itscribod to these stones 
lire birgely tfat oreticiil, and are baHcJ mainly on their snppjaed 
adaptability the purjiofles ik^signed* In tliclr ccuisiiieration by

wv.re design^] iiiipkinejitii for ua^ in the ei^ononiic or dt-^tmc- 
ttvt! arts.

harbairic: peoples are very iiiHiieuced by ^iipei'sritipjiis, iind 

in the itereiniaribl nb^ervauce of them require implemeiitfi iih well 
foniis, With reference to the pct^eible uac of these relit*B in 
thisi conncetion I find lluit Mr, HeiidertMTjiuiu blsii urtiek in the 
AtueHeuii Xiitnndipt fc^r Xovemher, 1872, p, 648, wiille tiiiiilly 
accepting the phiiniiu't theory» giveti ua one of six possihle usea 
the following; “ they might have been used ^ n saen.-!!! impkineiit 
iu the perfomniiM’C id' mniw religious cerenitriiy, Thk, Itku the 
preceding sus]dcion (p. f.,in pluying hoiih* giinie), is only a fn pssildlify,

At Ban Tiuenflvetitum antially the f^mia aLenimt wart re- 
ceivecL Mem it ^Ym said diat tWi Ive wiis die number roijuired Viy 
tire inedi-ciiifi-mcti, tx^dusive of a ceutn; stone of n difierent char¬ 
acter. Tile eeutre stone shown to me, calb^I Tinciiutjrt a thitrkh, 
round, besii hwom fH.dih]e rd’ fpnirtzite, uuworked and staiaeil 
biflrk with iroti, 1| wiai, as I was Ushl, of fHiculiar power in rain 
inakiug, and as evidLime of the power inherent in it the Indian 
held it for ii jew monients tiglitly grasped In liis hand, when 
mokture wjui on it^—oontleuficij liy contact of the moist 

hand wiih its cool Hurfiice. The moisture w as j>ointei| to m vbi^

Tlie use of the medicine-stones uumiig the San Ihienjivctitnra 
Tiidiaiirt W'iis ajifolluivrt: Tlie twelvi? rti>reery stonei5{iiifi -iiue-iiQ) were 
arranged in a cirxde cIohc logetlien Fn the centre was placed the 
TiNciiut: itlte generic name forseeil meal), together with down 

fri mi the lireast of the vvJitto giuorte, was thi n rijiread over tlie stones. 
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Bed tKihre (ma-no'-rtmo) wiis then ft|mnklL'<l over lie whole* A 
diinee wae held uroiind the pile, while tlifee old luen keepiTtg 
time with rattles. Tliifl or ftimiJar ceremonies woe observed for 
curing the sick. Imiiging ram, putting out tires in the mountranis, 
c-ulling fish u[i the streams, when wtir was to Ik*' made, etc,, etcv 
Several other stonet* of vortous eliapea were shown to me, some 
in their natural condition, oa a piece of iron pvrites, another resemb¬ 
ling a nntiinil eoncretioii ^ those of a third class were fnshioucd with 
care anti tvere about four inches long, somewhat Uipering in shape 
anil eiieireled with sevenil rings. To all these mj-ffteriouB pn^perties 
were assigned, and it U proliable that man v other kunlB were 
formerly in use. Ad nearly aa couiil be gathered, the pear-shaped 
“i^itiker” variety 'wns eonsidoretl the miist etheiciit in norcery, 
IVliy the soreoiy stones w ore given their peeuliar simple it is not 
easy to midei^tiiiid,aafl the solution of this problem must be left to 
the timil coriskleratioii of those more ingenious in such speculation, 
than t he writer. IVrlmps aotne will diseeni in the peculiar form, and 
in the ring Ticar the end, eouiirmiitton of a supposed phallic origin. 

Wliik- for reasons iiliovo stated it seems permissible to donbt tha 
gcnenil applicnbility of the sinker tlieorv, it bby no means imi>oasi- 
ble that the original fonction of thwe stones miiy have been m 
sinketa. In the case of tribes vvkieli depended for their livilihood 
mainly upon fisliiiig, it is not diftieult to imagine that on important 
iTuplemcut in eouatant use might gradually be clothed with mys¬ 
terious powers, and that siiceess in dBhitig^ might he iittnhuted to 
ite direct influenee. Under the idea that it brought good luck, 
ita owner might employ it, more or lees exclnaively, as .m amulet. 
iLs aluipe and peculinrifies iiught then be coT-ied by the medicme- 
Tuen and used in sorcery, espociatly in giving 
tishermcn and in inftnCncitig the movements of fish in tlie nyers, 
utter which these stoties would gredually pt^ into the han^ of 
m-ighboring tribes eitiier tlirough barter or by imitation. Then* 
later possessors might know nothing of their ongiu; tor thetn it 
would Ih) enough to know that diey wer^ a protection from dia- 
eaac or that they would bring them luck in hunting, fishing, 

In conneetion with the above Hpeculatiyo origin of the nac of thia 
class of objeeta as amulets and medieino^tones, Mr. Murdock 
relates a very interesting case in iwint among the hlsqnimanx of 
Ifoint Burroiv. lie noticed that on® of thu EsiiuimauJC, m all 
hiB hunltiig or fishing escuraioiis on the Ice, ivore, snspcmled 
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about his neck, a lai^ atone eiuiped like a ainker and nrrighiag- 
two pounds Of more. at borne tliis sinker was always 

hung Up in the hut. The E 6 i|uiinauK told biiii that thia was a 
•‘lucky atone,” and so highly did he pru!* it that he could not be 
induced to part with it for any consideration. To its owner it 
had no other use than as an amulet The renl sinkefs in use 
among these iiUquimaux are generally made of ivoiy, and they 
are all much smaller and less weighty than this nranlet. As 
among these I'lsnaimaux many objects formerly owtietl hy their 
deceased ancestors arc employed i\a amulets, Mr. Jfurdoek sug- 
g<»ts, as the possible origin for tliis particulitr one, that it 
originally a true ainkcr, and. having been banded down to its 
present owner, it became invested with a new value and a new 
use* Assuming Hmt the use of these stones jw amulets is a 
secondary one, it would oventuallv Ibllow that the groove, having 
no longer a special function, would either disappear entirely, !ia 
it appears to have done in many e]»ccimena, or he only slightly 
iudi(.*ated, as is the case in many others. In other cases still the 
stone would retain ita archaic tbnu, and tbi'ac, periiiips, u'onld be 
considered the most |Hitcnt of all in norcery practices. Whether 
or not (he above liypothesis, i-onccming tlie shape of the medi- 
cino. 5 toues, be sound or not, it is certain that, if we have any 
right to assume that similar stones, found elsewlicre, iiave had a 
similar use, the significancif of their [leculiar shape is a legitimate 
Bubjeti^ for i^peculntioii. 

On calling the attention of an Indian to the ring pecked near the 
extremity of one of the " medicine-stones,” he stated that ho did not 
know its porpose.bnt tliat the stones so encircled W(?re considered to 
Ijc more potent than the uthem. In rcfily to toy (inestion, why such 
a stone could not need as a sinker to a Jishingdine, a Santa 
Barbiira Indian rc]>lied tbiit he never saw one used in this way, lujd 
added, of his own accord, ♦< why should we make stones Uke'tliat 
when the beach snpplU-e siukem in nhuiidanoe; our sinkers were 
bench ^stones, and ivben one was lost we picked up ntiother," 

A similar statement, as to their non-use as sinkers, wiia made by 
a Wau BncnaventtiTOlndmu, who told me that he did not know the 
use ot the groove, but that on one occoeioii he saw u medreine-man 
suapciid one of the stones from the handle of an ordinam' open¬ 
work bosket, then fill it with water, and yet not a drop escaperl ' 
In this suggestion we W a i*ossible expLnatioti of a secondary 
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use of tlie grooYO- Those with AufBeiently deep grooFea loaj 
hiiTe heeu snspemletl tih>m pole^ or otherwise in Home of their 
ceretnonies^'or posaibly even w^oru about the peraou^ not exactly as 
ornaments* as suggested by Mr, rfenderson, but us amulets for 
protection in battle or from lil-^ease, for buocoss in hunting, etc. 

In view of the foregoing evidence it is pertuiiis sate to couelnde 
that, for die Santa BarbEini Iniiiam ut least, the son^alled plum¬ 
mets ” and sinkers ” ivere iti reality “ medlciue-stonefij” and it 
may be doubted if among them, in later tunes at leasts they had 
any other use. 

The employment of stonf^s h** held the sick, and in sorcery prac¬ 
tices generally I Irnolvea no new idea. Probably there is no part of 
the world ivliere they are not or have not been so employed^ Even 
among civilixed comm unities^ especially in the far Esust^ in Scot¬ 
land, ami even Jn our owm Southern States^ medicine-stones liave 
acipiired great repute in the cure ol' disease. Many of tljese stones 
derived -their BUpjH)«ed virtues from their imriotis shape or colors or 
from tlicir rarity. Every archwologUt recaUs the BUperstltion of 
the elf sliots —arrowheads supposed tobuve tieen shot by fiiities 
at cattle, and hence employed in varitMiH hoidne diseitj^es. Among 
the North Aiaericun Indiana may he found many interesting IhelteJs 
And HUpersritions roganlii^g stones and their employment for various 
purposes jiurtaking of a religiouH or au[>ersritiiuis character* Stone 
fetidies ami amnJets arc cerfainly very common ariiig them. But 
wdiile this is true the questioii may be asked, Th)e6 the employment 
by the iSantii Barham ludiunH i>f the clai^H of stones described above 
prove tlifit tliey had a similar um rlsewhcre^ as in the Mississippi 
Valley and on the Eiist Coai^t V It wo aid of course bo n ns^ife to 
asBert timdbiiig of the NcvcHheless, ti being detinitely a&cer- 

taiiied t hsit an implemeut is used for n certain purpose by a certain 
tribe, the fact may be taken as nn exeeUent guide in working out die 
piN>l>lciii of the use of the ^amc or similar implements clsewheie. 
Such information aflbrtla a sound vvorfciiig hyi>otliesitf. If it he not 
probable, tliat a given nrfitrle may possess a ESimilar origin and use 
eUewhere than where obsen e^h it k always possible* In the pres¬ 
ent ease it must rcTuain for arcbtcologists to determine how^ far the 
foregoing expliinatiou of the oat of tljes^e stones !.iy Hie ^jinta Bar¬ 
bara IndlariH ii* ai>jilic:iiblc tdsewhere, The general and often minute 
fcecmhknces of these objecUi wherever found, aud the foct tliat 
Btiperstitioiirt precisely sipnlar in nature to those exiiiting among 
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the Santa Barbara Indians exist amoii^ all ItuHutis, would tend to 
(^%'e !i t'etmin weight to the wide application of their employment 
os Eorcery stones. Their eniployutcnt in sorcery ace-ords with 
their Totious peealiitrities better, perhaps, tlmn nny other of their 
ftupposed uses. Ohiflots so important would be sure to receive, as 
a rule, great care in their mauiiUititure and tiuish. Tlie cjualidea 
of beauty and rarity, which many of tht'Se stones possess, would 
also tend to their seleetioij for this purpose; tho hitter attrilmte, 
from the mystery sure to lie ascribed to their origin by the imagi¬ 
native Itvdbin, would greatly enhance their suppised [lotoncv. 

In referring to the relies, os above, it was necessary to speak of 
them astbough they belonged toadetimte cLiks witb well ciremn- 
aoribed boundaries. This is liunlly the cose, nltlioiigh it is true 
tliat the class is moilerately well Hlefiiied, and few arclneologists 
are likely to be in doubt tiis to w'hat. tbc ao-ealloi] '‘siukem" or 
medielnc-stoniw are really like. Jf evertbeless, as in so many other 
classes of (irchu-ologicnl objects, tlie iMminhiricslimiting tUeao relics 
cannot be defined with preciritm. Tim weight of the niedlcine- 
Rtones of the Saiitti Barbiim Imlians is a matter of ounces, not 
imiiTids, and Professor Pntntim is undoubteilly correct in eon-iider- 
ing that tin; larger objects, more or less eloaely reselnbling the

their tyftical form, passing by iuaetisildc stages into a second etpndlv 
distinct cIiias. The transition iorms are the ones that pnziile the 
iirehicfjlngist, as they do the natiinilist, to name ami to class. In 
the present iuHtanctc it is perha^a impossible to tell where the 
" medicinentones ” end and the clteys of smaller pestles betrins. Vet, 
emitting the doubtful specimena, there remain a larger number of 
cither clo-sa concerning tlie identity of which there can be no dmibt. 

In n fooPnotc to Mr. lleinlcrson'g paper above cited, Professor 
Putnam say.-i, in reference to the variatiem id these objects in size 
and shajie, "For my own part I liavc, for some time, considered 
them as representing, to a greater nr less extent, accortling to size, 
materiiih sbafie and finish, Ist, Pestles; 2iid, Sinkers; iird, Spin¬ 
ning-weights; 4th, <) mum cuts.*' ITis third and fourth classes, 
with jierhaiw the Binullcr, lighter, and liettcr fiiiisheil of the second, 
would prrd.iably conie into the clatis treated of by me in this paper 
as mediiine-stoncB.

TIEE LOfiT MOSAICS OF HAVESXA. 


Important works have been devoted dimng the last few years to 
the mosaics of Ravemia,' and it U not my intvntioQ to dwell, here 
at lesist, ou a snhject which tiiaj appear to i have been esJiausted. 
ily object in the present essny is to restore, with the help of evi- 
dence given iu early writerB, a series of inonumcuts long since 
di>8troyed, and which our immediate prcilecesaora have not aiiffi- 
dently rcgiirdcd. This additional iulbrniation makes it possible 
to fidlowr wnth more pretrision than heretofore the progress of art 
in this really unique city,, which holds the same position tor the 
Clu'istinn art of the fifth and sixtli centuries that Fompei does for 
the pagan art of tins first century, 

CATHEDRAL OF s, URSUS.— St, tTrsos built and decorated the 
cliureii which l*cars lib iiaiiieC37ft-3D(}). He covered its walls ivith 
precious staiiOH, its vault witli mosiiica representing vitriouB figures; 
“ Ipav earn sab tumporibus fundavit ot Deo jnii'ante usque ad 
efiV'Ctuin perdujdti. Lapidilius pretioabiiimb parietibus (sic) cir- 
cumdodit, sufter totius templi testndinem tessellis vuriia diversae 
figiirae comjxjsuih’** 

At tlie iK'ginning of tlie fwclfth centnrj' o- new tribune and a 
new mosaic are spoken of; an inacription fixes the date of these 
works, 1112,

this, several fmgmcntivOf lliin interesting work eecnficdthe vandals 
who committed so umcli Imvoc in tiie name of goml taste. They 
are now in the chapel of the j^rchlnsho]ds palace, where with 
singular carel css ness Mess. Crowe nnd Cavulcaeelle have con¬ 
founded them with the mosaics of tiie sixth centuiy which cover 
the Vault of this clia[iel.^ These fmgmeuts coiiBistof two medatUons 
with saints, and a figure of the Virgin represented stsiidiiig with 
her {lime cxtemlcd in the satnc {irdtudc as the vriiute of the 
cutiicombs.

an eaithqnakc.’’ ^ We poBscss no early indication of the period 
hi which thia mosaio belongs, and ite content docs not throw any 
light njwn this qneetioiu The whole eorMp<»9ition consiata of 
Clirist between two Ajchnngcla, The Savionr is seated on a 
tlirotie of rather btravy conBtruedon, which is covered with pre¬ 
cious sttmea. In his left hand he holJe a volume; his right la 
slightly niiacil, as if in the act of exjioonding. Ilta erneiform 
nimbus is adorned wirii precious atones. On either side of him 
standi* an Archangel lioldltig a “ biinnlue,” They also Lave the 
nimbus, Imt It is plain. From the ground spring t»p large flowers, 
among wbicli lillen are to be recognized. 

Ciampini uses the following arguments to sustain Ids theory, that 
the mosaic is contemporaty witli the building of the Church; the 
crucifrirm nimbus, tlie gemmed Uiroite, the “ ba*'ulufl of tlie arch¬ 
angels, and, tin ally, tJie presence, on the garments, of thouc curious 
letters for which no explanation lias ever been given. It is hardly 
necessary to riiiuark that all these distinguishiiig traits are met 
wirli ill works of a much luh-T date, for cyatnple, in the mosme of 
Sta, Prai^sede at Rome, and that tliey conscquctitly prove nothing 
at all. Kurtiiermoro, at the beginning of the fifth century, that is, 
at the time when the chefe d'ccuiiTe of the tnausoleniu of GiiUa 
PlacidLi, of the Baptistery of the Orthodox, and of cither sanctu- 
aries were not yet in esistence, the presence of attrihtitea of so 
precise n character aa the cruciform and gemmed nimbus, tIuj 
dirone al-so gemmed, the “ bactilufl ” of the arcdiangels, might cer¬ 
tainly snrprUe us. Tlicse attrtburos nidier ercate a presumption 
against the antiquity of the work, which is in reality not at all 
dferingujfihed from those of the scventJi, eighth, and ninth century, 
or even from those of the middle-agro.** It may i>e lidded tltat 
the flowi'i* are exactly tlie same as those at SL Apollitiare ynovo 
and other later churches.

BASILICA OF s. LORENZOi AT CAESAREA.— Laurieiua, the cbniii- 
herlain of Honorion (Jl9i^23), csiiiseri to be built at Catsiii^a 
the liadilica of ti. Lorenzo/* in one of \v tn>^e elmpcls, dedicated 
to SS. Gcrvafiius and ProtaHtni^, he prepared for hiiiit^elf u fciiam[M 
tnouH matiBokuiiu Aeconling to an umueut iuscrijition the con- 
eecration of the bnilding took place in 43and it existed Liiitil 
1553t when it was demolished to make room ior the fariificationB 
projected by Pina W. 

Tliisi basilica ivus adorned with niagniticent gold motjaiOB and 
incrustationB of riire marbles.^ One of t1ie«e mosaics represented, 
according lo Agncllna/^ three children, who are proliably the 
three yontlis in the hery fnruflcej a subject frequently treated in 
tlie paintings of the catacomba and the seidpturcs of the sarco¬ 
phagi, httt no example of wliich had yet been met with in tlie 
wall-decorations of the basilicas. 

S, GIOVANNI EVANGEUSTA.—The diurch of Saint John the Evm- 
gelist b one of the moat importiint erections of the Em|>resu4 Galla 
Phudriia. It owes itf* origin to a vow made hy thk princess iluring 
a tempcrit in which she came near losing her life. 

Tlie author of the Lfftcr Pofitijitalis of liaventui tells m of the 
eircumstances of this vow, at the same time that he describes the 
buililing raised to the Apostle St, John, the protetior of thej^rmcess*

PORTRAJT OF THE ABCHBISHOP ST. PETER,— G-ftllli Pkeidk caua^d 
to bo made a mosaic likeness of the Archbbhop St. Peter, for 
whom she ±elt a very great vctieratiou. Thia portrait was i|ot a 
mere “ imagn clypenta,” but im official portrait in the real senae 
of the word, tepreseiiring the person, not only with hie attributes, 
but also in the perfortiiftfice of the most iiiiiK»rtant acts of Lis 
ministry. It decorated the tipae of the Chui'ch of 8t. John the 
Evangelist. Agnellns describes it as follows in his biography of 
St. Peter: “ Et hdVa eocleaiam B. JoannU Evangelistae jnsstt 

Galia Plaeidia pro iUius snnetitate ^us effigiem tessellis cxornaii 
in parietc tribiinali post tergum Poutificis supra sedem ubi Pon- 
tifos sedet.

s. ANDREA MAfiGJORE. —St. Pctcr Clirysologos (430—J4l>) raised 
in honor of the apostle St. .\udrew, near the ** Ursiana aedos/' a 
church which the chronicler calls laagmiieeut, although it waa 
anstaiued by ivooden coluiiiute, replaced a hundred and fifteen 
years later by columns of LeTantine marble. The portrait of the 
fliiint was placed over the door. The following veraos, given liy 
Agti^UuSj will flenro lits a conmiciitiity on it:

It is in these terms that Angetlus’’^ mentions the execution of 
this mosaic portrait; but bis testimony, apparently eo clear, occfl* 
sions grave difficulties. In the first place, lie has forgotten to tell 
OB whether the Archbishop Potcr himself caused his portrait to be 
made, which qnestion it would be premature to decide either oao 
way or the other. lu the second pIaeo,tlie modern editor, toimd- 
inghis opinion on the eiyde of the verses inscribed in this chapel, 
thinks that it Las to do, not with Peter the older, but with Peter 
the younger.*® It is evident that, in view of stub imcertiunty, it 
would be rash to assign one date more than tiie other to this 
portrait of the Chapel of SC jVndrew* 

BASI^OCA PETRI ANA..—T'ho Futniitia j one of thft mai^veljs 

of Eavenna, was founded hy an urclibiehop of thn name of fit, 
Peter. If we regard his title of “ Antistes,” it must have been 
St, Peter the fipuniard. who w’as bishop from .Sftfi to 425." If, 
on the contrary, we tiy to determine his jKHition by means of tiic 
mention which Agnellus makea of his successor, Nco, it was St. 
PeUrr Chrysologos (4fifM4y).

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This prelate, wliocvcT lie may have bceD,ba<I not filne to finish 
the hnildin^, the decoratioii of which aeema to be doe to Neo 
( 44 g_ 452 ),, It was remarkitble for a proftmion of mostly jntuhles 
and mosAice. Under .John V., the thirly-titat arcLbialiop aeeord- 
ing to Muratori, the thirty-tiflli aoeording to TurliiKei,® an earth¬ 
quake utterly overtlirew this bosilicu ( 607 - 613 ), ^^iKtoIpbuj 
resolvecl to miae it Irom its ruins, but wae not able completely to 
carry out this undertaking. 

The following are the paasagcs hi the Agnel¬ 

li in, relating to the basilica retriana. “(Petrus Antintea XVII) 
fimdator Eoclcslae Petriauae inuros per dreuitum aedifiams, setl 
nonduni omnia complons.

_Agnelliis luiB left a desoriptiou of nvo nnisaica of the greateot 

intorest, which were, one iit Piiria, and other in the capital of the 
Exarehate. The one at Pavia contained an eqnestriaii portrait of 
ThorHloric, a kijid of representation of which tliere if* no other 
example in masino, unkiif* it hv admitted that the iipse-paiiitiag 
of S. Criorgio in Velabn>, at Rome (St> George hy the side of his 
horse), is ii copy of tlie early mosaic of this church. This iraage

STA. MARIA MAQGIOHE— Archbiahop Kcclesius {521^^>34) urected 
tim church, it is tiiongilt, shortly after his i-etorn from Constanti¬ 
nople* He is ako the author of the mosaics wliieb adorned its 
foi^da and tribune. In the vault of the tattor was a figuru of the 
Virgin, whose l>eauty Agnelltw almaily pralafci/* Although tilts 
chronicler doea not speak exjireasly of the nature of these onm- 
ments, it ia ncvortlielcss certain that they were in mosaic. This 
rosultrf from the words of Girolamo Ros?d, who wm able to aec

Fabri is luiatakcn in fiijcaking of it sis destroyeii at the flame time, 
for it appeare clearly from GiroluTno RfMsi'a aceonut that in 1589 
it was only threatened ^vitil dootmetion, but had not yet Ihllen.^'' 

It is thought that Ajchbishop Peter I\\ {5(}9-5T4) also cauaed 
works to be executed in tills church. In fact the following 
inscription was read in the mosaic :

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common origin,^ Theae portr&ita wore on the inner wall of the 
fa^ade^ above the door, tiimlaiiio Uo^i wm able atill to aeo theni, 
but remarks that their preservation waa defective.*^ Iti the time 
of Fabri (10tS4) the portrait of Agnellna had already disap¬ 
peared**' 

The image of JoBtinianj the only one remaiiTiitig, wjii? placed a 
few yearn ago in the last chapel on the left of the churchi in a 
very badly lighted plaee^ whatever may be iLHeerted to the con¬ 
trary in the inscription on a marble slab^ recording its reraoTal in 
1863. The great emperor is represented in a front view at half- 
length (pwrhapa originally the portrait gave the fiill figure)* It h 
certain that the s^ceptro which he held has disa|>peared. The 
crown roats upon his brow j over hie shoulders is thrown a vi olet 
mantle which leavefl his right arm utuovered. A broad nimbus, 
encrusted with rnother-of^mri, indicates his rank, as also does 
the crowti* Tlie posture is very Hiniple^ and even htis a ceilaiu 
Btiflhcss. As to the Ik^, with brow'Ti outlineBp and rather small 
in proportion to the body, the details cannot be clearly miule out 
on account of the bad light in winch the mosaic h placed: it is, 
for example, iiufjoa^ible to tell whether or not Justinian had a 
beard. All that can be allirnied is, tlmt he has a rotiiid chin 
and rather a full face, and that, as regurtls character and life^ this 
portrait is far behind Umt of S. Vitale. Above the nimhus is 
traced in large letters the name of tlie em[>eror:

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8ASIUCA OF 6. sTEFANO.—S. Maximjainui (546-656) raiaecl m 
hoQor of St. Stephen, near the “ Postt'riila Odliouis," a church of 
great size, and deconited it in the moat brilliant manner. He 
dedicated it on the 11th of December, 550.* His* portrait in 
jnoaaic was placed in the “ concha” of the apse (in cameria triba- 
nae); even the circumference of this part of the edifice was deco- 
rated with enamelled cubes.*' At the summit of the arch was a 
metrical inscription, which tolls qb that the building of the edifice 
lasted only eleTeii months. 

To the basilica itself the stune prelate added two small chapels. 
Those also were decomted with new gilt cubes, mixed with others 
•of ditterent kinds and fixed in tlie lime.® In this passage of 
Agnollns wc notice the very singular expression “ novis tesaellis 
ai^tis.” Tliis would lead us to suppose that ^t cubes wddeh 
hud nlrciidy been used wore usually employed, as in the present 
ease he honors udth special mention the use of new cub^. But 
thiri bj-potliGsifi, which would be comprehensible if it were applied 
to marble cubea coming &om antique edifices, becomra improba¬ 
ble as soon as it is applied to gold mosaics. It was Christianity, 
not pagan antiquity, wliicb made the greatest use of them; and 
it is not adnifc^siblc that at tiio time of Maximiamis, when they 
knew how to execute uot only gilt but even altered mosaics (for 
c.\8mplc at St, Vitale), it should have teen tound necessary to 
borrow this ornamentation from. anU-Conatantinian motiumetits. 
At most it might be admitted that use was sometime made of the 
gill moaaies of ruined Christian edifices, nulesfl it be thought 
preferable to sec iu the word » novus " merely one of these redun¬ 
dancies so frequent in the style of the ivriters of the ninth eentuiy.

ARCHIEPJSCOPAL PALACE; BATHS,—It IB well knovm that tile early 
CliristianB often eetAbliehed batlis near building consecrated to 
worship, Rome, Naples, Pa^-iii, and other cities con mined seveml. 
That of wbiLb we are to spjeok seems to hav-e been one uf the muet 
sumptnons, and to have recalled, if not by its diniensiotiB, at least 
by its ornaments, the magtiificence of the ancietit therniue. It 
formed a part of the archiepisoopul fialace of Ravenna, and vviw 
ornamented by the Archbishop St Victor (53ft-54()) ^vith rare 
marbles and gold mosaics. No mention is made in the text of 
Agnellns of the paTemcnt-mosalc spoken of by Purietti** and 
Martigny.* Tlte use of gold cubes seems rather to exclude tiie 
idea of a work of this land. 

A tablet,also incmsled wdtb gilt letters, perpetuated the reinem- 
bronce of these works by venHs which Agucllna declares that be 
had some difficulty in deciphering. The fbUowing is the piLsauge 
of the chronicler regarding this Wijrk, every tmee of which has 
long since disappeared: **Kcfbcitrine Balneum jnxta domnm 
Ecelcsiae liaerons parietiims mnri Epistiopii iibi reflirlchat quml 
uBqne hodie mirifiee l(iTat[ur], ct pretiosifiaimis marmorihus pariete 
jtiniat, et divcrsns figuras, tessellis anreis, Tariasf|ne coiiiposiiit, et 
tabulam deBcnptatn,literis anreia tessellatiB in qua laboriofielogere 
enrovimns, et ita hos exametrw catalecticos vemns in eadom con- 
BcriptoB invetilmuB:

TEIE ABBEY OF l^J^l^^lGES AND TEIE LEGEND OF 

THE ENERVfiS. 


The Benedit'tUie Abbey of imposing rams 

crown a high bluff overlooking the Seine, about twelve miles 
ftom Rouen, was founded by St, Philibert, second Abbot of Rebais, 
in the diocese of Meaux, A. D. 664, or 653, during the reign of 
Clovis EL' According to the monk, Guillaume de Jumidgee,* its 
Latin niuue, Gcfometicus, is derived either from Gkmwm or 

a precious stone, heeauBc *' the beanty and fertility of its site 
makes it shine as shines a precious stone set in a ring,” or from 
Gffrwsdo, to sigh, « because those who fear to groan hereafter m 
avenging flames, lameut tlmre over their ains/' Its popular 
Fretidi name, the “ Abbaye des Enervw," alhidfe to the story of 
the unhappy sous of Clo™, who are traditionally said to have 
found shelter within its walls at an early period of its history, nod 
to have joined its hrottierhood as monks. 

Their father, Clovis n., kiug of the Franks, was one of the 
80 -callcd “ Etois fiiin&into ’’—the do-uothing kingv—who delegated 
their duties and responsibiUiies to their ‘‘Maires du Palafe,” and 
were Hovereignft only in iiamo r*' their mother, Uathilde^ originally 
a Sajton slave, figures in the Roman calendar as a saint. When

rk-thayes iti lijr= hhitory of the Abhey.^ 

It was in this holy pbce that the two eldest ffona of CIqvLb and 
Sl BnthUde were deatineil liy ht?ari!n tu do fiermnce for their sidb. 
Histoiy^ relate^; tliat CIorLa^ who succeeded his fjitherr rJagoiiert, at a 
very ^rly age, married a foreigner of the Saxon niLtioii^ named Baul- 
thour^ or Bttthilr^ whom the Church has canoulzed as a saints and 
had hy her hve sonn^ of wlioui tho elric^st two are nnrixToguisEod 
hecaiiBe their crime rendered them unfit to be handed down to pw- 
tetity 03 the tingle children. Some chrouis-lerw relate LLiat ClovtSp 
Ijeing moved by pious fbciing to visit the Huly Landt departeil froni 
his kingdomj leaving IiLi wife hi govoru It as regent during hm 
aljQqncc. Scarcely bad he begun hifs jaiimey, witli iiianj mm of 
high rank whom he had chosen lo be bis ccunponlone^ when ceiifiiti 
nolileti, dwon tenter I at being left at homct conspired against the 
<iueem nud^ under the pri^text that it was unlawful for a womnti and 
n foreigner to reign in France^ pergoaitled her two eldest eons to 
eiist off their allegiance and the people to rise in rebellion. When 
Baihilde beard what had happened, she sent mosseuger^ to recall 
her huBbandi ’'^'ho, on receiving the news, ImBtcned back t<i eneoun- 
ter the army which tlie eoti&pirator^ iiad mised and plfljtxxJ under 
the command of his umiutiful sona. In the bloofly battle whicH 
eiiauefl Clovis wad completely victorioufi. Many of the rebek were 
left dead on the fiebh others fted, and tlie remainder were taken 
prieonetii and brought to Paris, where all were tried by a special 
council condemned and put to death, save the two princes, u-tnin 
whom the judges dedinefl to | huiw ecnWncc, on the ground ihat none 
but their parents were competent to determine tbotr puniabnieni. 
This wufl nltimfUely left to the deetsion of Bnthiide, who/^ eaya the 
chronicler/'Inspired by the Spirit of God, and preferring that they 
should Buffer in tlik world rather than m the next, with pitiful m?verity 
pronounceil them unflt to succeed to the crown, and, inasmuch as the 
liodily strength which tliey hud tumiHl against lliKtr father lay in

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their orderetl tfiat they should be hamFtrtiQj;,* and then set 

fldiift on the Seine in a Uttlc boat, witlioBt oais or rudder, nUended 
by a aia^le servtmt to minifl-tef to their Xhna couinntted to 

the providence of God, they floated duwu the river until the boat 
entered the pmvince of Kenstria,’ and ran ngn^und near the lunnaa- 
tery of JumiSgea. Wlien St. PhiliViert was told w hat bad hapiieu^, 
he hastened with hia monbi to the shore, and, after hearing the piti¬ 
able story of the travellers, brought them to the Abbey, where, 
through the efficacy of his prayers, they were restored to health, and 
instructed in monkiah discipline. Their rtsolution to take the voira 
was approved by tlie king and queen, who,ou bang informed of their 
safety, had bastoned to Jumi^ges, where they assiatial at the ceremony 
of their investiture. Regarding it as a second baptism, potent to 
wash away guilt, and convinceii that our Ijord had deatined that their 
penitent chadren should Jive and die in this sacrwl place for which 
their graudfatber, Dogohert, had entertained so Uvely an affection, 
the king and queen revoked the sontence which deprived tlie princes 
of tiieir birthright nnd bestowed it upon the Abbey where they had 
found a resting place.*’* 

Manv pages have been written to prove that this story of the 
.sons of Clovis b a mere &ble, and, ]ierlmps, ns many to abow that

place in history^ the King died at the age of twenty’^one, his iHins 
were too young to lead a revolt againiit. biiu; to wliicli U hm 
been answered, that though mere chiliireu tliey may have Ijeen 
carried olf to give a color tn the ineurrectioiL Again, say the 
doubters I it is certain that Clovis hud hut three sons, who suc¬ 
ceed hini in tnrn, to wh'ioh objection their oppotients answer^ 
tJiat the two elder were dropped from the pttge of hishny in con- 
sequent^ of their crifiic. Finally, the inmidiiloue urge that it is 
absurd to tliat a llerovingian King would have under¬ 

taken a pilgrimage to the Holy Luntl, iis Clovis is stated to liavt^ 
done. H, however, the words ad loch sane^ ” were used in 
the original ehronicle, the Ti^Titer may have intendoil to indii'ate 
Eome shrine m Fmnce, ratlter than Psdestiue, as tlie object of the 
king*B pilgrimage. 

ISo argament, for or uguinat the anthentieity of the legend, can 
he drawn from the inutilated s^tatues of the two princes, now 
placed near the tomb of Agnes Sorel’ at Jumieges, os they are 
evidently worka of the thirteenth century. -Monumental eifigiefl 
of an earlier dale lire of exceptionally long propordo 113 , clothed in 
(Iraperies broken np into runny small and angular folds, and not 
like these broadly draped figures of nomiiil stature. The time to 
which they really belong is. moreover, definitely indicated by the 
arrangement of the hair, and the ptN^nliur shape of the diailem, 
which coincides with that of Pliilippe de Fnmeep the brother of 
St. Louis, who reigned from 1226 to 1270 3)* 

In the thirteenth eentury, the ay we of the great church of onr 
Lady, which had long before been rehuilb was richly decorated, 
the cloisters were adorned with frestMi^fs illuHtrating tlie legend of 
the Enervte, the statues of Clovis and llathilde w'ere placed upon 
peilestals enriched with bu-’^reUefe representing the voyage of the 
[irinccs, their re<^ptiora, mitl aubwequent iuvi^titure Iw the Abl iot 
Wlint can be more reasonable than to Hnppose that a monnment 
was then erected, of whitdi the^e effigies of the brothers^ united in

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death aa in life, are the sole remaiuH. If any such metuorial of 
them waa aet up at Juroiigea within two hundred years of their 
death, it was doubtless destroyed by the Danea when they invaded 
Neutdria in the middle of the ninth eentnry. The Ahliey had 
then become one of the most uti[.H)rtaiit religious liouEes in Frauee. 
Its monks were 900 in number; ita Abbots high dignitaries often 
charged with important missions; and its other intuatefi, Bishops, 
Clerks atid nohle laymen who sought and found in it sneh refuge 
as only monasteries could otter at a period of universfil dolence 
and disorder.

In the tenth and eleventh centiiries, when monastic architecture 
sttnined its utmost development, tiieso great establishments were 
Hti strtingly fortified that they could hold out against almost any 
outward attack, but those of an earlier time were in-<lefendod,and 
unable to resist a powerful enemy. For tills reoson Jnmi^ges 
was abandoned on the appr'fjach of tlie Danes,'® who, ttriding none 
to witbstand them, sot fire to the stately hiiildinga and so devaa* 
tated the neighlionug counm' tlmt “ for more than thirty yeaiu 
after,” says the monk Guillnmno," “ it was the haunt of wild 
l>custs and birds of prey.'' JTothiug remained of the Ab1)ey save 
a few shattered walls, saved from total destruction by their cscej^ 
tional solidity. Other ruined walls of vast extent now stand

the present century. 

The Himak of Uie French Revolutiou, timt terrible tempeiit 
which swept over France uith nil the fiiiy of a tropKiia] liutricime, 
record no greater of l»arhari^m than those which reduced 
dumieges to its {^resent condition. The work of destruedon was 
uccomplished by two men whose names should bo held u[i> !«) 
obkKiny, Pierre Michel Lesenyer, who InlVight the Ahltey in 1795, 
uhd after j»elling what remained of the altars, pulpits and pictures, 
proceeded to destroy the roof for the sake of its Iciulen dies and 
oaken b^^auie; and M. Lcfbrt, the ncjrt proprietor, who blew up 
one of the great tielMiiis, partially destmyed the other, tore np tliO 
pavoTiients, ami shattered the walls. Strangers wore then allowed 
to carry away what they could find in the mins, atid the doiirter, 
sold to an English nohlemati, wtse taken dmm and sent piecemeal 
across the channel to bo set np In a piirk.^* It was not niiti) 
1824, when if. Cssimir flaumont bought tJie propurty, that die 
work of dcstnictinn was stayed. This genUeinan, who was a por- 
9011 of taste and education, not only protected.the mina ftom fur¬ 
ther dovaetJition, but also caused diligent nearcli to be made 
throughout Normandy for objectft connected with the Abbey, and, 
Imvtiig bought those which their owners were willing to part 
with, tbmied in his own bouae a very interesting muse am of 
cani'od atone and wood work, farniture, images, pictures and other 
relics. Ilis successor, M. Lepel Cointet, coutinutd tliis good 
work, and also transformed the grounds around die rniiw into a 
very l>eautifTi1 pork, of wlikh they are die chief onmment. 

Despite die terrible vieissUades which they hai-e utnlorwone 
their majisty is such as to make m feel that of all stylos of ^elii- 
tecture the Norman is that wdiioh, .w long as one stone remains 
upon another, moat la^taistently asserts its vitality. The Greek Tem¬ 
ple, whose exquisite Hues and enbtle Cannes have been dinturhed, 
or the Gotluc Cathedral, whose fretted roof stones, canopied niches 
and dying Imttressea have been shattered and defaced, lose tar

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trtore of their originul beauty tluui the Eoimin amphitheatre, or 
the iJ'ormari ChureJit whuee effect in ram still <kpcnds upon nms- 
fiiv^e strength—^that element of grandeur by which, when fierfect, 
they chiefly imprcsaod the beholder. 

At .Tumii^gefl, where a Norman can be eompared with a Gothic 
min, this exceptional power of the first to triumph over circnm- 
atniice^ ia strikingly niustmted. A vast choir in the pointed etylc 
was added to the church m the thirteenth century, and eventually 
flhared its futc, so that he who atatids within the area of the waTls, 
can take in die distinedve teaturea of both at a glance, and com¬ 
pare their relative effect. In so doing, the cinatcfred shaffs and 
pointed imdteri of the TJothic ruin appear m hopele^isly ernshed, 
that delight in their beauty ia largely tempered by aorrew for their 
iullen state, while on the (.‘ontniry the mi^ive pillars and supor- 
poaed arches of the Norman seem still so living, that all sense of 
regret is lc«t in udmiriition for ii character which, like Prometheufl 
chained to the rock, bresathee eternal deflance to jxiwers greater 
than its own. When both buildings were p^ect, the union of 
s?fylcs eo opposite as the Norman ami Gothic must have shocked 
the mind, as a oouplmg of antagauisde units, but, now tliiit church 
and cloister axe roofless and shattered, their ebaracteriadc djfjer- 
cncea lire so enbdaed and tbneddown that we recognize them only 
Ofl elements of variety in a now and pecaliar beapty, to which 
their fidlen fortunes have given birth.

tion, and cloHo to the Ibie of the Bvi^utiue wall. After I Lad 
Bpent Boine money to induce the Turkish owner of the house, 
whoso courtyftrtl is boumlwi by ijart of tins wall, to dig <lp an 
ineeribed stone whkdi he declared to exist at the bottom of the 
wall, he disclosed the inBcriptlon now pnbliahed. Wlien 1 began 
to clear out the lettcra with my knife, he interfered in dread lost 
I might injure the treasure conceal e<l In the nUme; and, saying 
ftint he had only bargaltied to ahmr me the atone, not to let me 
handle it, he refused to let me see it except from a diHtattco. This 
was in tho wd liter of ISBO-I, when 1 was fl-esh and iiiexperienced 
in the ways of Orienfals, and was somewhat Hwestmek at liaviiig 
penetrated into the interior of a Turklah Uonflehold. I therefore 
was foolish enough to comply with the couditionei he imposed, the 
result of which is tiuit the inscripti« in is of doubtfiil reading on 
one important point. Tlie block ie in its original position in tlio 
wait, the inscription is calculated for it, and is alnK>et certmnly 
coeval with the building of tlie wall.

Tlie porterage of Snjyma h done by a eltiss of men who eome 
down from Kouia^ the ancient Tkonioji^ wiirk for ii time in 
Smyrna till they hnvo tteqoired a little money, and then return to 
live in at henii^P Two <Treek lOBeriptioiiB of Smyrna refer to 
guilds of porterti, and we shooJd have been glad to kam a little 
more about theni tiiau tlie ^leanty references teaeh- 

The first of these inseriptiona was publkhed by I>r. Ileninum 
Roehl in his Scfudtjte ISpiffraphme, Berlin, 1876, p* 2. hnt (what is 
rare indeed in his work) botli imictiijrately in text and ineorreetly 
in explanation. Tlic iuaeription, which I hare read on the origi¬ 
nal marble in Oxford,® should be ms follows:

of the archetype illusitrations, More than one intrusion Has lieeii 
prevented by subjecihig acjneetioniibleBpccitiientoaitarehteologicBl 
analysis in the columns of a peribdiful. Thus the remarkable framed 
reliefs in Patrai, in which l>ulm would have recognized coT>i os from 
tlH' original models for the Amazon frieze of Phigsileia, were shown 
bv Treu to have been ilesigiieil, withsuiulry evidences of mlsunder- 
etaniliag, after the recovered slaV^s, and dirwtly from ITcnni tig's 
reprodnctionSA-i Ivlette soon afterward demonstrated (ArffAtFofcpfscAe 
Ztitvag^ 1882, Noa.

The large shoulder, the deep chest, the slim waist, the exunordi* 
nary development of the buttock and thighs, have their counterpart, 
in "many archaic statues, particularly in the long-haired athletes 
generally supposed to represent Apollon; indeed, literary testi- 
monv (Aristophanes, Ctoa<h. v. 055, sqq.) satisfies us that what 
seems peculiar in these Btutties wtM but the emphusizing idealiziv 
tiou of the athletic male form as it appeared in reality. But tlicsc 
features, and others that go with them.are unduly marked: rnme 
of the early statues has so deep a chest, or tliiglis eo ahnormally 
mnaeulnr, or knees placed quite so high, or toes so pointed. It b 
true tiiat in early vase-piunting still greater ubuf irmities. in tine 
direction, areof i-ommon oconrrctice; liutsndi a compiriHOu proves 
nothing where the question ia, whether a aenlptor,capitlilf of such 
eorrecniesB w is seen, for example, in the modelling of the shoul¬ 
der, or of the «ilf of the leg, could have been um-onscioiis of these 
misproportious. It will also, I think. 1 m conccdtHl hy any one w'hn 
recollects how clumsy is the fitresliortcning of the right foot on 
the stele by Alxenor of Xitxtw, foimd at Orchomenos, that so 
delicate an aberration from full }‘rofile as that of the breast and 
right foot ol our hero, staircely agrees with the limibvtions of 
archmc Greek sculpture, any more than the neglect of the carver 
to keeji witidn two definite planes, in aceordiince with the neces¬ 
sary conventions of true rtdief-moddliug, conCorms with a senlii- 
tiiral taw consciously or instinctively accepted by Xlcllcnic sculptors 
of uli ages. The modem sculptor, indeed, is only too prone to strain 
after illusions of linear and aerial perapective, and the nttaimnent 
of stereoscopic eft'ects by strong vuriationB in the depth of Ijis relief. 
Here, an aim and shoulder are in high relief, anti another arm 
and a leg arc altuost in utiaeeiato, the wliole purporting to be a lias- 
relief. Tiie outline is cvery^vbere sharply defined; one is re- 
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mitided ot' Plinv's littk^ story of Jiow the Corinthiiin potter Biiktdes 
modelled ii cluy pro hie in the outline of her lover’s tai-ej wliieh his 
r traced on the wsilh thu^ iH&eomiug the inventor of 
TrpGUTVTra or biis-reliefB* But it is equally allowable to think of the 
sbue 8lid> on whinh ttie modem sculptor ^lia^>es his raised tignres.

AmoiK' the stones that came to light, by teoriug down tlie ohl tower 
OTer the south wing, were several pieces of Doric cornice, one of 
which hail tiio shape of n broken line, l-wking like the piece at 
tJic* mrint of a pxhle. Bohn, who made a eompkte study of the 
Pnmvlaia about five years ago, couchided, from tliese pieces, tlmt 
the MUth wing hafi a piblc on one front at least, and that this was 
most likely to he the north front. From this reconstruction of the 
south wini with a gtiblo, be argnt^ tlie existence of a pblc on ^e 
Bonth front of the north vriug; three gabled froiitB thus bemg \n9ible 
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io the fteraoii aln^ut to enter 
tlie Propjlaia; one on the 
main hnilding^ immediately 
in front of him^ and one on 
eaih wing. 

Bnt a cximpletc purifica¬ 
tion of the Propylaia from 
the excreseeneea of Inter 
dmei had not l>een reached 
at the time of Str. Bohn's 
investigationB. Only luRt au¬ 
tumn this con«niovnftt- 
ed, and among the resnlte 
is tliiB new reBtonition of 
the soutli wing hy Mr* 
Doerpfeld. According to 
the lattert the south w^all of 
this wing was not all of 
tlie Aftnie height, but sloped 
downward tow ard the west, 
and was iinishe<d abore hv 
a coriilou, of wliich 
wiTC the piectw Mr. Bohn 
thought btilonged to fi giiblc. 
So, there wiw no gtiMe, hut 
the ooniice nhove the trig- 
lM>hawos tliQtfjpmortttnem- 
ber of the north frtmt. As 
to the rviof, ii ridgi! n\n from 
the south wiill or the point 
where it begun to aloim 
downward, to the wtudern- 
mosrt point of the top of tlie 
tiiirth front, aud diTided the 
roof into hvi) purrs eloping 
downward, one to the north, 
the other to the weal. Tbe 
north slope thus liegnn nt 
the higlu'st |)urt of tlie sonth 
wall, and ran down, its west* 
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era edge following the ridge, to cornice at the fop of the north 
front. The west slope liegim at the point where the sonth wall 
began to slope downward, and followed the iticlination of that thiII 
(\tB northern limit alwnj-s being the ridge) down to the fop of the 

west front. ^ 

The irregularity of the grouud plan of this «ntig, with its north 
front projectintj bejond its west, was what led itr. Btihn to put hia 
gable on the north rather than the west. This irregnlari^ also 
introduced complieatioiiB 'into the rooting, which Bohn did not 
entirely resolee, Tlicre are the same tlifflenltieB ul^out Doerjifohl s 
roof, which he nmy clear np in his i.iapers to apjHsar in the il/i/fAri- 
Ifwqrn of the Worm an school.

It may be n iptestion wliether 
it was introduced from Asia about that time, when so many deitica 
and types were admitted, or is indigenous to Egjpt; but it cer- 
tainlv belongs to Qadeah, the Syrian goddesa aseoduted with 
Khein, and the Dhanieian Rcseph, as may he seen in PlerreFs 
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“ie p£tfi(Mo)i Stu/jftienj'’ nnd eW^vliere. Its occnrreiicp in Eprp- 
liim Atlior hcudA with c<tw-eurs tiot nncomiuon, iiml the «atiio 
may be eeea with these and with hiunari enre, on lhri.‘e sepululiml 
stelae in the Cesnola Coliertion, and on a krlt of one of the Egjji- 
tittiiLsed status {Atlas, Css.

THE (JHAHTET COLLECTfOX OP ANCIENT GLASS

** Hottor to whom honor ia due.** For the results of this paper the 
writer is indchted to the work of \\\ Frohner, entitled La Vorme An- 
Dwcnpiwn de la Colkelinn Ckarttl* For this dependence there 
is indRtjd. on illustrious authority in the tiamtAcfu Altaifoinier of Theodor 
* Mommsen and Joachim ManiuarJL In Vol, Vtl. p. 723, JJrw'otfcfien 
der IKmer by Mart^uardt, the passage here transIuttMl introduces the 
section relating to “The merit of having solved the problem [of 

treating the subject of ancient gloss] as lai as possible at present, belongs 
however to W, Frohner, from whose leametl and critical history of the 
art I draw' the leading conclusions.’* If additional afMiIogy be needed for 
gleaninjr'froTn thn work of another, with doe aclmowledgment, the 
material oftiered, let it bo noted that the folio volume, of one hundred 
anil thirty-nine pages of text, used as an authority, is accestaible to few 
readers in this eoimtry. The luxury of color illustration in onehuodred 
ancl twentv-seven esemples of the size of the originals, in additifm to 
forty vignettes in thetexl. is of the highest quality of French perfection. 
Ouly a small oditiou was priufoJ. and die copies, now rarely offered for 
sale, can scarce! v be had at le.'is than the cost of piwluction [about frbOJ. 
Happily the Charvet Collei^ion itself is in New 1 ork City, and for 
illustration of this article the originals are at thegendee of the public. 

The Clianet collection, coolaining four hundred pieces of ancient 
glass, was purcheaed hi ISSI by a trustee for the Metropolitmi Museum 
of Art. through the intervention of its Dirwjtor, at that time in Paris. 
Although made by a private (.-oUector, it was the Biust in France, and 
will bear i-ouij.iarison ivith the collections in the great niuseuiiiA* M,

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Chanct hml a juwifion for nndamapiMl pieces, and had eclwtefi ihestf 
CKEunjiles amocio tliotuiUiilH ^vliicb hail paisieil through his hatulit. 
Tliis eollectian is a valuable iXAtseseion for two espeeial reasoas: in 
comprehensiveness and in riualitj'' it stands nmong the firet; and it 
has derved as the test fur an nrelm.'olnpcnl treatise which hna become 
the Dnlj' adequate coupeudiuiu of the subject, AVe may arid a thinl 
reaaqn: the illustrious discoverer of the Cypriote autiquities |u New' 
Vork had prtserVBd Ills other I'oUectious intact at the expense of ids 
glass and his coLde. To defray the expense of his excavations many 
of hts finest eiwiiriions of glass were sacrtfieed, and among tluflc 
Charvet fouud a jiortioii of his harvoist;* thus the luagniUciait collec¬ 
tion of Cypriote glass in Sew York ba« itn iipprnjirhiite BUppIemfiOt 
and extension in the Charvet cidleetion. 

We have said that the work of M. Froliuer on thet'hftrvct CoLloetion 
has beeouio the only acIeriUiite coiiipendiuiu of tlie subject of ancient 
glass; hut the most interesting feature of hi,*? work is theconffssion 
of hia igtiorani’e, and the statement of the unsolved pTfiUlems which 
the subject of the history of ancient glass oiferi!. In fact his work, 
although the best. Is really that of a jiluneer, for die sui<ji*rt had never 
been attacked by antiquiirinns in Minieat until Friiluier |itmbed hie 
ejitalogue. 

It is a liappy eointidence, when nature adds ltd chiirrn to that of art, 
when jjopuljir attractiveneaB ami historic intercst are i-umbincd in the 
same study. This coincidence If an aer^vt of our sulijeet. Altliough 
highly appreciated by amateurs for its irideacance and artiatii:; quaJi- 
tiee, on the other haml, glues hns never allractctl the class of archte- 
ologistB devoted to inBcriptioTia, for, aside iroui a few makers’ names, it 
genenilly has none Lo offer, It thies not present, like the Greek vuscs, 
the Etruaciui mirTOia, or the ancient gems, a field for the student of 
mythology. It dooj) not convey, like the ancient scuipluri", an all- 
embmeing view of Gri'ek civiliTatioii and religion. It dues not shod 
such light im ancient history jis may lie fourul in immisiiinti(«. And 
the difiicuUieiS of the subject are connected with these siinic cauHoa uf 
neglect by archaeolngista fllass rarely having inseriptinns, the history 
of the subject evades one by ttie alisence of dates. Glitett rarely having 
pictorial desigus, the sntject amnul lie built up by such relation with 
other arts as is ufteu offcretl hy coins, by the pictures of vas»i, nr the 
general interlacing of forms and suhjet-ta in all other bmnrhcs »f liie 
ancient nrlfl. Finally, the iiuuienHC variety of forms and of colors at 
the dispositloti of giiuu-hinwcr and moulder haa resulted in such a 
versatility of aspect and of typo as to have left the subject in a state 
of ebaoB.

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And ytt, once more, these JilFiculties of the snl'ject arise from the 
lispectii which giFe it the grositast imjiortanne. Of what other hnmch 
of ancient artj tor ibutauce, can U be nsaerted lljal it had no docatknee; 
and yet H is thli fact wtiich caUtHiif the supreme iliOienlty in die mutter 
of classification. Among the plate illnstnitiem which havo been 
chosen for ty'[)ical [iuir|iades, os far as the limited nundfcr would olloti’, 
the latest jnece (No. 6, PL Vii.) belongs to the early Middle Agea. It 
is the only metiiicvat piece in the Charret (.‘oileclion. Found in a 
Frankisti toinU ut Belleuberg-Voohringen, it probably dates from the 
flixth century.* Aa the eustcrtu of placing objects of art and of um in 
iornhs getienilly disappeareil among the Gennau tribts with the tri¬ 
umph of Cbriutianity, u luoment’e refiection will show that the sixth 
and BCT’cnth centoriea must Iw Tciy nearly the limit of our knowledge 
of early media'val glass. And yet of tho very date when the religions 
revolution deprives ua of the objects on which estimate may be based, 
we Hnd a piece which will camjiare favoialJy with any of antifiuitj’. 
Or, noting the adjtucnt No. .5 of the same plate, which is from the 
tenuh of a young girl at Beftnvais,' and is dated by a Boman coin of 
the third ceutuiy, what more boautifui work in glaas could Iw found 
ill any {lerlod ? Ccrtiunly no eitatuc, coin or design of the third cen- 
tniy A. D. could lay claims in its *»wn department to a pamlld stand¬ 
ing, as compnetl with earlier worts. 

This t'onlinuancoof the glass art at a high pitch of excellence in the 
lutc»t j>eriod of antiquity, also attesteil by the wonderful development 
of the Byzantine mosaics, reminds us that the V^enetian gloss is rather 
a aurviTal than a revival of the greatntss of tmtiquity. Whether we 
attach more or I ok iuiportunco to tho actual local {.'ontinunneo of an 
aneient art fruni tlio fifth century, when Venice wasfoundeil, until the 
time of the eleventh century, when records on this subjoct lu^n in 
Venice; or whether wc attach by contrast more importance to the 
influence of Bynmtine art on Venice; the link witli antiquity is ociuidly 
unbroken. The latest known vesseb of antiquity and the earliest known 
of Venetian inanufhcture exhibit the aauie artistic quuJitiis, and wwe 
therefore connected by those which liavedisappeared. In early ^tiquity 
the Syrian manufactures were renowned, and they were still in opera¬ 
tion ill the twelfth century A. n., and the Jews of ConstenOnople were 
hunous in this bntiich of numufacture in die sixth century a. n., as 
well as throughout Europe in Uie Middle Ague. In the earliest oati-

period: the flaml and idkalM of Aleximilriim import wpre naed in 
Venit^ throughout the Middle Agea. 

Thid abaeuce of a detauience in anHent glass deprive* tlm aiitlqiui- 
rian of that standitrd of etyle by ivhieh nt once, in theEomanjTm^kp 
and Kjastem artHj ceiatiiriea are diyilngLikhet] \ iinr lire even tlies^e 
national distinctions dearly detennineil. In arL'btleettire, s^^uljitnrii, 
and painting ivo learn to dif^tinguish the Egyptian, the Greek, and the 
Roman. By the glass art we lejiru ti> unite them. In uo other art 
can gmtiqnity, from first to last, he so recognized as tm essential w hole. 
And the reason ifl apparent. In glass, the art and the matter are, so 
to speakf one; In architecturti, seuli^ture, and painting there wais 
always the same original dependence i>u the grisit nuichiinie Jut of the 
KttMi—lie samp contitiuanee of them. But elscewhcro tliu fonn con¬ 
quered the matter; and who slops to think that the masonry of the 
PaTthenon is fitted like the Phienleian, that it wm iiy n use 

of metalM drawn from pteasurerl by standards of 2 \& 9 yritiii or 

Chalrbi-aa origio, and raidtHl into pos^ttion by an Eastern mechanic 
aaicnoe. In the glass art the geniiis of the indlviiluiil artist inul arti¬ 
san combined was aberve the iTTnitationa of nice and of eiioch; and, 
whereas the transformations of histr^ry are elseswhere revealed, here 
lien the study of its continuity. How wjis this continuitj^ eetal.lishal 
and preserved? was it not by enmmercre / Take for iustance another 
gem of the Charvet collection, the fir^t piece of Hate vii. (No. 4) * 
By the aid of an inscri|>tion giving the maker's name, ENN^JiJN, wo 
know that tide piece of Griek glass from CypruB (Canola, exca va¬ 
rious) belonged m a factory whidi lia^l onmmtridid rektinna with the 
Cbdmea (an amj*hom by the same maker is in the museum of St. 
Petetahurg), wnLb Xorth Italy (two drinking-gliiK.'n^si in the Munoum of 
Turin, one found with a coin of Clatidioa; another glass in tlie Mu- 
fieum of ParniJi), and with SMy (drinking gkss in the Museum 
Catajo). Enman^tj factory is believed by Frohucr to have been in 
SidouK This one object, thenj gives a striking imrtam.^ of ihe fnr- 
reoehLug eharacter of ancient ^lediteiTancan commerce. 

Once more the diMeulUi^ of the subject and the pLH-ulinr lEssons it 
teaches are inseparable. Iti the general al^^enc^ of inscriptions how 
diillcDlt to say, in view of thb wide diffusion of a single moker^a work,

NotwithbiiLuidiug those uncertaintiea the subject is not lacking in 
certain broad iispccts of apechil historica! value. Glass whs, in tlic 
later days of antii]nity, in more geneml uaej for a greater variety of 
pnrposes^j mid of a higher average of artistic quality in color and in 
form, than in our own time^^. In early antiquity, at least out of 
Egyf >t, it waa valual aa a gem, and ohje^^t^ made of it were ap^ot^iated 
with vessels of jsilver and gold, Tlie amall vessels of opaque colored 
glsM^f Nos. 1 and i of plate vrn., the earliest known to iMediterrancan 
c^jminerce, show, by their diminutive si^e and iho fact that they ore 
frequently found in stands of l^eaten gold, the rarity and value of 
gksa in itit earlier days/ To find the use of glaias for domestic pur- 
pc)«etf general and common, it is noLiessarj" to reach the Hr^ cyiitnry 

e,p if we take into account the cuunlri^ of the western and eastern 
Sleflitcrraiieiiii. Then Ijcgon the period w'hich covered even exterior 
walls ivith colored mosaica^ and llgors wdth tites of this rnateritd; 
which so mnlti|ilii 2 d ite use for domestic piirijoses that huikfsters 
made their living in Rome by exchjwigiiig Ineifcr matL-hea for bits of 
m bu rerneiled in tho furnaces. In the miiseimj of Naples there 
axe ]necfis: in the C-esnola CyjTrtis collection ihcre are now 

exhibited about 2AMX> pieces. It h computed that in a single ytrar at 
Rome, 1 S5ft-5t>, 1,2(10 vesseh or fcigmcnt^ of value were found. Even 
in Wiuckdnianu's time^ tho 18th century, cardortda of fragmeiiLs were 
being uflod for tlie Italian fumaceSp and iia3 far back hb the 12th cen¬ 
tury, tlie monk Theophilus shows ua the Franks melting fragmenh^ 
of vases and riu^eiiica tor the manulactQte of their own stained glo^s.

One feature of the Gy|jriote glosH-finda as connected with the history 
of Greek pottery hm ncyt, as far as known to me, been hitherto made 
prouiiiient- Although Cyprus has l>cen a mme of wealth for the study 
of Greek pottery, Greek vasisg of the good period are aluiDSt al^flululely 
wauting. Si»tiia axplimation might he found tn the decadence of the 
Greek ptmer in Cyprus iu the fifth and fourth eentnries b. c., under 
Persimi aijcendeney (imdl its overthrow by Akinndcr), or in the pro¬ 
vincial perpetuation of the earlier Phteiiieian typee. But may not 
this early disappearance of Greek voseii in Cyprus \m related to the 
gradual diJIuaion of the glows art toward tbo West? Certain it is that 
the disajqjeaifliicc^tliroiighout the Greek worlds of the Greek (so-caded 
Etruscan) voraj in the 1st century h. is t^^>incident with the exten¬ 
sion of the use of glass in the Weat The custom of regarding the 
“ If^amiaii Roman ware as the successor to the art of the Greek vases 
is loatufiffitly in diiircgard of tlie fact that glass in the Roman pericid 
largely took the place of pottery in the Greek. Undeniable aji b the 
decadence of Greek art in ttie Roman timOi fsuch a cohc of extinCj^tion 
as is exemplified in the art of the Gret^k vasai is otherwise alieolutely 
unknown. Undoubtedly the Sicilian aud Greco^ltalian voices of the 
late period exhibit a marked decadence, bnt not such os to explain an 
absolute disappearance of figured designs had not the potteFa art 
given way in bulk to that of the glnas-blower and glaBs-raouldcr.

Quantiticti of marble 
and (ilabastcr bowk are lying around, and Hint knives, ttsi, wJuL-h 
seem to nttert the ante juity of Urn site. But only digging will bring 
nut the bricks with iDsoriptions, and that we cannot do on so hastv a 
tour of oh^ervntiuu. , . . We shall start to-morrow for Noerivch (Mcr- 
kezL not on the ma;*?, but at the junction of the Shatt^ihlfai and tlm 
Euphrates, and close to Mughyer (Ur), whence a day will take us t.. 
Eridu tho Billed of Haakudra. There is nothing tjeyoiid then,- 
wept Dilmun, which I slmU in<iuire for. Then we strike back for 
Hdlnli and Die chaffuriug Jew^.. We will probaldy have to leave our 
eamran and strike out without fowl or liwl.ling for a week in the 
mtetior from Warka to see TokSifr,Djid (Id), and several otltei^ 
concluding, if thje is aoeeHsibte, with DoKdiem, aViout wbicrh I have

EXCAVATION OF A MOUND IN TENNESSEE, 

l\f llie Edtt&r thf ^mflWean Jojimat of Ar^hwh^: 

Sir: The mound opened by the Awsidtant of the Bureau nf Eth- 
iioiogy, of Tvhieb you n 3 qLie,st a brief notice, is situatal in Montoe 
county^ Tenut^ee^ near Little Tennessee river. The dimensions are 
as followe: Length, 2^} feet * widtii, ]8i feet j and 14 feet in height at 
the high Get |ioint. 

It was ibofougbly explores] by Mr, John W* Etn m ert and found to 
contain ninetjMine skdetonsj at all from two to nine feet^hing 

in every conedvable direction, but, witli few nxceptioni, stretehoci out 
horizontally. 

At tlie depth of nine feet he came tipun a bed of fland, yellow and 
slightly mixed with clay, and packed very hard: no ekdetoua were 
found in or bdoff thiSp Near the centfe and about six inches below 
the surface of the niound+ he came ujioii a circtitar Layer of hard-burnt 
clay, aViout eix feet in diameter and one font thick. InimedkteJy 
below tills were found four altornatG layers of iiahes and hard-burnt 
chiy+ depr^sed in the freatre (aaucer-shaped)^ and curving upward to 
the surface, so that the low&t was twelve feet in diaTnoter. About 
three and a half feet below this waa another cimular layer of reil 
hurned clay, l 4 iyei^ of akeletona wore found below the last meu- 
tioned cky bed, some of thorn lying directly on it, with ebarccial and 
ashes around theinp tlniugfa tb^ bones were nochairciJ, By moat of 
the skeletons were found one or more articles, as a pot^ celt^ or tiis- 
coida! strme. 

The following ie a list of the articles which were obtain sid and are 
now in the cnllection of the Bureau of Ethnology t 5 ahidl ma&ks, 3 
engraved aheUa, some dozens of shell pins, bund reels of perforated 
marine fthells, lictween one and two gallons of shell beads of three 
different \Tiried®, U discoidal stqnca, 2 polished celts^ some dozens of 
fifmr and arrow heads, 2 canned stone pipes, 4 stone gorgets, S hard¬ 
ened clay balls, 6 bone implements, 26 clay vessels, mostly pots, one 
in the ahape of a moccadn; and 4 copper rattles. These rattles are 
ftimply email hell^T rcsemblmg sldgh-lje-ila in everj' respect, but the 
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rattles in them are shell heaJa imd a mail pebh1ea« Tlnsie and the 
moceasin-Hhaped jwt were rotmd by the aide of the akeleton (No. taj) 
of u phild, at a depth of foar ftiet. 

With some of the skeletOTis were found mdiciitir)a>< of the presence 
of wood, lui thou»rh they tiad been covered or surrounded with wofel 
in some form,

Havmf! an opportunity recently of visiting tho celehreted shell 
raounsl at Old Eiiterprifle on Ijike Monroe, I availud myself of it in 
Oft lor to satisfy m y curiosity in rt-gtird to certain points etmnmtcd 
with its construotiDn, In this examination t developed cerluin facts 
which fteeni worthy of being put on record, ns thev will to some 
extent modify the inferences, in regard to the coiistmction of these' 
mounds, whicii might he drawn from the admirable iiiopograph of 
u yman, * 

It will Iw understood, of course, that my remarks reluk- onlv to the 
particular mounds which I have examinetl, though perhain they mav 
I>rove of widcf application. 

Tile present state of the moiinil at Old Entorfirise is one of dilapi¬ 
dation. Man ereetod it and imin ia digging it tip and carrying away 
Its matermls. It b situated on land helooging to the Dc Bary estate 
and IS fenced m. but the iimtcrial is used in ferfili^ing orange trovra 
and mating shell walks; and, hy the owners, or with their permis- 
MOD, proliably twcHthirtb of the mound has been carted away. Tlu* 
work of deatruction, ni all events, gives an excellent section of the 
mound down to ita very foundations, and liowever deplomide it may 

IrtJ on other grounds was certainly a great help to me in detcnnininE 
its HLructute. ^ 

Tile mound is atnaller than Wyman’s frontispieee wouir] kad one 
trj believe, a mkeonception which has hi^n brought about uniaten- 
tiouoUy by the artist, and which might have lieen remefiicd by jil¬ 
ting a human figure in tiie foreground. Though it hi', extrude*! 
about one huudreti and fifty feet along the lake shore, its width at 
ng t angles to that direction couJ*i not have exceeded fi fly feet, imd 
was ptulMibly leea.

The ojound ia sitiiated just to the eastward of the point where a 
considerable stream eiitei^ tho lake, forming tlie oiitJet of the beauti¬ 
ful Green Sulphur Spring, which lies o fow ruda inland. North of tho 
mound a triangular piece of swamp ^hintla feom near the stream, 
which its apes nearly roaches, to a little hay four or five hundred 
yards to the eastw^ard, wlioro the base of the triangle may be a hurk’^ 
dred yard^ in hreardtb or iiiute. This swamp Is too soft to cro^ ou 
foot and full of snw pidmettoT reeds, oto., growing in hummocks aepa- 
rated liy water and li^emi-tlnid mud. it ia being cleared and dminod 
and will soon cease to exiat, bnt, m tbo niound origimilly stoodj must 
have nearly ii^olatcd It from firm ground and formed an excellent 
defence against attack from tliat direction. Moreover in thb swamp 
lived iJio mollu^kfi wboae shells have been &t> important iu the eon- 
atructioa uf the mound* Westwfkrtl fnuu the mound and north-west¬ 
ward from the ^wuiiip lieij an orange grova and ftotne Avoods^ the bad 
gradually rtsiisg from the lake The soil is cam posed of a layer two 
or three feet thick of l^each aand, bum us, and an adrnistufe of muddy 
matter derived from the swamp, which was once more extensive in 
ttij$ dircctioa. The surface of the grounil h covered with shells from 
the mound which have arrived there in three waya^ Some lmvel>een 
carted over aail spread al>out as a fertiliser ^ much has been washed 
along tlie ahore by dlorms and thruwu up by the wavea on the banka, 
nnil ^omc of the btieltB, particularly the more perfect ones, are so 
round and ligljt that they have simply been blown by the wind from 
the didts3 of tha mound, .^cattertfiJ for a mile or two over thesur&ce 
near the sandy beach, but not carried in land further tlian open spacer

Deep trenches have been dug in tlic orange grove te drain the 
jTTOimd between the rows of trees.

The Ki 7 i|>firas are thin and light hut very strong, and a layer of tliem 
will suetain a weiglit of one liundmi. and fifty |iounds without iiretik- 
ing. Owmg to the air they contain^ they are very Vmoyantf and a 
compact layer four inches thick, spread over the soft mud of the 
swamp, will austain the weight of a mnoT R fa^^t w liich 1 |]e!W>nttlly 
Lei^ted. Beside tbe whole shells, there is a large amount of broken, 
and decayed shelly nndtan The large dmpiiifnriaa arc veiy' fragilts 
and may have been broken up, f>ut at all cvcrits are very rare in tbe 
niarb I saw no perfect ones. 

Tbe shore and bottom of the Like near the mound, and os far wr^ 
could be observed into deep water, are eomyKigaed of cL^nr, sharp liand. 
afiTording no food or reHting pLice for mpULiskSi :md neillnsr ilead nor 
living ones are found m it, escrept snob as may have been washed 
from the mound. The mounrl itself ]irQhahly shinds partly on the 
original sea-bofich and [sarily ou the swsimp. The way in which iU 
materials have l^een dCQtterecl about prevented the attainmimt of cer¬ 
tainty iu the matter, but the above suggestion accords with w'hat wsm 
observed. About twu-tbirda of the mound have been dug away 
nearly to Uie level of the beach. In 1 BiH the bluff where the stonna 
had waahed away the tiikeward ybpe waw fifteen feet high. The sum¬ 
mit of the raouml ve^ about five feet higher, and on it an Mirly Hcttler 
built a small house, which at one time sorTi'c«.l h.i accommodate the 
occasional travvUer.

J\r^ud£rMi), which have weathered out of tlie geoeml mass am] owing 
to their form and etrength have resisted decjiy. To the cosunt visitor 
tliis tolua would give the idea that the mound was ooTn|>osed of clean 
l^vqxira aheUa, which w'ould Ije n very erroneous notion. After clear¬ 
ing away the talus it is evident that the hmly of the mound is fonjicd 
of mud and marl reHCmhling thtit provionsly described as undcrlving 
the orange grove* and which 1 am convinced woh brought to the spot 
from the swamp to build the moqntl of. Sand from the beach Wfinld 
" be liable to be washed nr blown aw'ay at any time, and ihe marl was hut 
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n few yards away. The mam masiSt especially towarrl the base of the 
moaud, ib composed of thijg material ud^rEratitied and rendered almost 
as hard m stone by the pertolntion of lime wafer. At about half the 
hd^ht of the tiiound slight indicatiods of atratihea^on are apparent 
here and there, atiudl layers of dead shells, F7d/Jcira or AmpnUariOf 
are visible, an inch or two thick and a yard or two long in section, as 
if the abellrt from a repast had been thrciwn out Bits of charcoal, oc¬ 
casional hfih and other bones are more ahiinibnt as iveii^cend, I did 
not aticcced in finding a sihgk artificial article of aborigbitd origin in 
all the exposed area and talus after a caieful aearerh. About two feet 
and a half below the surface in the compact material I found one or 
two pieces of gbiafi which had been subje<.terj to the action uf lira im<t 
which by age had become beautiftilly mdeaceriL It had b«!n origi- 
nally quite thin and of pale greenish color, hke that usi.d for rhciip 
looking-glasses such are used in Indian traile. It luayj hnwevrrj 
have bixm arohe of the early white eettien. l^tfore njferfud to, Lhongh 
the depth to which it wjis burieil is adverse to ihirf idea.

The ijnesliaD haring heeu recently diseoHssed ae to the uste by exist¬ 
ing residents of Florida of llie frcsh-waier ah ells of the r^ion for food, 
and it having Imjoi incidentally i*tated by VVyinaji that the Florida 
** cmckera” eat the ( Fii^apftna) and I made careiiil in¬ 

quiries among this class of people dnrlng my stay and [ound that 
none of them had ever heard of eating tlie Vivipara and only in one 
case hail ffiiiu heeti tasted ^ ami then aa a un-atkif of enrioialiy which 
was so Well satislieil that the old man said that "^if the Lord would 
forgive him for that one he would never try another,” The crrtir ap¬ 
peals to have arisen from the fact that both the marine and friHsb- 
water spiral shells are callei] " eonchs " by these peoj>lo, and the ma¬ 
rine shells are not tmfnKjuently used for food like winkJiw ** in Great 
Britain j so that Wyman was leti to believe that iwiLh were commonly 
eailen^ which ifl certainly not the vaae.

In 1882, M. Perrot aimouticed, Eu ihc introductimiofbiB Hiatory of 
Ajident Egyptian Art, that, with the help of M. Chipicst. lie parposed 
to giye to the world a hktury of iinoieiit art, tliu jdaii of which should 
have a complrtencsij never ijoasibla until the E>i*t^eiit time. In this 
work the art of the Ckssidont shoqld be traced &oiu its earliest t>ojiiij- 
nings down to the end of the cbmiv time, and should bo conddered 
alwayfl as illufithitjn^t tlie life and ciriliaaLion of the peoploa among 
which it exialod. Espcdally ahiiuld the rfaiulta of the didcoveries of 
the last half-century in Egyiit and Wetsifm Asb he brought to bear 
upon the dovelapment of art and higher human life in Euroiie. Of 
this great undertalting the thirrl i«irl has juKt rtpptwred in Eugliah 
form. Beginning with Egypt, iu the second part tile author weut to 
ChaldiKi and Aiisyria, and now liiia reached Plaenieia .and Cypnij). 
The scale of the whole work may be seen in tile fact tliat already we 
have nearly Uiree thouaand pageB, with two thousand cuts and jdates, 
M. Perrot ia a thoroughly tminetl xcliolar, faniilbr with all the facts 
about ancient art as yot known to tlu* world’ Unquestionably any 
sort of a oomptDhcnalve \ncw of tJie faerts now ascertained about Plitn- 
mcian art, given l.y a jjerecin well acquainted with them, is of great 
Usotosdiolaiwhip,Eind of great interest to the cultivaud pul die at 
hirge. The results of modern arcliieological rosearcU art* so widely 
often hard to get at, that few e*i«jpt pronouneotl apocial- 
latfl can hu].e to gatlier tbem up for themacivea, M. Perrul htia guth- 

eral tliem uji, and given us a eompreliouBive view of them: and for 
tliiH wc are grateful. '

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kaowledge is demjinded^ noi only of arcbfeologj^ but also of meo and 
thinps; intliuata acquaintance with idu^iA^ and appreciatioQ of their 
ooinparative value. A true history of art should have its plan drawn 
so as to exhibit the dcvelupiuent and relative importance of moral 
ideas. A handdiook of archecology may well be arranged solely with 
41 view to a elaai and complete aceomit of the fitL-ita: but a history of 
art is concerned primarily, not with the factw^ but with the ideas which 
those tacts stand for and iUuetra te^ 

Even m l^errot^s volumes on Egypt it bi^au to appear doubtful 
whetlier he would give us a permanently valuable treatise on ancient 
art- There was hi niauy places a fluent diffusen^, an eaj;gomcSi? to 
make h parade of the facts, as mere facta, a lack of that true iirojwr- 
tiuii and symmetry which can be obtained only by strict weighing 
of the relative value of ideas as cxpresj^l in art, which indicated that, 
in iqyite of the professions in hig introduction, he had failed in com¬ 
prehension of the real scope and importance of art. It mxist be god' 
fesacd thid, oh the succeesive ^iarts of his work havo aiqiearecb this 
(hmlit htiH gnnvii almost to i'ortainty. Tlie voliimes on CbaldJHi and 
Assyria exhibital these same faults even more decidedly than those 
on Egypt; while theife List two volumes entirely conidnee us that we 
are not to have froti] M. Perrot n hiatory of art, but, at l^est a Liaiid- 
book of arehaology. 

The Phmnieiarts, so ikr we knowt did not liriug a single iiuportant 
fructifying idea into the world. Nor, as the inveutom of technical pro¬ 
cesses, by wliich moral ideaH and enicitloii may l>e ex]tri=‘Saifd, were 
thoy remarkable. Their most imporbuit contribution to higlicrdvtl' 
izELtiun, the adaptation of the alphabet, was, so far as eoncemed tliein- 
solvea^ f]Uite a iiiechanieid and on expressive one, on accident of husi- 
nosa. Their arts nf dyeing purple, of pottery, of making of 

oirving ivory, ofoi± 9 ting and beating metals, hardly deserve to be called 
arts; they were for the most port only trades, 1 heir archit^ctixre, 
ecnl|dure, painting were, if the discoveriee of M. Renan and others 
are to be relied upon for a judgment, of the most nniniaginative JK»rt. 
Tlielr religinii, so far wo know it, woi^ entirely on apjieal to the 
senses j and the only roligious idea cofning ffoiii them i;ihiehhad a 
Lasting effect upon Bul>sef[uent Occidental tiviliwition waa that worship 
of Astarte which wiuj diffUMed so poisonously from centfea of Phcfini- 
cion inQuenoe, like Corinth, through the Greek world Ln the time of 
its decline* 

Anil yet the Fhccnicians rendered the world n great, an mdiapen- 
gahloj service. If they did not themselves enrich civilkation and art, 
they were the intermediaries between the East and the Weat, 
tlie common-csirrier^ of the ancient world ■ carriets, too, not only of 
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mfFTRhandise, bnt mdjitctly ot' kk'fls. Ib !Ui {mtpt-pming, on ttio n'hule 
ttilmiraltlet wny they tmnamitted the mru uf Egypt imd the Ketst to 
Greece and the West It to Vic eure, chitlly the mere technicnl 
methods of the lurts which they traoHruitted, htit this was maeb ; nor 
&re there wanting eyideoces of a tmnsiuisaion of actnat forms of ex¬ 
pression- Ea pecially by their m etah urgy th e Phceniciuns seem to have 
awohcned the mtoreat of the Greeks, and to have influenced power¬ 
fully the devclopnient of the Greek p]ii£tic urte. 

It is indeed true that a nation which has had so important o place 
in history mny not be lightly paaneil nver. It hi true, as il. Pi-rrot 
says, that “the historian must show hiiuaelf cool and impartial, and 
must bring into the light the real servieesi renders 1 to humanity wen 
by the most unlovable race.’" Eut it is none the los true that, if one 
were to write a history nf art in which Htrirt pro]KirtioTi should lie re¬ 
garded, it would be absurd to give to the Phtenicians jnst as iiiiich 
apace ^ to the P^yitians, among whom there were the most remark¬ 
able and origina] inventions of technical proL'E?SHe8, a quite iiotcu'or- 
thy feeling for momJ ideas, and at times un cxtraonliuaiy Imagmntive 
power; or again, as much space as to the Chaidtcatia ami jV^styrions, 
whtifle fecundity was indeed far less iJiau that uf the Egyptians, but 
who had at least something of what Goethe has called “iiu urij|,nnid 
foundation to rest oo, and the ability to develop out of oneself tlie re¬ 
quirements of the good and l icautifuL” M. Pertot shows hia disregard 
of pro^rtton in that he Las done this very thing, given, witli htit tri- 
aitqr diflereucea, the Hnmo airaee tispectively to Egypt, to Chaldanand 
Assyria, and to Phmnida, WTien the author reuchea Greece, this 
of proportion rausl become eveo more marked, displaying 
ilself, however, in an opposite direction; for, oven if he should ftivo us 
too volumes about Greece, they would not suffice to treat the art of 
that country with a fulnees which should corr«|Hmd to its cotiqtar^ 
ative importance in the history of ancient art. 

No, let us repeat; we must not regard the work of MM, Pmot and 
Chipies aa a history of andont art either fiual, or adeciuato to our 
present knowledge; we uiust rogartl it as a liand-b(M*k of orrhuNdogy. 
Furthermore, even from this point of view, these last volumes liave 
very serious defect. The fi ret defctit is tlie lack of seiebtifie concise¬ 
ness. The fluent intruductiona and historical chapters might hotter 
be reiluceJ to a statemeut of the fnets ajtart from speculation- It were 
well hail there liccn throughout the book less effort at style, more at- 
t^pt to givn ascertained result uiiemhellifihed, as well lie to present 
i^cqlties fairly% In short, we cannot hdp thinking that there should 
be more of that German dryness, which ia tho onlv proper method for 
booki> purely scientiSc. 
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The numerous or pitrtiul repetitiona, both of idetLS and of fuLits^ 
which come from the attempt to use niaterial belli liidtoricaDy and 
archieoluj^itially are wet\ri&oi][i&, ivnd dp much to render the ^xrok con- 
and ita eubstaneo difficult to remeniSx^ri A j^rientific work 
siioiild be constructtxi upiu the hardiest and stifleat possible Imea, 
such jua the luitid can eaailjr follow and retain. In certain [mrely 
aTchieolo|jical ehnplerg of M, Pcrrot'jr Ijook. such a-? those upon civil 
ufcliiteetujre, glass, and metallu]?3% we find these limy; hut in more 
im|>ortant chapters. those on forma, eculfiture, ceramics. |wms, 
wc do not find theiii. A |jerBQn reading these latter rhai^era will 
hiirilly ulitaiii a distinct conception t»f the extent and trharacter of 
EL^^ptian^ Mesopotamian and Greek influences tipoii PlKenkian art. 

If, at times* there is tcH> much repetitiori mid detail, at other times 
there are jitLsafril over liglitly, ae though seltlt^l, mattOTH which cimiint 
lie so considered, hut deaerre iiiller treatment, Por exmujde, regard- 
inji: the volutCr that Oriental form which finally [ilayin] so groat a jiart 
in <Jna?k an-hitectLire, ami interesting examples of which were found 
in CyprtiSj il. Perrot my^ fhnt it was n form 9 Wggt« 5 ted by tlie action 
Ilf metal ln^aten under the Ijammor {Vol_ i., p. 12). This may lia sis; 
but M. Perrot Mt^ems to have no right tu jioss unnoticeil theaiiegtssticni 
of lieher, uud othera, that the volute Ls a convenlionalbied foroi of a 
enlyx, witli curling sepals (cf. Reber, Hist, of Aiic. Art, traus. by 
Clarke, p. mu iitw the sttill older theorj t which has much to Inf mid 
in its farortand which he liimBelft in his history of Aoayrianart^VuL i., 
p. could hardly help iiHsenting to^ that the volute W“ss derived 
from the form of a curling ram^s horn. Centainly this is a nirett usc^ 
fill and interesting em|uiry in archtcoIogyT ansi detnands a j:44jmeivhat 
elaborate corppatiHOii of opinion and synthesis of fach^ 

The relation l>etweou Hioenicia and Grew'c seems to us n mutter 
deserving fuller attention and more careful treatment than M. Perrot 
has given it. Of positive eficct of Plifrnicia on tireoce we hearalm/>st 
nothing i ouriously enough, than of the eflect of Greece tsn Phit^ 
nicia, altbuugli the former ifl a vital iiui'slion and the hitler of intcr^t 
only 10 achnlars. Perhapra M. Perrot means tu dwell upon this nt 
greater length m the volutuea on the art of Greece. But it w uuld cer¬ 
tainly be a great improvemeut his iiaok on Phmuitda, it one could 
linrl there eometJitng to iudicutc his view nf the pnihahilitics with 
regard to the earlier rebtion belween thesa two countrses. For ex¬ 
ample, we should liJie to have some account imule of pi^SBibla Egyp¬ 
tian and OricnUiiinflueiftces. positing through Phaiiiick and Cyprus, 
aufl affecting the development of Doric architecture. This queatioii 
isoneofGie mo^it intorfttting Btill awaiting Investigation and vleeigion 
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by archeologists; and n book on Pho^meiim iirchicology irbitb eays 
nothing about it* is certainly laot to be regnniod as cotnfjlele. 

It iia afbir so much blameT to be nbk to praifre? the care 

with which the Phoenician teniiiitia of Malta, Goxo, and Sardinia have 
i>eeri used by M. PerroL ; few pers^oiis have known or catiJd leant much 
of ihefle^ since the sources of information are alinotft inacce^saible; w'hile 
the extent of Phmmclan influence iu the Mediterranean at an early 
date is hartlly anywhere more admimbly illuatratcd. 

Bui it muat tris confosst^d that these ^t^lumes do not make* nn the 
whok'j a favorable impjfeftaiou froni any point of view. The fact hag 
\it he acknowlerjgeib tliat the art of the PlKunicians ia without value 
ill itself The Phtpiiicians were a fie{i[de witliout refined inlelligencet 
lacking: imngluation,coarse with the coaiisenet^ of thorough gensunlity; 
their art was consequently^ in gcneraL, l>mtah and it must alw ays be 
difljcult for a IwKik atKiuL their art to avoid having characteristics of 
its theme. M. Perrot, we are compelled to sa>% has not avoided Uio 
outin^enisit^ of his Huhject U"c canni>l Iliusimte this better than by 
qootiug a passage ill ivhii'h he is eloquent alKmt a series of obscene 
stetuettes of A^artot—Between the eldest images of the Oriental 
godd(^-a, ^ome iimvuly shumclii!^ in their nudity^ uthei^ cnmlurd under 
a lietivy harneg^ of rulnes and Jewdryj and the masterpievo of Praxi* 
telcb', there is all the patient invautiom afl the anior niid pcJificdesa mu- 
hitiou of flic Greek genius ^ and yet the chaiu m never l>roken. Thr 
patli we have laid down will lend uh to the feet of the Medici Venus 
am I Lbe Veniiri of the Ca]iitol; and wdien liend almotat in worship 
before those deathly marble?^ qtir minds will turn to theruilefigures 
of stone and clay picked ujii on the sites w liercthcfiret Greeks learned 
to adore Aatartc the ^}Tdan.’' l^urcly, there tran he no doubt of Uic 
inguflicieucy of a man w ho tulks thus to dcnl with niomi iiicm It is 
with no |>loasant anticipations Ibal we await what M. PernH shall 
have to Mtiy about Greek art 

The English eiJitiun of thin work is Imndsonie apfieftranee, und 
Mr. Armstrong's translation for tlie moat |inrt runs emoothly* He is^ 
not> however, Jilwaya cari^ful, and a severe critic will predty frec]ticntlv 
miidc uncomfortiibltL f^uch uses of worda as * cap ’ for * capital ^ ar^ 
cerhiinly not English j and tlie frtH^uent use of promnance fi>T ^aount,^* 
is really disLresaiag. The prtKjf-reading has not always been accurate ; 
and wq hav'a noticed a tolerably large number of incorrect referonces 
to illustrations, always voMtious to the reader. Tlieillustrationa (and 
this applies^ os well^ to the French edition) are of great irngistance in 
following the text, but, as pietun.'S are very poor^ comparing unfavom^ 
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bly with thtae in Renan’i* Phmide, or Ctsuola’s Ciffma. The maiJii 
are ciiielesslT altered from tire French mapfl, u few names being mdoly 
changed, the rest left in the oripina]. The volumes lock that fine eure- 
fulnees which Aiich books sbould always show, and have too much the 
apixnraiice of being got Uf) hastily and cheaply so as to pass for 
pmeht-bande.

Ill t!ia first of these works Pr Virchow has jiublishcd all the ruumiiis 
of human beings which were presened from the excavations of Dr, 
8>ch I i cm ann at llisiiiarlik, and of Mr. Cal vert at Haiiaj'-’l epeh, In tb e 
second, lie renders a similar service to anthropological and elbnograph- 
ivnl Btneiice by giving tlie reaiilts of bis minute inveatigations concem- 
ing tlirec sknlls frcmi Assns, discovered iluring the excavations of tho 
AnditBological lustitnto of Atnerica Ujion Lbnt site. The subjects ol 
these TEssearehes are of uuiqiie interest, and the light thrown by them 
upon various prnbletiiaof ['irimitive history is uew and moat aagge!=tive. 
The ear tier volume deals piirticularly with akulls and hoties irum 
Trov, Thytnhra, Opbrynion, and cm aiiriant site near ChamlLgis, It 
gives also a complete reriew of Caivert’s digging at tlie mound nf Jla- 
niii-Tepeh (ThymiiraJ, illustrated by the kial colorer] plates which 
liavo been devoted to these important andijuitics. To tliis is added a 
diftquisitioii coiwoming the site orOphryiiion, identified by ColvErt in 
the immediate vicinity of Uen-Kioui, where a great ridge overhangs, 
like a “brow,** the ravine of the ^iqIaTo^cmma,—(hiniliar to all trav¬ 
ellers Ijetween the town of tlio Djinianelles and the TTrgun plain. An 
account, by Virchow, of fifteen enuiia from this place ivas publij-Lal 
in the twel'ftli volume of the Htnlithrijifur Ethiitioijie (1879).

hle. Accurate, intelligent and objective, it forms u happy contrast to

Tlte series of twenty-one skulls from ThjTnlira gives us the most 
important evidence concerning the craninlogy of an anthuit site I'Ver 
available for -ScientiHc comparison. Only three ore hereengmveii j but 
fftm tho olhcRj, although moLny of them are not entire, much Irapor- 
hint information is also to bo derived. Sixteen are aufliciently well 
prtservtsl for the chiefme3ianrameuls,and their number is an immense 
advantage, iliminishing the disturbing inilnence of individual van tv* 
tion. We are at once struck by tlic fact that there is not a single lira- 
Ivcephalic head among them,—nine being dolichocephalic, seven mta- 
ocephaUc. Theiv gimilnrily is remarkable in other peapei*i nl&3. Xot 
one is chamaeconchic, only one is platyrrlime. With a aitigle excop- 
tiou the skulls from Hona'i-Teirth thus show a closely related popula¬ 
tion to have maintained throughout the very diHarent perioda to which 
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thcy Iimst he, referred* Even thoH« from Uio oppt r ^tmtuui of the 
moiuid more nearly resemble the prehistyric hones ronn*! elose to tlio 
nittiverock than do the BkullB Trom the third eity of Troy, tlii>3e of 
the Mt-ond, or those from t tphrynion. It is. of eourae. not piKaUile to 
assert tm absolute identity of race duriiij? the two thonwiud years pri^ 
Tioufi to the Ottoman occuiiation of th« btiil, hut the osteologiieiU in¬ 
dications go far to ahow that trihea of flitlerent descent could nol luive 
flucccetled each other up^" tlie akroiKolis of Thynibra during this 
peritHl.

The greater part of the second of the two worke, the tiUes of which 
are quoted at Uie head of this paper, is d«'otis] to Assos. The n-sl re¬ 
lates to the Cyprian [Uitiques acid the Llttermiiuitions of General Ces- 
im]B,^iipon which, unhappily, this puhlication tends to throw further 
disi^redit 

Dr. Virchow was himself in Assos in IrtTtt. two years before tho 
TTork of the Aniericaii eipetlition was heguii. He gives a |ilBaaiug 
description of die appearance of the vylcnnic akrojmliB os he iv|>- 
prosicliLHl it Ihan the north, following the n>ud which leads from the 
volley of the Scanmnder into that of the flalniods. It is Batisffictory 
to observe that he pronoDnits the choice of the site by the Archieolog- 
ical Institute to bo “ especially fortunate.” The genemua eammenda- 
laen with which he alw ays refere to the Ainericanregearchea, puhlished 
in the tlTst report, is bb high and la authoritative praise us the promnt- 
ew of the work could desire. 

After a general review of the history of the city, the snUjoct of the 
desh-devouring AssfW stonn is constdcvetl at eomi: length. The anciunt 
accQUiit« ofl'liny, Cekus, Dioscorides and Galen, and the modem 
geologirailrcticarehesofTcxier and Dillcr are citwl, but the conclu¬ 
sions arrived at are mainly negative. A foot-noU\ however, mcintions 
that the invtsligatinns of Clarke have indicated that this much vexed 
material was a caustic lime, and that further information concerning 
this point will he contained in the reports of the Asaoe Expedition 
HOW in |.!repiiriition. 

The oldest, and one of the niD«t important of the skwlln irom Asso§ 
WDfi fouDd in li |iillios. Thl-. leads thiJ author to review' wJl that is 
known concerning the cmioiu of inhumki^ the unbumt ho^ly in these 
enonnoua vcajelB of coatee red pottery. He follows llik usage from 
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Svria and the Tauric Cheraoneina to Spain,—niwelling iiartiruliirly 
HfHin the a]}|»«imnce of thia form of burinl in the Troad, where it had 
been alraidy brought to light by tho Ecsearehes uf Newton, Covert 
and Sehlieiunnn* Thia chapter ia of great intereat. and, aa it b the 
first speeial review of tiie aubjoct Hiiice the Abb*' Coehet’a e^v3* tfe la 
£bu<unie tf Fahuitur lea Hommea dum den Tijiirtewitc en Terre Cuite, which 
wna publiabwl in 1857, it well deserrea the attention of aielia^oIogiatB. 

The fiml of tlitsuj lliroo skulla wan tliat of a warrior. This ia evident 
from the many deep wonnda which the heail had reccivwl ftuin a 
aword or aome similar weapoiL Ita age h determined with retiaonablc 
pm-iaion by a painted aryballoa, I5>und with the hones in tlie pitbiw- 
Thb little veaad, with its short neck, globnlnr body and amail handle, 
exactly corresponds with the dciwription of theanciente —who alwayfl 
refer to this arehaic form as alraUar to that of a purse; it b uf the ihb- 
culiur variety known to gpocialists aa the apotropaic Corinthian aiy^ 
l>ailo8, from the famous example of the kind, distingubhed by an iti- 
flcription, which was puiilbhcd by Miclmelb. The aolniier who ouea 
aimng this oil-bottle ujhju its ieatlier thong, as he went wUii it to the 
Imlandon, nioat iiftve been Ihusi in the sixth century b, c.. and it is 
poasible that he lived long enough to aid in expelling the Poreians 
from his native land- tlie two warriori whoac iionea were found 
among tlie ruins of tVic thud city of Troy i-eriahcd in comhat, and had 
remained ns tlicy fell, with their helmets upon their heads and their 
wea]K>ns by dieir siiJea. The Assiau hero, I'li the other hand, sim ived 
many wounds, whhdi arc aeen to have hmled fluting his life-time, nnd 
was finnllj' huriwl with some distinction. 

Theflotsond skull is tliat of an old man, a member of a pn.minent 
famih* of Assou, in which flciw the iianm Larichos was of fretpient oo 
corrence. It was taken from a monoUtlile aareophague found m a 
private burial enclosttre, and its date is acciimtely fixed by many 
fragments of pottery and notalily by neveral silver drachmae, both of 
Vtheiia and of Epheaos, which were found with it Tlic latter arc uf 
an omission which licgan in 312 ami was .iiscun tinned in 133 b. c 
T he former lirfoiiK to a series iissned unly between die yeaia h*b and 
Iftfl R. C-, and when pliicefl with the corpemuat have Keen new, ur at 
all events entirely unworn. The head is marked by a fmetnrs of 
die miSil hones and bv genend senile dogeneracy; only eleven 
ti^Lth remained in the upper jaw, and little more than tlie route of 

Both these skulli 3 arehypBibracliycepliaUc,aiiddiey aiosoetrildiigly 
■like in other enmiulogical pnrticulara that we cannot but regard them 
as verv cbMcly related. Unless we are prepared hi assmiic tliat chance 
has in these two heails, preservetl exceptional varbtiona from the 
regular ethnographic type, and ihdr very flimUarity makes Ihb ex- 
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tremely improbable,—we are coiL^traiaed to admit mth VLrthow that 
they idToril an authentic pictort^ of the earty iuhabitaiitiiof Ae&os, It 
IB a typ^ wkiiih we should not have been led to expect, judging from 
the human rcmaiiifl found m tiie uortiicrn Troad. It shiova ua that, 
for several eeaLuries Iwfore the Chi-ialian ora at kaat, thLii people had 
CTatiia which were diatiiictly high and shorL If we add to tViia a face 
uiodenitely lepto]>rfj^opic, with ehamae or iiie«cK.'ijnehi 0 orbitiSt im^>r- 
rhino nose and bracliystaphylinc palate, wc eeriaiiilj can form a db- 
tiiict conception uf the ai>peaXiance of the ancient Assian heaiL 

When this remarkable result is com [at red with the very diffen nt 
indicutiona afforded hy die hiiniaii reinaims diBcnvered on other aites 
in tlie ndghlrtjfhiKMi the conelufiions which we are justified in making 
thri>iv a ditwA light upon ^ome of the disputed of Trojan 

ethnography. The few akulls found in the lower strata of Troy, go 
to ahow thiil tlie inhabit&nfe of the so-calh?d second and thinl cities 
were in craniolugical reapeijts very dissiudlar; there m hence reason 
to hdieve that thtsc dwfdlere upon the hill of HiH.-.aflik were of dif¬ 
ferent raCBB and live^l at Cijoche widely remote. At Thyoibni all 
the skulls of tlie upi>er stratum dating, according hi Calvert, from 
the fourth ctiDtury e. cl to Bymitme timeSp arc, without a single ex¬ 
ample^ decidedly dolichocephalic, 'fhe same Lh the eafie with an iso¬ 
lated craniuiu of the era of the Diaduehi, found at Clmmlighi^ not far 
distant 

How, then, fan we cxpMn tljc appearance in AESoa of a illstinctly 
broeyeephalic race? 

\\ q are here hmugiit face tu face with the great problem of the eth¬ 
nographic derivation of the AcoUana. The explanation most nearly 
at hand would follow the tht^ory dial a Turanian admixture must 
net^esaarily be assuiutNi to account for the short Index of these My^ 
Bian skulk; hut this %'ircLow refutes in advance by the statcmejit 
that the AlbrnianB. at least thtiae of tlie present day, aro distinctly 
brocynepimlic. In acconlmice witli this olw^rvatiDii he suggests that 
the ji^cuiiaritiffi umler r4>nBiderfttieii may liave Iteen jiurdy Aeolian, 
and have been introduced into Ltobofl and Assoa by the Aeoliau mi- 
gratiom S^till thla assumptiou does not entirely meet the ilifficoitiets, 
even of the oraniologic&l problem, and the author lia^j hitn s df pro- 
ferre<l a second poij»«ihiJity, to which we ore more inclined to agree. 
This is, that in ancient times an Asiatic population, cmniobgically sim¬ 
ilar. if not related, to the ArnieuMDS, was to be found upon the coasts 
of U ic A i^ean^ The present writer would venture to call attention to th e 
iact tliat well-anthenticated Iraditiun points to a definiit? a]>pIicatioi] of 
this theory* The peculiarities^ of the ancient Aasiun sknils,— 

maintained,as we baveeeonj almost unchanged from the sixth to eecond 
century n. cLj— may have been inherited from the LalcgeSp a race known 
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to Tiave inhabited thh? narrow tract of thosoutliem Troad, but of whoao 
ethnoRrapIikal felntiouB niitMog haa hitherto boon determined. All 
the erudite researches of Soldan, Kiepert, and of Deimling concern¬ 
ing the Lcleges have not thrown ao much light upon the derivation 
of this sei'faring folk as will the single fact of their bnicyeepholiam, 
if it can be eatiblifihei.i, Aaaos was the capital of their northern aet- 
tiemente, indeed the city retained in its niime a reminiseonoa of the 
orij^ rm^ ilceiguation of PedasoBj hy which it was known to Homer. 
The occupation of tiie land by the T-cleges was not lunch, if any, more 
anterior to the age to which the finst skull from Asaos holon-ge, tha n 
this WHS to the age of the second aknll. The fact that both of these 
crania belonged to citiiena of the more wealthy and influential class 
must bo taken ns a strong presumptioo in favor of the hereditary 
ijiuintenimce of an original type. 

It rniLst be Ijornc in mind, however, that the bracycephalism of the 
present inhabitants of the shores of Aegean is of a derivation en¬ 
tirely distinct from that of the ancient Asai ana. Between thotwo there 
is a broad band of doliehocephalisin which ealirely separates the ar¬ 
chaic from the modem population. tVeisbach, in liia woll-known 
contribution to this dlsouasion, states that among tho heads of forty- 
five modem Greeks of Asia Minor, measored by Lim, considerably 
more than half wore abort, and not onosisth long. But here we have 
to deal with the riiauJte of that immigration from the north which, be¬ 
ginning with the trinmiihs of Alexander, has ateadily continued to 
introduce a large proportion of Albanian, Thracian, and even of Bul¬ 
garian, blo^Hl into the modem Greeks. In admitting the decisive 
character of this influence we do not need to follow Fallmcrcycr to 
the Ml eitent of tboae harsh conclusionia which have made that in- 
geiiinuH scholar the bile naira to thecultured Romaic; but it would not 

be just to diaregord its great effect. 

The Uiird skull fmm Afiaos k that of a young girl It was found 
in a cheat hnilt of stone slabs, together with a amoU bronze mirror, 
much corrodefl, and a few simple vessels of unpaint^ pottery,-not 
anfEeicnt to detemiiuo any dates, even within the limits of thr» or 
four centuries, but certainly not indicative of great age. "We have here 
a member of the poorer, or possibly of the mid^^ class of s^^ety, 
and it is not surprising, or at all oontrodictory of the thanes befo« 
advanced that in the citendeii periotl of the Roman domimon to 
wS tt head k most probably to be assigned wo shoidd find 
other element in the population. The sbM is nrth^ohchocephahc. 
As far as this eoea it might poruiit the assumption of a Roman origin; 
hut the other characteristics of the hffld,-which is tnetoooQchie, met.- 
aorrhine, orthognathoue and mesDstaphyline-approach the earUer 
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Ai^kn cnmia, unii by no means favor thaideaof arrestem derivation. 
Tbia is in perfect kcqdiig with the arehawlt^ical ubflenrTirioat Ro¬ 
man influence affected Aasoa but very ftliBbtly; the provmcinl to™ 
remained Greek for into the Chrffitian era, as k evident from all the 
charaeleristjcs of its architecture, and from the feet that Qmon«^e 
eightV inacriptiotnfl found upon the aite only two were in Latin- The 
craniologic^ peculiarities in question are more pkueilily esplain^ 
by the supposition that the girl was connected with soma one of tlm 
Ionic tribes of Asia JUnor, of wtioae intimate connection with Asaos 
in the later period of andent history we have other evidence. If, how¬ 
ever, the attribution of early Aesian bracycephalism b> the Lelegcs l>e 
accci>ted, we may, with even greater probability, take this long-hcalled 
mdden to Tcpreseut the later ekmeot of the population oftbe Bonthero 
Trnadi the Aeolian. 

Wofl there any connection of race three thousand years ago lietwoen 
the Lelegcs of the northern and the Hitrites of the southern Levant? 
Dr. Virchow has been led, atdely from cmniological considerations, to 
sugg^t a rclatioiiahip between the earlier Asaian akuUB and a intpii- 
lation ethnagraphictdly Bimilar to the Amtenionfl, in whom alone so 
marked a hypsihracdiycophaliHto has been obeerved. There can be 
bnt Utile doubt that tbia conformation of the akulla from Assos, un¬ 
paralleled elsewhere in the Trcad, woe inhcrit«l from the people ruled 
by King Altes of Homeric renown; and one of the few |iuiutB that ap¬ 
pears to be certain concerning the HittitcB is, that they were the pm- 
to-Armenian race, 

A determination of these important and interesting jKiints is not 
yet possible j the oatcologieal iriatorials are not sufficiently numeroiiB, 
It ninat suffice for the present to have callerl attention to this method 
of ethnographical invetigarion, tfraniology^ is certainly rlestincd to 
become one of the most trustworthy and cRident haiidmaida of areh- 
seology aud ancient history.

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Of the good achievements due to the Archfi^logical Institute of 
America the heat, is the establiehment of the American School at Ath¬ 
ens—ilue to the Institute because, although the support of the School 
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hflfl been hewrttlj tak«n ujj by ilie chief collegee of the United States, 
the firet inipube ciinie from tlie Institute, and without thi« the under- 
taking migbL nut yet be !n hand. Thf: fifsi volume of the Papens of 
the School, now juai jinblished, eiowe very eatlEfaetorily how ripe the 
time wm for itn eKtabllMhuieiit, Indeed, at a time when the ndvocfttcs 
of a purely scientific education areovcrjwhcrK putting cluBdical studies 
im the fJefatiflivei such a new mi|iiilHe aw archicology to tht^si^ 

studies wi\a indiepenswible hi enable theiu to hold thdr own in tho 
Btruggle for esi^ftence ainoug our progress^loviiig pco^de; and io a 
thorough study of archaeology a foothold on iurLhaKiiogical territory is 
necessary. Nor can the merely literary study of antiquity be carriei;! 
forward at thL* day without the help of archncology. The expeHence 
of the German iLud French Schools at Athens hue proved this, aoii 
the experience of the American,, stimuluting ahuosL imiDediately the 
imitation of the Englisht show^ how iiidisputedly the doctrine is ati- 
ceplecl In this view^ it b notable how uniformly in theae paperst ns 
in most of the recent litcmture of arclncology zmd claajtsical Itaimlngj 
the eitatious of ujockrn autlvoriti^ are troin continmtid scholanf, first 
ISormnn and then French ; the snutiil body of odmimblj equipperl 
archmuloglBts who have revived the repute of EkigJbh work in tliat 
field having not yet had time to add groitly to its literature. Except 
Mr- Kamsay, who shared with Ur. Sterrett the work of copying and 
imnotatiug the inscriptions from Trail cWt wc hardly see an English 
authority i|UOted in ihvAt jiagea^ Amoricimfi^ except thoBe noncErm^l 
in the discuHSiunFr we .should hJirdly look for.

The series of Assos insoriptiniL^ extends down to 
Byxantlue tim^, riiid relates mostly to maltera of local or [loraDnid in- 
tereat Amniig thosie from Traileis are the half doten from the ruiiiS 
called the Utch Oena^ which have long boon known U> Hcholanv but 
imperfectly, behi^ Uyo high to be rouehed—fifty or Hbcty feet atrovethe 
ground—only so far read as they could he made out with glasasH, and 
publiaheil more or l^s exactly by Boeekh or Wivldington, r>r.

The three architefitural theses are careful atuditsi^ on tlie spot^ of 
three of the famous buildings of Athens. Mr, Wheeler deacrihes mi¬ 
nutely the frogmenbi-ry remains of tho theatre of Dinnysofl, examines 
widi praiseworthy care the hlst^l^L<all order of the tangle of HUOceBsiva 
foundation-walls which are all tha t is left of the stage, and gives an 
appEiueuHy exhatistive account of the temafkable aeries of ohairs for 
the various priests and magiatrates,—wducti^ singularly enough^ are 
almost all tliat survivea of the auditorium,—and of tho iuscriptioiia 
upon tliem, annotated with care- The survival of them chaJrs, the 
sculptured hypoBceninm, apparently assigned by its inscriptinn to tho 
second or third ChriHtian century, tho pocnljarities of tho orchf^tm, 
the unusual and ainguLirly modem shape of the auditorium, its outer 
wall being unfloucontric with the orohestra, and coDfiequoitUy with the 
seating, the extent of the stage constructioiis and the changes which 
they undorwoiit in the counee of five centurieSK—ah these call out 
many intbreating questions of structure and history for which the 
atanty remains give thus ii\Jt but tantalidngly imperfect ana wens. 

Mr. Fowler veuturea among the vexod and iniricata questions that 
hang about the Erochtheion, of wdicjae structure he gives o detailed 
litudy ; being maiiily interestoi by the quEfition of its plan, and that 
of the aacetdolal uses of its Yarious tii visions, not tonching ujjon its 
ardiitectnnd chamoter. The moat intereatingt perhaps, lh the paper in 
which Mr. Bevicr attacks the problem of Hadrian's temple to the 
Olympian Zeus. The problem ia simplef thaji the otliare, and the 
author is naturally led to diseu^ it more broadly. We are glad to 
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nrjtice, by the way, thwt he JfHS Dot follow Buaa nail fiome lalor au-- 
Lhorities, Mt, Clivrke ijapecially, in dukairtliD^ the tlieory of the hy- 
pfifitbrum pi^cribetl to tbe Olyinpieioii by VitTiivioBi a theury which ai 
ictmt has too much in its favur to be act down aa explodes!• 

All theee papcni ane creditable to the School. They ahow knowl¬ 
edge of the right luethoda of inveetigstion, thoroiightieEa, an acf|iiiun- 
tnnce with the latest aTitliorities, and diacriuiination in the use of them. 
It i» an eaay inforenfo, in the study of such proitlems art the writera 
have ubotion, that neither tlio dassioal scholar nor the architect, alone, 
csin eecurcly thread Jiia way through thdr intricacies. And it is im- 
jjortiint Ui keep in mind which of the Hjuestioiia involved are of im¬ 
portance in their bearing on other (jueutione, and which are aelf-liin- 
iUnl, a distinction of which it ie enisy to loee eight in the interest of li 
minute examination of detail. TJiiia, in the discussion of tlie Olym- 
pieioii the most intereating questions are: W'hul were the colunatis 
that Sulla carricfi off to Rome'? und are those that now remain the 
work of Anliixlios, that Lh of his architect Coseutins, or the work 
of Hadrian? If, ns some authorities bdievo—a theory which Mr. Be- 
vier docs not mention—Sulla carried oft to Rome the coluiiina of An¬ 
tioch oS, and they there became mo<lclii from which tbc Komans 
developed ihtar fonn of Corinlhian capital, they supply an impoi^nt 
link in the history of the Corinthian orrjer. If. os Mr. Bevicr thinha, 
Sulla simply carried away old Doric columns which hail been dis¬ 
carded from the budding eighty or ubiety years before by Cossutius, 
we must look elsewhere for our connecting link, 

Pnifeeaor Goodwin takes up, with the combination of Ifiarning and 
dear scmie which is hia charjicterietic, the topography of the halUt- of 
Snlamis, and disposes Hiitiafactordy, it would seem, of the theory 
which hfts ibnnd favor hitherto with Iwilh Germttn and English sehoh 
are, relying on their reading of H cnjdotos iiikI AUchyloa, His expo-

AU 
the well-wisbureoflhcSclurtl will desire that ita work may coutmue 
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to fulHl ite early prouiLse For this the importiiiit thiiig k, that it 
ehould have the oasnraDce of [HitimLneiico that a fixed oiidowmcDt 
would give, nikI the fir^ necBSsity for ati titidowment » to cstabhsh a 
pejiuaaent lioiua for Uie School, it ie to be liojied ibal the effort 
which is making to provide the Behool with a hultding of ita own, for 
which the Greek governrncnt has generoiisiy oH'cred a site, may he 
quickly successfuL Wliea thk is secured, and the School bos a pcr- 
maiieut director, its resources will he set free for use in the way of 
study alone, unimpeded by the precariouaneas of its pieseut position, 
and on diminished by the necessity of providing for a tetQj>oniry 
lodging.

One of the most interfflting results of the excavations at the bouse 
of tlie Vestal Virgins at the foot of the Palatine, in Koran,* was the 
discovery, in a comer of the atrium, of a terra-ootta bowl containing a 
large collection of Anglo^axon coins of the li. and x, ciraturiea, 
toother with a fihutii. The fibula (clasp), cons ieting of two plates of 
brass inlaid with silver, was inseiihed on the one with 4<D0MN0 MA, 
and on the other +RtNO PAPA. There wore two ijopes of the name of 
JIfartnus, the first honi 882 to 884, and the second &oni 942 to 94fa. 
'fhe .pr«ant inscription, as ia shown by the coins, belongs to the 
second. This clasp is ui»qtu of its kind, and probably was need by 
BORIC high official of the papal court to fasten his ch larayB. 

The eoins number 8i5, of which one is gold and all the others sil¬ 
ver. The fonuer ie a gold penny of the Emperor Thcophilos (829- 
842), which has no relation with the main group; of the latter, two 
are of Pavia, one of Umogea, one of Katisbon, and all the remamder, 
830, are of the kings and ^ro the mints of the Anglo-Saxons, Tlio

In the early *ln>'S of Home but little ntteulion was paid to sistrun* 
omy, and the fjuekion of the time of day must have had hut a vague 
and Liiadowy hold on the Roman people, asit wiis long before any sig¬ 
nal for the midday hour was addetl to those of sunrise and sunset: 
this signal was given by the consul when the sun uppenred between 
the rostra and the yrnficnriesw. The custom of proclaiming the hours 
from the cumitioiu was maintaiued until the time ot the firat Piinic 
war, when wore firut introduced through contact with the 

Greek cities of Mai^nti Graecia and Sicily. The first sun-dial wiw 
brought to Rome from Catania in 4f)l c. c., and, uotwithstnndiiig its 
incorrectness on account of the difference of latitude, it remnincflin 
uae for about a century until it was replacwl by t^uintuH Martins 
Phi lip pus by one constructed for the Roman latitude. As the twelve 
hours of the dav were, throughout the year, counleii from rtunriseto 
sunset, the winter hours were far ehorU'r than the summer hours; all 
ancient sun-iliala must have been constructed on this basis. Some of 
the forma describwl by Vitruvius have iMsm found ; in all of them the 
svfitem employed is that of the mtgk gnomon.

The cave, now destroyed hy Uie construction of a public roadj was 
situatcfl about 1,1110 yards from the sea, in a heath of sandstone fonna- 
tion on the sonthern dip of the island, and re&ernhled the isolated 
tomljs found on other islands of the Maltese group. These often open 
into a deeji vertical shaA ^ifb a descent by step-hole^, while each 
bodv, in the family Umibe, lies stretehed on ife back in a recess coro- 
ronnicating at the aide with the central charober* Bodies were oIfo 
laid on platforms or m sarcophagi of lead, marble, and oky; 
tiroes in stone troughs, or Mealed in jars placed mouth to mouth after 
the Babrlouian fashion fsoe Verrot and Oilpiez, J?hl a/ Art in 
ChAlflira anfl Am^na, h p. 359).

The BaiTjaii Scnoon of Abch^soloCiY at Atuesr* -Report of 
Comniitteo and of the first Meeting of Subscribers. ISSfi. 

The first BtajB toward the foundation of n British School at Athens 
were taken in ISMS. On the 25th of June, 18S3, a meeting was held 
at Marlboiouph House, at which the Prince of Wales pttsided. The 
general committee then apjwmted comprised many of the most distin- 
guiahed men of the kingdom. The Greek government hrwi already 
in 1882, given, for the erection of the proposed School, a piece of 
ground of about two acres at Athena, situated on the southern Klujie 
of Lykahettua (See No. 1, p- 93). Since then the fimde anbscribed or 
promised, in uuawer to the appeals made hy the executive comimttee, 
amount to over £4,000, which would be sufficient for ttie building of 
a house and the formation of a library of reference. 

’At the meeting held on February 2d, ISS-I, Professor C. T. Newton 
brought forward the following resolutiou aa embodying the aini and 
scope of the project: 

“ i. The first aim of the School shall be to promote the study ol 
Greek Archaeology in all its departmenlfi. Among these shall Vna, (i.) 
the study of Greek Art and Architettuio in their remains of every 
periiMli (in) the study of iuBcriplions; (ni.) th&exploration of ancient 
fiitea ; (nv) the tracing of ancient rocule and routes of traHic. 

“2. Besidm being a Sehwl-of Aroheeology, it shall he also, in the 
moat comiirebensive soohu, a bool of Classical StndiK*. Every ptiiod 
of tlie Greek language and literaturo, froin the efirhost age to the 
present day, shall he conaidered iw coming within the province of tlie 
Srhcsol. 

3. Tim Scbiiol shall he under the «vre of a Director, whose pnmary 
duty shall be, (l.) tu gnidc tlie atutlies of the members, and to oxer- 
eise a general supemsioii over the it'scarcbefi undertaken hy them 
(n.) to report- at least once a year on the work of the School, to record 
irom time to time, for the informatinn of scholars at homej any im¬ 
portant diBCOTeriea which may come -to his knowledge, and to edit 
any publientions of the School. 

‘*4. It shall further be the duty of the Director to afford informa¬ 
tion and advice to oU properly oecreditod British travidlere in Greece 
who may apply to him." 
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It was resolvod that the building which is to be oeeu]>ieii by the 
fjchool should he hi^un at uticei ^^hat further ftinds ahoiilcl he col¬ 
lected by lUi ajjpealj not only to the public^ hut ti> the nm^eraiti^j 
learned sooietitw, and other pahlic infftitntions^ in order to sceure the 
anioont noceswary for the endowment Tandr Conffickring the many 
prnuiineiit men who are interested in tbk undertakings there eeeina 
no reason to doubt that the Bum will he Taiac<I and the School estah- 
lishcd on a firm hosia. 

It is to he hope<l that the impetus given to classical archfcology by 
this movement will lead to the fonndation in England of a sdiool of 
genuinely scientific orehicolagists, who may rival their co-workers on 
the coiitiiieiit The unontieal sahoed hbaiitd by Mr. J* H. Parker 
will probably cefise to occupy so prominent a poettion. and their writ¬ 
ings wrhich have hitherto been accepted wnil he disjdoced by works of 
Critical and scholarly value. Probably only a few pemii^n:^ in this 
country fire awar^t of the existenct' for luauy years in liume of a 
'^Britd&h anil AmerieEin A rchieological &tjcicty/* foondof! by ^Ir. Par¬ 
ker* wboae prindpal work consisted in pmeming two or three gentle¬ 
men of some iurehamJogica! u&^uirement£i to arrange ** jjersoually con- 
ducteil partita^ to tlve prindpiil site*, Perhaps at aome foturo time 
thi:^ Societyj which has at pri^enl no scientific volue^ may be reorgaV 
keel on a totally different basis, and do si>nie yalnable work; for it 
will gome day seem iodispcn^jihlej that the English school at Atliens^ 
us wdl as the French and German schools, should Ins supplcnaonted 
by a similar eBtabluihiiient at Uomei Tin; Jiluiny^ c^^ the sotnely at 
Rome contained, not long ago^ many w^orks of importance, and would 
form a gtHHj nudeua ^ u working library. 

A markcil feature of tlie new British School m its comprehenuive- 
nces: it haa from the wUli sought ip cjEdto the nationjil sympathies 
of the [leople, smd its aim is proclaimeti to be the study of 

Grtiocer during not only its clofjeie but also its modern hist<»rj. The field 
of nie^iiicvnl Grmc—especially from the linguistic ataud-poiut—has 
not received much attentiouK and it is possible that tJie English School 
may spend a portion of its energy in that dkeedon.

Profewor Sayce hflfl repeated during the past winter bia excuiBioti 
to Egypt. In two letlHia dated from SiHt he repinta his disTOVeriea. 
He hwl Tiaitod the site of an exteiiaiTe unknnwn city at the Ki>m cf- 
Ahmnr (near the meaiern f?haroiia), wlierehe diecovered an untonchtwl 
tomb of the Old Empire* Above Minieli Mr* Sayce di&corercd the 
Bite of " On of the name of Aniihia,’^ so that “ vpu now lenm that 
heridea the famous On of the North, nr Hehopolis, and the hardly 
less famous On of the South, or HctuionthiB, there waa a third On in 
central Egypt.” 

The visit to the monndB of Antinoo (Antsina) provetl dmappomt- 
ing, eicept that some cartouches of Samses 11. ahowed that Hadrian 
ch«e an ancient site on which to build his city. In the iieighltoriiocd, 
in the quarries close to Dh- Abu Hnniia, as also nt Sdxiyda, were a 
number of early Ohristian puintinga and inarfiptions in Greek and 
Coptic. Among the inscriptioua which Mr. Sayce copied on tombs 
towanls the nnrtbom eoii of the Qthel -Itti Ardo, three were bilingual, 
a Demotic being attached to the Greek text, while another is the tirnt 
inatanoe of a Kypriote sepukhral text in Egjqrt. Ho coosidera that 
he hot* dellnitclv settled the site of Tliis, ‘Hlic eity from which Monea 
went Ibrth found Memphie (cf l. p. SO-Bl)." In liis previous 
viflil to this place, which was rejiorted on p. St) of the JbmKif, be 
spoke of the «llnge as being calletl Uladaiweb ; this, however, he 
found to be the name of the district, that of dm vilh^Ee being Mes- 
hftyek.

pendent buildiugs: among the mosaics was one of a character so 
unique that Coium. de Rossi hna not been williug to i^ive opinion 
regarding it i it reprt^sente a nu d e female figure stcuiding beside an altari 
with a hronch of laurel in her hand, mid criwhiug a sorpedt under her 
feet. This figure is supplied to lie St. Per|)etna (marl. 203 j. Since 
IfilSl the excavations have been continued until now’ with great suc- 
cesH, and have brought to light important oonstmetioos, bas^reliels, 
mosaic’s, and over two thousand infieriptions, De Rwsi calls this '‘one 
of the most remarkahle discoveries made hi our time in tlie field of 
Chrifltioii urt'htpology.”

REGULATKma OF THt TuRKiSH GovcHNWEAT CoMCERNiNa AhTtWJiTiEa.—It may 
not he anperfluona to call the attention of oor read era to the new con¬ 
ditions that will henceforth govern all achieological excavations in the 
Empire of Turkey. The Re^niatwnii eoneerfliny AnRqiiiiia, published 
by the Tnrkish government in February, 18S4, are simply a repro¬ 
duction of the restrictive lawa w'hieh have been in force so long in 
Greece. They forbid, under aevore penalties, the exportation of all 
works of art, and declare that objecte found lielong by right to the 
State. Whoever wishes to eacaviite must pay the espenses of a gov¬ 
ernment insjtector, and is only allowed to take drawings or casts ot 
the objects he tinds. If these regulations are strictly adhered to, 
result will be a comploto cessation of the enterprising activity which 
has led to such niagnificent discoveries at Pergainon, Halikarnasaos, 
Assos, etc. The French text of the Edict has been published in full 
hv il.

PehmwoNx—H err Conic, in the transactions of the Prussian Academy 
nf Sciences, fixes the position of the library at Pergamon. The tem¬ 
ple of Athena was in a laige court, with a etua on the east and north 
sides, two stoiiea high. In the stoa on the east was the aiitraoce to 
the court. The northeni sloa had n row of rooms back of the columns. 
In the second story these rooms were four in number. Of these the 
easternmost room evidently coutainefl the status of Athena, and was 
the Ubniry ; to which may perhaps have belonged, also, the other 
three, and, perhaps, two other rooms lower down on the W«L Tiie 
libniry of the Sempeion in Alexandria was in such a }»asitioii; so 
must all libraries have Ijeen in Hellenistic luid Bomim times, includ¬ 
ing those in Boiuc .-—BsrL RhiL II ock., ^larch ^1.

Tim pky 
of the muscles and the tension of the ??kin are well shown on theeleEUr 
white marble surikeen The iStotue belongs to the second century Hr g. 
A square unworked socket on the shoulder showa it to have aervtd aa 
a January 24, February 21 and March 28, 16^^. 

In Peirnieufl t^trect, near the gas houBa, e^ccavationa by the Archa?- 
ological Society resulted m die fimling of a number of inscribed 
sepulchral atdea, two marble urua with rdiefa and inscriptions, some 
inscriticcl monuments tabular in form, marhlo vaults, fragments of 
sculplure and bronze articles, and vases] Borne remains of a wooden 
chest vilthin a uorcuphagus, which crumbled to dust the moment 
it waa touched, and a jiiece of elotli enclosing some hones quite well 
preserved.

if crying out, bia lace di^iorted with pain. He is evidently over- 
eorae. But the moat atrikiug tiling is that his Lunds and feet* termi¬ 
nate in jHJwcrful eagles’ claws, including the stout spur over the 
thumb daw. On his I sick is a laagnificont pair of wings, and his 
lower half U that of a scaly serpent, like the Chiinuira. 

On the grmufoit of the figure which thrusla u torcli horizontallv be¬ 
fore her, known os Latona, two depreasinne are to be seen that bofore 
had not l>een noticeiL Now it is seen, that the foot of the giant with 
the claws life exactly into these. Evidently, be attempted to resist 
the godikss, hut, not Iteing able to stand against her blnaing torch 
fell backward, and as he feU made a final ofibrt by pressing his left 
cLiw against the right leg of the goddeaa. Honee these two slabs he^ 
long together. 


There is a large fiagment with the end of a wing on it, and 
also a briish-Iike object which up to the present time bos hoen 
held h.. Ire a horoe’s tail. Now it is fonnd, that the rernains of the 
wing of the cAgleijiant fit on to this, and that the wavy ijruah is 
llic flame of the torch. Apparently, tbe failing giant seized with 
his daw the flame, which thereupon talaaed up anew, and caused 
the iiain that dwtorts his face. On his other aide appeattt Apol- 
on, who had hitherto been supposed to stand isolated. Apparent- 
ly ttroiigh th« combination soveml other slabs and fragnionta 
will find their proper positions.

The eiceptional one baa the aume number of letters on a line 
without regard to name or victory, irrwxT®"’'. This hist is the oldest, 
being earlier than the fourth century B. c, The other four ura of 
about the tame date, the second century b. c., probably a little before 
the Roman eapture of Koiiiith. in these four no .^tbeninne are uieU' 
tioned, though there are many in the dariieat one. A number of new 
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aamcs occur: MnosHcIoa, Abrius, Dirtamenos, Ploatodcs, Abns, Ajjy- 
arcliofl, Dionyaichos, Chionnea, Piogeitondes, AretipfK)S, Lvsas.

The second has 20 lines. Itia brokeu at the top and liottoin. The 
Athenians crown some one with a golden crown of 600<lraehma«. and 
give him citbeuship.

The 
JititpaH records a decree of the citizens of Athens in garrison at Eleu- 
Sig, I’anakton, oml Piiyle, aonforring a golden crown upon Arisfo- 
phanes the gener^ and providing for the erection of n bronze shitue of 
him and an inscription in tho court of the sanctuary at Eleusis. 7%e 
tecemd jKirt contains a decree of the Eleusinians, honoring AristopbaiMB 
with a goldoi crowu and an bseriptioD for his scrtices to the Athe¬ 
nian peojile in genenil aud to tho Heusinians in partitiiilar. The ihkd 
part is a list of the munesof tlioec chosen to attend to the erection of 
the statue, etc., in two columns. There are Si names in the first 
while of the settmd only from one to fijur letters are left at the bedu- 
ning of cadi name for about two-thirds of the way down. Both de¬ 
crees were writteu at the same time, when Difmctrios was sfill iti hon¬ 
or in Greece, 31J7-2S7 b. c. Conseiiuently Kimon, the Arehon named 
in the Ketwud decree, is much earlier than ia generally sujiposed. 
Lydas ^ the name of an Arehon occore here for the firet time. Pei^ 
haijs with this name can be supplied the missing Arehon in the list 
of Dionyslos of HalikarnuasoSt where in Olympiad 119 u. to 122 a., 10 
years, there are only nine names, Aristophanes was general ilie 
B^nd time before 285 b. c.—K. Pusoold, An Archaie Pedment /rtm.

The two middle slabs 
are well prewen ed, iis are a great part of the second to the left, a piece 
of the second to the right, and a portiOD of the end one on the left. 
From acttial measorcment and calculation the left wide is estimated to 
be 2.S99 metres long, and tlie length of the whole [jediment 5.S0 
inctres. In the centre it was 79 centimetres high. Furgold giv^ in 
this first artiL'le a description of the skt^s and hk theory as to their 
arrangement The subject of the rejirtaentation is Herakles and the 
Hydra, The side to the right of the spechitor is apparently taken 
up by the hydro, of which the great eoib and seveii lusidii are to 
be seen, with the bit arm of Hemklea stretclied out toward it, and 
a club in the apex of the |>etliment. To the left of the middle 
are a large pirt of the l>ody and the lower legs of Herakles. Be¬ 
hind him is tbo charioteer [okoH momiting a chariot turned to the 
left, witli hh head turtieii aquiirely around to the right It is a two- 
horse chariot, and the reins ejctond in a straight line from the 
haiifls of the charioteer to the yoke on the necks of the horuea. 
Then follow tw'o fnigmeiib with the noso of one of the hora^, 
apparently grazing, and an undefined object w'hich may be the 
ckws of a gigantic crab. Tiiemfore Herr Furgold reconstruetB tho 
relief with a large crab in the loti angle, the crab which was said to 
have been the ally of the hydm m the conflici a. m# wiLcox.

OONORESS OF TME RUSSIAN ArCH^COIOQICAL SOCIETY AT OOESSA.-FiAecEl VCaiB 

ago, the lata Count Alexei 8ergievich UuvarolT organized a senes of 
triBnnial archieological congresses^ the first of which w as held in JIos- 
cow. St. Pelersburg, Kief, Kaspn, and Tifiis were then visited in 
Bucccesion, and in 1834 came the tnm of OdesRaH Each of these 
meetings has aroused the local aodeties to renewed activity, and has 
called forlJj many private research ee^ and fresh quasEione for the 
consideration of students of Russian antiquities. Tlie reports of 
these meetings contain much valuable material. Unfi:»rtiinatel_\% 
owing to lack of Amda and the difficulty of getting them e^liteil^ 
these reports are publi:^hed very slowly. The firsjt volume of tho 
proceetlings at Kji^n in 1878 has but lately appeared. At thf^e 
meetings local topics are disctlssod as well as those of geni.^ml in¬ 
terest. Thus, at Xazan^ the antiquitifa of tlie East and of the 
Government of Penn were considered j at Tiflis^ the imtiqmlies of 
the Caucasus; while at Odeam, an opportunity waa presented to 
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dis/' TiM Scythian, Classic, Crimean, iinporaviaii, IJttle Ruflaiau, and 
other (intiqtiiliea* which are met with i n great abundance in the vicinity. 

The Odffisa meeting was reraarkalile for the number of essajB pre* 
Bcnted (over 121)), many of wh ich were not reJid for lack of time: As 
at the preceding meetings, an exhibition was airangod of artidei} and 
coUeetions owned by members. This exhibition wna not speckUy 
noteworthy, though hotter than that at Tiflis. One room was fiUed with 
cartoons from frescoes on the walls of the lletkliailovaky Monastery 
and the Church of St Cyril in Kief, and from a mosaic lately discov¬ 
ered, under a tliick layer of stucco, in the cupola of the Cathedral of 
St, Sophia in Kief. These eartoong give a very good idea of the 
Etriking originals dating from the eleventh and twelfth centuries t 
they possess much interest in connection with the history of ecclesiaS' 
tical deciomtioii. Another room was filled with collectiomi of prehis¬ 
toric, classic, and other antiquities found in SouthernRussaa. Among 
them were ohjoets from Panticapeum and the Ktiurgans of the Nov¬ 
gorod district. Bra ides maor works of the Stone Age, the oxliibitiwu 
contained interesting hronres (reaping-huokfl, spear-lieads, etc.); arti¬ 
cles belonging to the Scythian epoch and to Greek art (gold oma- 
nielite, statuettes, etc.); articles from tlio latest Kourgans (on the 
Upper Dniepr); mid umdous Zaporovian antiquities, among them a 
singular bronze irtatuette of a Zaporovian Cossack seated, probably of 
Polish matiufkctvire. Hardly any of tlie Bosphorian coins,—so im¬ 
portant in the history of the Black Sh^ colonies,—were shown; and a 
remarkably rich coUeotion of Btiephorian antiquities, consisting of 
gold ornaments, necklacra, earrings, carved plaques, etc-, of great 
artistic vtdne and elegance, belonging to a private individual in 
Gdfsaa, was unfortunately not exhililteii. Among Uie other articles 
shown wore; a MB- Goapel on parchment of the fifteenth centiny, 
with curious illuminationa; the handle of a vase with decoration in 
relief repreaentiog a tioeing Gorgon (a icmarkable fragment found in 
u Kourgan near tho villags of llartonofieh, Elizavetgradak district) j 
and a microcephalous skull from Kertch. It woa unfortunate that 
lack uf moftOB prevented tho Hwmmittm taking photographa of the 
more intcrcBting otjt'cta, as the different collections in Russia are so 
widely disperaeii and so rlifficult of access, that comparative study of 
them b not easy. A large collection of photographs, water-colors, 
iirchitectural jplanB, etc., repreaentorl the labors of a committee in Con- 
stantinopU', bended by Prof Kondakoi; whicb reported that Constan¬ 
tinople offered an esooedingly rieb Hold for arehi&ological research. 

Archieologistd in RuBaio. as eJaewhere, have to contend with the 
indifference of the public to antiquities in giiaeral. Papers and MSS. 
disappear there with especial rapidity, whole archives vanishiug at 
once. The archivea of the former hotman’a chancellery, for instance. 
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reccntlv diiappcureJ- They were kept in the District Court of 

Pereyfilajivi^k, Governiniant of Poltava s part were burned in IMS, and, 
lid the officials did not care to arran^ the remflinder in proper order, 
the papers were citrned. off in insijiltQeDtft and hu.rn.ed- VSTicti tliis 
ixeasioned remark, the officiala carried off the remainder, by ni-ht, 
to tho farm of a aubocdiimtc and Vmried theni in a [vutato pit The 
arehaiologwt who tried to fiMxtvcr them found noLhing but decaying 
frjgmente- And this ia not the only archive grave in ttsat Ticiiiity. 

Amoii^ the essays read wiiS one by Pro£ AmtoNOVICH on TAi CltJ 
C<Lve^of^^ Dtiieiir Bmin. The cav^ in the Central Dniestr region 
nnniher forty in ah (in i^iluriun Hmo-stoue), hut many of them are 
inacee^ihle, so that the essayist couJii examine only fourteen. Borne 
of tiiese are natural, othera artificial, L f-, hewn out by niiin. The hit¬ 
ler belong to a later epochs and were Usefl t^peoially in the Middle 
Ages nk hermitageg, Tn the neighborhood of Stundenltis there are 
Baven caves Ibmiing a series of halls. Kothing was found in tlio caves 
tbemseivesa, but near them were found fmgincnta of diiite, and in one 
of the neighboring ravinca, in a water-ivom basin, a part of an inelior 
and several rite of a miunmcith. were found, and near them several 
worked dints- This discovery lerl Pnff. AutuaovicL to think that 
mao LrJiabitefi the ha^in of the Dnieatr in the moat remote paleoiithlc 
fierlctd of the Stone Age, and used tho natural caves as dwelliogB. 
Tho probability is mcrca^d by the fiict that truces of aueb eiiatence 
have l^een found in the Governments of Poltava, Kieleta, and even in 
caves of tlio Crimea. Nevertheless, Prof Antonovieh^s proofe are 
hardly sufficient to settle the questlrrn of the existence of paJcolithic 
man in the Diiicstr caves. But there are undoubted! truces of a laitir, 
ne>lrthfo, pcricHl in the shape of tolerably fref^uent dhicoveries of pol¬ 
ished Slone axes and other weaptinw. Weafjons of tins desmption 
were eshibited in various cidleetiona, and one collection from the 
Noruin river, (jovemmvnt orVolhynia, Rbovveil the mcij^tehce even of 
a factory of flint miplcmenta. About *iS verata from Kzimenetx on the 
Bmotrich river, l^of Antonovich suceeeiled in finding caved prei+entr 
ing a t^rle of winding corridan^t *uid recently filled ctimpld.cly with 
liuman. bon^. But, about twenty yenra ago, the rtisident Romun 
Catholie priest had the ^ater part of them removed and buriedj and 
two years ago the remaiiung bonpg, alae. were buried by order of the 
military commander. Prof Antonovi ch a ucceeded, however, in obtain¬ 
ing Btiiiie, and rocogubfied In them tmits chameterizing bon<a of the 
neolithic period in the West, NoUiing besidea bones w^ag found in 
these cav^ ; but^ at the foot of thediff in which they ore Hituated, 
Prot Antonovich found several x>o]ishc?l axes, which had, apparently, 
fallen from above. The probubiJity that these eavea were inhabited 
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ifi the neolithic Jige, is increaaed by the Ikct that^ liighet up the 
Dniestrj one cave has actimlly been found with trace? of hearths and 
nuTBerons Temainfi of the Deolithic ijeriod. All these finds are far &om 
l>emg BO ehamcteristic, however^ as those made in the cav^ofthe 
Walt in the vicinity of Cracow or in the Government of Kjeleti. 

Curioos data regarding the Slone Age were also presented to the 
attention of the meeting hv Dr- Vankei^ who had been able to eacca- 
vate a tnound near Rremu in Moravia, Two metre? below the sur¬ 
face, an extensive layer was accidentally discovered, three meti^ 
thick, consisting of broken and charred bouos of the mammoth^ cave^ 
bear^ lion^ elk^ wild honjcapd varionB smaller animals, and of birds. 
Many poods of this layer had been used for fertilizing the fields, be¬ 
fore Dr. VELokel InHird of it, and uudertCHjk a syBtomatic excaVation of 
about 400 square metric. The excavation showed that this spot had 
been a hunting station during the mowt remote intone Age j the hnnb 
ers had brought their prey hither and disposed of it, and prepared 
their stone and bone weaponsH Among the implementa found here 
were: a sort of hone weight made from the incisor of tba mammoth, 
an axe made from the thigh Iwneoflhe maiumoth, a dagger from 
the fore leg of the elk, a rib of a mammoth with various ornaments, 
and also numerous implements and wea^ious of flinb a^oa shells (from 
necklaces), and bitrri of red ochre, employer:!, probably, for coloring the 
btxly. The arrangement of tlio mammoth bones was peculiar : tho 
tusks were collected apart from the other teetli, and heaps of long ter¬ 
minal bones, ahoulder blades, rib?, etc., by together, the greater part 
with truces of spli tdug by stone axes. Beside the bd-nes of the true 
nuuumoth (of various ages from the very youngest to theolde^) there 
were found teeth of a dwarf speoies of foasil elephant CeI+ pygmaeus), 
and also a part of the lower jaw- of a man. It is worthy of remark, that 
the latter does not differ from that of man of the present; day, and 
presents none of those great ditaenaiona orslgua of a lower tyx^e, ahown 
by fragments of the lower jaw prtsvioaely diacovorod ia ffLinilar depi i?- 
its in tho caves of Shipka in Moravia, or the grotto of Im KoIIet in 
Belgium. 

Prof. Antomvhui, in one of the caves explored by him, discovered 
a remarkable decoration iu high relief, representing a tree upon which 
WJisaeock; under tho tree knelt a human figure, and behind this 
figure wasasUg- In the opinion of Prof Antonovich, this rehof 
must be refereed to a period preceding the Christian era, and was in- 
Bpired hy heathen ideas, as the etide is barbaric and entirely lacks 
any Byiantine influence. 

Maiiame itELMK communicated some mt^rtstiug pardcularH with 
regard to a cluater of granite blocks on the Dmestr and Igouliu riveia, 
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where a spur of the Carpathian mountainB forma the catoracte of the 
former atream. la aome placea, these clnaters seem to bare beem arti¬ 
ficially formed, recalling msj^iihio Btructnres. Some a tanding blocka 
saggest menghir?, others dolmens; in other coses, they are arranged 
in circles, like cromlecha. If these blocks should prove to be artifi¬ 
cial, as the regularity of their shape and some traces, an of cutting, 
would seem to indicate, this will prove a very interesting discovery, 
biirlging the gap which eiisfcs between the m^alHhie structures of 
Western Europe and the dolmeus of the Crimea and the Cauc-asus. 
Unfortunately, Madame Mdnik could find no bones or implements 
and therefore it is impossible to determine either that they aro really 
graves, or to what e;x>ch they approximately belong. 

Some very original kourgana were repurtotl from the Alexandrovsky 
district. Some of these graves consist of several stories, and the re¬ 
mains of horses wore found; only the head with bridle and the four 
hoofe, all the other bones being absent; earthen vessele and other arti¬ 
cles were arranged on a bed of rushes; knivtd, rings, various orna- 
monte; and, in the men’s gmveg, weapons,—quivers of birch bark, 
fragments of bows, iron arrows, etc. Prftf. Sauokvasof, during the 
excavations conducted by him last summor for the Imperial Hermi¬ 
tage, also discovered several types of kourgans. The oldest waa rep- 
ra^entod by largo kourgans with collective buriala, directly in the 
earth and in the mounds, containing skeletons in a sitting or bent at¬ 
titude, and articles exclusively of atone, bone, clay, and bronze (none 
of iron). Similar kourgana have been found in ^cw Suasia, the Cri¬ 
mea, and the Cnucasiis. The second type consists of graves of the 
Scytiiinn epoch, with buried, skeletons, bronse arrow-tips, character^ 
istic bronze vessels (mounted on a foot}, bronaa bits, omanienis ofiion 
armor, and the remains of iron weapons. The thiid type, whitrh is 
of special interest, preeenta graves with cremated bndi^ and the re¬ 
mains of charred hones of men and horaea. The contents of thtse 
graves is rich, retjalling portly the Scythian graves, and being in part 
wholly origiooL Among the objects found in them are raany gold 
plaques, generally laid on iron plates Eind aening to arnamcEit gar- 
monts, belts, aword-handlea, horse-trappings, etc. Many ofthe plaques 
are omamented with comelitin, others are made, appaientlv, of a mix¬ 
ture of gold and ailvor. The weapons are of iron exclu^velj: the 
swords are long and straight; the iron arrows are triangular. The 
bite also are of iron. Among the earthen vefiaela are fragments of ter- 
iw^otta vaaea (like those found in Scythian kourgana), but the weap- 
ona and many other things resemblo like articltB of a Into Slavonic 

epoch. ProtSamokvaaof refera the gravts with cremated bodies to 

au epoch inustmediary between the Scythian and the Slavoniau hut 
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neariir ihe latter, vk., to the ninth century, The fourth type of gmre 
showB bitml in holes in the wall of the mound, diret^tly in the earth; 
the gigne indicate that they belong to a lato epoch and contain 
Yemaina of some Turkiah race. Thus Pro£ Bamokrasof was al>lc, 
througli his fjxtravations of these j^nvea, to trace^ to a certdn defrree, 
the fFuccesdive ethnographical sta^e^ TiViUiin quite a tmet of 

temtory. 

Beveml papers on the Scythians irere read, and it liras ensj to Bee, 
from some of the objectesliibited^ that several Sevthiaa weapons 
greatly resemble in form those from Siberia and the Government of 
Penuj for mBtajiet;^^ were daggers with ending in two 

scrolls- On the other band, an iron sword^ with hiJt some what sug- 
gtstive of the form of some sn'ords found at Hnllstadt, was found in 
the Scythian konrgan of Nimpheon^ 17 versts from Kertch, 

Mr. MvEEZHTJimv showed that the Lithuanians had no idols, Imt 
only sacred stones, forests^ groves, and trec<!, itr, SamokvasoH’ 
broached the theory that the Slavs separated from the Scythians dur¬ 
ing the eleventh oontury of the Christian era This theory appears 
very reasonable and natural, but rei|ulteii aubstantia! proof One of 
its principal foundatlune consists of the by]K>thesie thnt the Goths or 
Dacians were a &cythiim tribes at the same time nneeBtor:^ of the 
PoIbj and Russiim Slavs. But Herodotos reckoned the Gotlis among 
the Thracians, and the Thracians were always distinct Irctm the 
Scythians- Chi the otlier hand, it i^ necessaiy^ to prove that acciimu- 
lationa of Roman coins of the epoch indicated ore found only on the 
temtory of the ancient Slavs, Samokvasof affirms that this is the 
fiict, and says that iliid^ of Romein eoins are imknown in New Russia^ 
in the eastern and northern governments of and in the Baltic 

re^pon^ Yet coimf of this period have been found in SwitKerland., on 
theMands of Gothland and Zealand^ and on the southezn ahorcs of 
the Baltic. Similar coins were lately found also in the southern part 
of Uio Crimea^ in Nuhni-Novgorotl, and in Pnmee. NeverthelcssT 
Mr. Samokvasof-3 theory merits attention^ ae it suggests new que^tbns 
and [joints of view in one of the least ducidated departmtmta of archae¬ 
ological sckncev 

Mr* Sfsov, who is making aoma excavations on the Don (at the 
expense of the Archi^ologicfll Society of Mi^iacow), for the pnrf>ase of 
dkcovering the great Khaaarcity of SarkcJ, reported his dicicoverica 
on the left bank of that river, ueor Tzimlyansk, He found the 
remains of stone walls of vaiiona coustmetioDS and epiocha (Byian' 
tine brick'Wark) and varions objects—veBscls^ glass bracelets, iron and 
bronze ornaments, and Byzantine ero^e^ and coins of the ninth and 
tenth centuries. Ha La of opinion that this large town was one of the 
centres of the brick indnstiy in the Cis-Don region^ in the ninth and 
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teiitli centimes, aiid that it kept up a briak intcroouiBe with Bj’zeu- 
tiunL It ifl not conaidered ahsolotoly certain that the ruing found 
represent ancient Sarkel. 

CUMsdeal njitiquitia, so abundant on the coaata of the Black Sea, in' 
the form of graves, statuea, bas-reliefs, Tosea, and other objects, par¬ 
ticularly coins and inscriptions, were duly discussed. Ths Greek 
iwienjAians of mnithem Raasui are now being published by the Impe¬ 
rial Archseological Society, under the direction of Prof. D. V. Latis- 
chef: the public^tian will include 500 Basphorian and 150 Olbinii 
inectijitious, with reproduction of the original charactets, a Russian 
translation, and the necessary comments in Latin. Prof. Voe\’oi«^kv 
showed that the appellation of the Black Sea was derived, not jhun 
the color of its waters or from its violent storms, but from tho apiili- 
cation to this sen of a mj'tbical term, mdicatiog that it lay in the 
gloomy north, with the regions of night beyond. With regard to tho 
nnmendnturc of the Crimea, Prof Garkavy stated that it did not 
appear earlier than “ the sixties’’ of the thirtemth century, and passed 
in the eighties to the kliaiis of the Crimean hordes. Tliis circumstance 
[wints to a Tatar origin, and it can, in fact, be traced to the applica¬ 
tion to the whole district of the name of a town. Baikhata, one of the 
earliest towns occupied by the Tatars, waa surromided by n trench, 
in Tatar called “ kirim," so deep that it acquired great Iktno among 
tho Tatars and communicated its name bo tho con{|Uered town, then 
to the district. Prof V'^silevskv communicated particulars regard¬ 
ing a collection of letiers and speeches of Byaantine and Bulgarian 
hierarchs of the eleventh, twelfth, and thirteenth centuries (lately 
acquired by the Public Library), descriptive of the paliticul, 
and domestic life in Byzantium and Bulgaria at that period | and 
Prof. Fr,oaixfiKV spoke of a hitherto unknown monument of Bulgarian 
literature of the fourteenth century, a laudatory adilteas to Tzar 
Johan-Alexonder, containing some interesting data lelatlng to the 
history of life and language in Bulgaria. 

In the section of the Congress devoted to legal antiquities and 
monuments of social and private life, history, geography, and etlmc^ 
mphy, the papers read related chiefly to the tenure of land in various 
regions of Russia during the middle ages.

The iinerican Bchool of Olo^aical Stuclii^s at Athene, projected bj 
the Ajchieolagieal InatitutB of America, and organi^Jid under tho 
inunediate aujipicos of fiuine of the lea^liu;^ American coUegea, was 
opened on October 2,1SS2. It uccupiea a house on tlie 'oSit 
in ft convenienL and healthy quarter of Athena. A large room is set 
apart for the use of the student^t ia lighted in the evening, and is 
irarmod in cold weather. In it is kept the library of the School, 
which iududee a complete aet of the Greek okBaica, and the most 
necessary hooka of reference for philological, archaeological^ and archi- 
tectuial ffttidy in Greece* *The library contnhis at the present time 
nbout 2000 Yolnmea, exclusive of of (leTiodicals, 

The &dYautagc$ of the School are offered free of espeiuje hr tuition 
to graduated of ooUegea eo-Dperating in its support, and to other 
American students deemed by tho committee of sufhclent promise to 
warrant tho osrtenaion to them of the privilege of membership. 

The School is unable to provide its atudents with board or lodging, 
or with any allowance for other espouses. It ia hoped that the 
ArchffiologiCfl] Institute may in tune be supplied with tlio means of 
ostabUahing scholaishipa. In the meantime, students must rely upon 
their own resonreesj or upon schokkrahipa which may begmntcd thorn 
by the coUogc^ to which they belong. The amount needed for the 
expenses of an eight months’ residence in Athena differs little from. 
that required in other European capitals, and depends chiefly on the 
economy of the individnal. 

A peculiar feature of the present temporary organiKatiou of the 
School, which distinguiahea it from the older German and French 
Seboob at Athena, ia tlie yearly change of director. That the director 
should, through all the future history of the Schooh continue to be 
aent out tiniler an annual appointment is an armngement which 
would be aa undesirable as it w'ould be impDsaible* But such an 
arrangement ia not contcniplated. MpTien established by a permanent 
endowment, the School will be under the control of a pKTnsnent di¬ 
rector, a ecbDliLr who by coutiuuoua residence at Athena will ocemnn- 
late that body of local and special knowledge without which the 
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highest fimctions of axich a Bchool cannot be attamci In the mean¬ 
time the SSchool is enabled by ita present organization to mert a want 
of great importance. It cannot hope immediately to aoo^phflh auch 
original work in archiEological inrestigation as will pat it on a lev 
with the German and French Schoola. These draw their atadei^ 
from bodies of picked men, e&peciaUy trained for the place. The 
American School seeks at the first rather to tuonae in AmerM^ collega 
a Uvdy intoreat in claaaical oroluieology, than tt> accomplish oiatin- 
guished achievements. The lack of this interest heretofore u con 
spicnons. Without it, the School at Athens, however weU endow^ 
cannot accomplish the beat xesultE. It is beyond dispute tlmt ^e 
presence in various colleges of professors who have been residen^ a 
Veer at Athens under fiivorahle circumstances, as dmectors or ea & n 
dents of the School, will do much to incresso American nppreciatioa 
q{ antiquity*

NECEOLOGV, 


Dr. Ruix>lf von EirEX:EEBGEH, director of the Imperial Auetrian 
Mueeum for art and induBtry, and profoii^Dr of art^history at the Uni- 
vereitY of Vlennii^ died in that city April iSth. He had de^'oted 
liimfidf eapecially to the study and illuatmtion of the monmnentfl of 
me^ilceval art throughoiit the various provdncca of the Austrian Em^ 
pire. Among hie last labotB was an anipMe^l edition of his intereatijig 
Mitklalterlkhc KuniadmkmiiU 

Fatheh ItAFFAiiJiLE GarhucOj bom in Napleg January 23, 1812, 
died hi Rome May 5j ISSo. He was one of the most l^alrned archie- 
ologmU of Italy, especially in the branch of iconography, and devoted 
himaelf Atm oat entirely to the history of early Christian art. His 
numerous writings extend over a period of about thirty-five 
ycAra, and coLujiriso his colieetion of early Latin inscriptions, hia 
Vttri orno/i di Jffftite in oro (ISoS), hia monog^ph on the JttFwA isem- 
of the >Va Appia^ and finally hia great work &oria ddT Arii 
Crisfiana n« primi otto ddla chiem (1^72-1881), in which he has 
iLLustrated, in six folio volumea of text and plates, every known work 
produced by the Christian art of the first eight centuries. Besides 
these works he had contribnterl many di^srcrtations on minor anbjectB, 
espedfdly a series for the VivSid Qdtotka of MHuiih Shortly before 
liifl death ho had completed a colossal work, which ia soon to l>a pub- 
lisbed^ on the history of Italian coinage firotn the origiii^ of the ucs 
T7id€ down to the present time. 

M, 8tamataks, the general inspector of antiquities of GToece, died 
at the Peimietiflj Itarch 3]sL At first a student of medicino, he was 
Bome twenty y^m ago appointed to a jxjsition in the defiartment of 
antiquities at Athens, where ho shortly developed such a love for hia 
Work that he eoon gave hia whole attention; to arehse^i^logy, A vear 
ago he wna appointed pi the position which ho held at the time of his 
death. Most of the local museums in Greece are duo to him. He 
wrote very littlej aus his time was mostly taken up with the duties of 
hia office. He editeil the inscriptions of Chairoufaa and Lebadehq 
and those of Delpboi and Tjuuigra. His last work was to superintend 
the late excavatjons on the A^opolls, and there he contracted the 
dis^e which ended in hia death.—April 18. 


yECBOLOor, 
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CouST Aixxia SEBGrEEvicit OcvAJtOF. Bj' the death in MoKcm’t 
Decomber 29th, 1884, of Count Alexei Sergjecvich OuTWOf; the reience 
of aichieologv in Ruesia has guffered a great and irreparable lose. He 
vaa the president of the Archeeolo^cal Society of Moacov, and to 
him, almost exclusively, Russian arch®ological science owes the 
foondation of the 80 cieti«« in St Peterebnrg Moecow, of archseo 
logical meetuigs, and of the Imperial HlBtorical Sluaetun, He also 
enriched the rather scanty literature of Rusamn arehieology by nu- 
tnerouB works of great value. The work which first gave him an 
extended reputation, both at home and abroad, was his “Studi^ on 
the Antinnities of aouthcni Russia and the shores of the Black bea. 
Shortly after its publication be turned hia attention to the study of 
ancient Christian and Byaantina art, and increaa^ bis fiune. All hia 
excavations, publications of learned works, and purchases of interest' 
ing objects were made at his own expense. Hia country-hoMe mw 
M oscow was filled with coUoctionfl of antiquities, one entire floor 
being devoted to a historical archosological museum, and another to a 
great Ubran' of the literature of that branch of ecicnce. No one 
possessed such materials relating to Russian antiquities of all kinde, 
as he. He Imd planned a great work on the “ Archfimlfl^ of Russia^ 
but completed otlly the first part, devoted to the prehiatonc penod. 
This volume on the Stone Age may aerve as a complete expn^tion of 
that period in Russia, fioro a geological and paleontological, as 
as ftom on archicolc^cal, point of view. Every year he gave to t o 
Academy of Sciences 3,000 roubles, as a prize (in memory of hia 
lather) for the best study on Rimsian history and antiqmliea. Me 
was bom in 1828; his funeral, on January 2J, 1885, was an event of 
public note in Moscow.

least, 1 eiHiiiOt reraernl>c.i* having discovered tmy vestige t>l that 
attribute, in the course of the careful study I made of the statue 
tliree years ago. 

Altliongh cliaraetcTistie attributes are wanting, our statue may be 
safely prolionneetl to represent Arteuiis. The elegant arrangement 
of the drnpnn', the sbortii&js of the r/iifmi, the CTu/raBifrfw, and jicr- 
still more tJie attitude and expression of the face, clearly recoil 
the ideal of the virgin-gothh«s in aodent sculpture. Our stiitno 
l>eloiig 3 tn u variety of the Artemk-type whicJi is not ofen to V* met 
with, although the representations of Artemis at rest are not nn- 
coiunion/ f kuow no other specimen of her image witli the left 
hand resting nii her hip atid the right leg crussed over the left oiie,^ 
in an attitude which k usually given to the youthful figures of 
Apollon, Dionysos and the Satyrs.* Imloed, if wc rreollret that die 
uitet celebrated type of the nstiog Satyr is undouVitedly due to 
Praxiteles, and, iiinreuver, that the saino gnut artist k the iiiidior of 
no less tliiiii six stotues of Artemis,^ we ran easily admit that one of 
the iiiasier-pift^es of Praxitelesi all unknown to us exrepthig the 
statue iu Antikvni,* may have inspired the Grreo-Honian urtkt who

So single petsou could well 
be expected to accomplish this, and none has done so; hut thet-tun-' 
biiitsl studies of all have achievetl nineli, though much may vet be 
saiil, as mneh remains delmtable. Jlany fond eouceptions lie ahan- 
doued on the way, among wlii(!h I sec several of my oiivn, eliminated 
hv subeetjueut study nr the (irgumcnts oi othens. I h:ivc full owed 
in the main the test of Fubricius, Imt Lave made or accepted any 
changes of imi>ortanee to the sense nnd construction that api»al«l to 
my iiest judgjuent, mul have iusertcfl ooirespouding alterations m 
tmiislntion and notes, bnt have nlwayfl given endit for aasurtauoe 
obtained from otlnfcs. The gupplcmental remarks in Itrarketfl may 
UBsist in that study of the code which my work is mainly iumudfid 
to Btimalate.

NOTES ON CHEISTIAN MOSAICS.

MOSAIC OF THE FACADE Of SAN PAOLO-FUOfil-LE MUHA OF

It does uot iijipear in his illostrutioa. This arL-or proiiubly oime from 
otwt'urilv iu the pbotujfifaph and u lack of ])roper siiiiervision ou tha^ 
part of tlic author when it came to be engraved. Ibe true forni ol 
ttie moiiotith is therefore shown for the first time in fig. 14, and the 
oorres[®iidcii(S! of the two olyects under consideration in getiern! out¬ 
line IB dearly laitabliBheti. There are slight discrepuncics in the 
flimensions giveiij but nothing that might not result from laireleES 
nieaeuTiiig or iivei'og'e gmawing. 

And now, for convenienoe of aoioparisoo, let ns iissunie tliat nil 
the dcMTiptioiis refer to the same monument, nnd let ns attempt to 
iliacover just how Mayer must have seen the figure. As it stands 
Hwlav, the face is to the westj nnd hence in his time it lay upon ifs 
face with the top or head in that direction, si mss in raising it 
Almat^iz conid Imrdly have turned it around.

WTicn the great monolith is aguin rescued from the earth, it is 
probable that the qatsstion here raised can he finally settled, anti we 
shall know whether or not the Inckless idol has really been made 
to do duty ns an altar, a pillar, a “feinting stone,a sacrificial 
stone, and a god of the Aetecs, taking in literature three separate 
nncurrelated guises at one and the same time. As to what the 
great sculpture should be called, it is useless to Bpecnlateu In time 
it will prolably be identified with some god of the a^rtginea. 
Although not indicating a very high stage of art, it is simple and 
imposing, ami compares well with the better-known moQulilha of 
the Jfatioual Museum. Its position at the time of the Conquest 
was certainly not far distant from the spot on which it now stands.

Niccolft PisaDi>^a attempt to revolatioDize sculpt tire hy tlivorring art 
und reli^rion failed^ beenuse tbc pe?j'diological movaiif'.nt wbktb was 
to briof' nlMjQtthf^ fall of religious art and repk«' tlie Christian by 
tbealaSHicul itleab nlthnugb it had bcigiin to sbow ittielrLD \ioth Cbtirt^b 
and State, had not yet influenced the Fine Arts, 11 is art, grand 
and impresflive as it was, niisetl little response among < 5 ontemp>niry 
artkls. It was a representation of aim ply liLLitian power snfljoietit 
unto itselfj and tlLiscbanirteriKCA hisi ideal as natural; in thiB bediflbi^ 
from the French revival, which^ though laiTgely hiiuil, never mi!=ed 
to be religiouB and suj^ematuml. It is true that the time had ctaoe 
in Italy for a change in tlie lirtB, and that Kiecjola gave an impulse 
to the niovruient ; bat he c^unat be ml led the leader of the reviv al 
in wulptnrei bctsiusc he exercised no predominant influegev on tlie 
artiste who Hueeecflcd him. lu fiict, they returjied to the religiouB 
ideal, wliicli attuin(^l its perfection in Andrea l^^isanoj and even 
Ghil)erti and HonateUo did not reatJi that purely lim imti Eiublimitv 
poBiLed by Niccola in Im various types of h™ls. N iaxila^s relation to 
the iiunicrotiB BtInK>l that sprang up around iiim k one oi‘ great 
intricacy, and ought Uj lie more cl^rly dcfitied. The fad, that no 
two of the works attributcfl to Xiecihlii are in tlie eauie stvle, dt« 
not flerm to have proved a stnnihliiig-blfK'k to eritica. The share of 
thescluiol in all works exisjpt the Pisan jiulpk (1200) was very large; 
in the pul]>it of Siena 08) and in the shrine of Son Duinenico

His new departure and display of creative genius consisted in the 
invention, nut of new subjects, hut of jiowerfiil individual types of 
humanity, and he wtis thorimghly sutsscsaful only in Ills heails and most

classlenl spirit in the heads, as well as the presence of a uniformly 
effeminate religiosity of Gipression, stamp it os the w’ork of a fol¬ 
lower (Fra Cruglieliuu Agnelli), from the nuistcr’s designs. It would 
seem, then, that JSMccola'a school, even while working from liis 
designs and under his dinct supervisiou, failed tu be inspired with 
the same spirit. 

As sEKiU as Giovanni was untTOmiaellwl, he showed tinieelf to be 
animutMl by the facile dramatic and untilralistic element of the Gothic

Gluvaniii'ii work is verj" unequaL Hie pulpit of Sant^ Andrea 
at PjsLoia (1301)j lio much prai^, is in reality bis most inferior 
work, and cauuot l^eur eumparisou with that in the neigh I Miring 
church of Hun Giovanni, attributefl to Gugiidiao Agndli the ptipil 
of Niecola; which, although very difTcrent handa are c^'ident in it, 
eecruH tu the writer to Iw in many parb the wurk of XiuesuU hiinsclf. 
In the pulpit of Sant^ Andrcn the figurei; are often elinfieless, the 
dra|ierit^ thin and without mtiddling, the heaila W'eak and character-" 
less, iLe expresi^iou grimace, imd the action extravagant; the whole 
has an nnhuislied, uncoEisdentiuua appfsu^nce.^ It would seam im¬ 
possible tliut the same artist should produce the Madonna and Child 
with adoriug angels over the portal of tlie Cathedml of Florence: tho 
ftimple rimjcstyp dignity, and repose of the dgiires, and the broad ibrmH 
of tlui drapciy make it one of the mtist ndmirabla of Oiovanni'S 
works, and wrniJiy to stand by the side of the Uncst com|>ositiopa 
on Niccola^a Pisan pulpit. Another liciiutifnl work is the tomb of 
Po|>e Benedict XI., in San Domenam at Penigin (sec Perkins^ Tn^

It is probi- 
hlo that the iuflui nce of foreign atJiools on tlic Pisan was imi^rtant

XI> }, 
It is iinwrtaia whether we arc to regard these foreign m^ere as 
really Germans, or as belonging to the Kheuish or tWh schools.

whicli 13 one of the most importunt noiitribuliota^ of tliii^dei^e to the 
study of the revival m Fratirep tapecbilly in arLhltei-lare. It h not 
to Iw deiiii^d that, although the amnasLic oniera seem to have given 
tlie first impiil!^ to tlie im^w developiuc-nt, during the tmueitional 
period, art no haiger rejnained their almost exchigive pmprty, 
and became more laical without rea=img to be reUgions, and that 
individual artista began to be prominent and to gain renown, 
The building of the great cathctlml^ may not have i^anaed, hut 
it fs^rtainly arwisted and ha^ctimc^l, the development of the Gothics 
The fiftme ppirit which formwl tlie great SehohLstii24, thi: spirit of 
Hystemnti^^tioii^ of eompreliensive and etic^^elupediu learning, gov¬ 
erned also the plastic nm. The in’tgular and tiiiH-yj^ematie selection 
of subjects which rule^l durlug the Roaianesque wlion hxsil 

kgendd were often reproaented and no unity of purjKiwe held in view, 
was entirely aliandornii: dscre anjse classes of subjects, diflereatly 
it»-orflinatcd, of a morit complicftted and at the same lime 
onlerly ehararier, taken chiefly from the Old and ^‘ew Testaineuts, 
but ineludlng idn^i sjTniMrlir and allegorical snbjeciSp new creatioud 
of the niediieval artbt* It is true that many of these subfecti^ 
had already been rrprcwmtetl here and there by Ri:>niaties(|Li 0 
urtp but very BeUlom in any niil correlation. The eiieyclijjMdic 
spirit Ift Bhown, iiowever, in tiie wonclcrfbl Ilmim Jjdif-hrttm 
nt n* 1180, Didrfjn hm culled s|}ei^ial attention to die fact^ 
evident in itBclf, that the Esciilptnres of die Gothic i^ithcdnib arc 
the canying out by Art nf the fijstem enibodii^ in the grncml 
ciicyclopc^liaH qf ttio |ieri<.xl^ oj? an example of which he selects the 
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SprciJum UmtiTKiIfi of Vincent tie Bfeanvais. Tlie aim oi the 
iwnlptoT^ wm in ttpreseat the hl^rtei*}' of the leorhlj 
ninnt] bistoritail^ in series of gnmd eorrelatcfl cryriesj oi epit's in 
marbks It m said that art ibr art's sake docs not allow the snbjert 
til iiifliipnc'<.‘ a critic in his judgment of an artist ; bui if inuLginuticm, 
invention^ and a perreption of uoitY and harmony, are to be eon- 
sideml ia ranking an artist, then, in wmpiriflon, howr inferior a posi¬ 
tion must be assigned to the Italian scnljitors of tho Gothic periml. 

Let us turn from the thought which iiispired the h reocli sculptor 
Ilf the tliirtecnth i^ntun^ to the form in which lie clothed it. Du ring 
the ehort period cmliraeing the tew years behirt ond after IwUh 
schonls, the sirt'halc' and the new, worked together. PcrbajiiS it h 
harxlly c'om-ct tu sj^euk of two Hchools; the merging wni^ S4> subtle 
Sind so much more rapid in i^ertnin provinces that, during this 
short period of rare iU'tivitV, the older artistaj who held to die 
iiietIjtKis in wliieli they had loug worked, wen3 often employed side by 
side wdtli yomigcr artibti=i who stnjiigly felt the iiifliienccs of the 
new movement. As was uatunil, the change in i4ciilpture did 
not show itself until nearly fifty yearn after the licgiaDiog of the 
nnLiteiitiiral rcvolnfion iaitiated in 1140 at Sl Dioiis,* The slatms 
at the portal of H- Antic at Xotre Diinie are good exnnrplt^ of 
the traiiiHitinn lri>in the architcctoiiic figures of c, 1140 to the graceful 
jirodurtions <*f (liartn’Jf (I*2ii0-I240), still hultiing the caHke 
•'^lender and conipa 9 *ed fitmis, Init M'lth new elenieutd ul Ixniity 
hi fiu'e anti drapt^ty (pi. XT); while the snilptune of li«on, ese- 
eirteil also al)oul 1210, shows the new style in an unfomied, some¬ 
what mile wmditiun. The cnoTOlopetlLi was ilevelopcd with prentw 
or less detail at Ijinn, fitaiiijK's, lieinis, Chartres aiid Amkus in 
ilifUreiit stylo and ile|rrecs of merit. 

The revival in setilptura sotjii spread fmm the IJe-iltsl:'rami', 
its hirth-platf, ou all sides, aud ewept before it many of tJie existing 
ior^l distiuctions, so that an iniUvidiinlistie, self-conaaoiis movc- 
ment, instead of ppxlueitifr, as would seem uatuml, a greater divoi^ 
sitj', led to a unification of tlie fine arts by the aiiiiihilatTon of 
many of tl»e provhirial seliools, and the subslitotion of a more 
general id«il. This was true in sculpture a* in architetrtuK: aud the

Notwithstanding thia unity,'French sculpture iH.^rtaitily wbb not^ 
a? gtmie suppoee, turned out from one mouldy without any nmrk of 
indiv*iduidity. There w'as as gritit a diBFerence l>ijtweeu its cliefri™ 
d*csnvre and the productions of inferior artistSp ns IxrtTveen the works 
of Niccola and tliose of one of hiu obscure follower. It is not 
necGSsaiyj in order to stamp hj^ a genius the eciilptor nf tlie figures on 
tlie nonhern porch of Cliartrea, that his iinme ahonld be known; 
nor is it difiicult to realize that Jean de Chellcs, who sculpturcrl in 
r3o7 (tice pL ni) tim iMaiutiful Bidc‘pc;^rtal of Notre Ikme^ vnm 
a ftir more ideal and perfect artist tlmn the JnittimljHtio sculptor 
wdiu rcprcsimted the sfime subject, tiie stouijig nf Sniut Ste|>henp on 
the small [wirlal at Ik>urgce. Tlie gniJuiil cipiiusion of the new 
style is ttiHilv traceable: at S* Ekiue itikrlf the earlier statues of the 
Porte Ste. Anne^ as already noticed, are somewhat related to the 
Komatj^ue; but the main portal and the Porte de la Vierge 
{c. 1215-12'JO) show a fiif more developEd and freer art, thimgli 
hanliy a do»cn yeurs eoutd have elapsed. Between 1230 and 1240 
were executed uitKt of the sculptuns of Chartres j then come tJn^se 
of Bi>iirgt!5i, Amiens and Eeinis, all within a period of forty yeurs 
at mnyt^ The sculptorH at BrjtirgeB are tnnrr natural i^Htm anil ccru^, 
and less artistic 2 thos^i *if Reims cotubiue religiotiH fcrvi^r with rii:h- 
news of form and bturty of ptesc } tbeir begin to Luck tlie sitn- 
jjlicity of Notrei Dame and even of Chartres,, The fullest devel¬ 
opment before the decadence, k uttuine^l, sboitly aft^r the middle of 
ihe ccmtuiy, in the atiitu® of the luteriur of the l^iiute Cbapelle. 

In order to make more defiuite the cumparisHm betweeu these 
national scIiooIh, let us examiue some of the imjKirtaut elements 
which enter into seulptnre, mid see how the French school mceta 
these rcf|ulremG][its, os eampared with the Italian* 

Anyone ikniUiax with ByEantine Ivories and miniatures, wdth Iht- 
mam^iic frcsi'tjfl and tlie merles, as well as witli the prt-PiHaii 
Bculptur^, will reengnisK tliat Niewola and his aiiceeBSors retained the

new snlyeetii* Then Giotto’s CmnpMilc and the ft^’aJe of the cathedfal 
of Orvirto (diow o decided ehonge in this respeet. At Orvieto bib* 
lical swaiea are conoeived with an eiuhenmee of invention and a 
bnuity of treatment most unexpwtetl. It is the only tajadc in Italy 
wliieii has sneh a series of reliefs, and it stands alone in incep¬ 
tion and style—a perpetual enigma. The small reliefs on Giottos 
• Campanile arc the most notable esanipltss of the allegorical subjects 
so wiumon in France* Much stres hic! been Laid upfm die influence 
of Dante in producing the allegorical spirit of this time in sc-ulptura 
nlid jwiinting: it wmild be far simpler to liear In mind that there are 
few allcgoriiB in Italian sculpture of whidi examples are not to be 
found ill earlier French works nr even iu the Roiu!incsi[ue (wulplure 
of Italy/ As a rule, the Italiim sculptors of this penwl (except¬ 
ing ^Gecola) were deficient in peyrhologiral feeling and m the ex- 
prthskiu of rliaracter,* as well as in power of imagination, and 
v'atiting in the religions sentiment which inspires original cnaitions 
in the sphere of Christinu art. They have :m exceis of iiersonnl, 
biographiral inciilctit, which is mwdier imint of remtrast widi 
Fn iicli art. Tficcola and Giovanni also Intk die intuition of in- 
diviilual beauty charactcri-Htie of the subject treatwl: their com- 
pwitiods do not posstss diat unity in which die French neulpture 
excels from a |iercepliou of the ooiioordance of type, conaeiounneis, 
and snhjcd.

The* ** tKiparttv of thf ITrtiio}! (wjulptor tu iDVGnt ^’pes ftnfl silly Gets 
knew littrdly liny boiitiiia. Tke cigliteen liundred statues mvl ti|run's 
at ChwrtTta utid tlie uliiieet equal nunilier at Amions, Reims and 
Paris exemplify tbe usteist of hia ercative imngimtion. Eveu in 
the interpretation of the same siibjeet, the dlffeTent artists show a 
remarkable fertility nl‘ inventum and no tendeney to imitate; both 
in cuiiueptiun and in artistie treatnicnti hanlly any two e^^anjples are 
alike. Tbe twdfkb-rentury seulptor Lloekctl out statues faith fully 
reprodiicinfr the individuals among whom be lived and worked; 
but tlie Gothie artist posatssefl a liigber psynhological pcntqition ; he 
oniboilieil} with tbe eye of j^nius, tlic leading oharaeteri-stiefl of a 
class of individuals, of a sociftty, uf a nine. This typical Ibrm of 
individualissntioii went band in luuid with a great development of * 
|HirtniIture* and of genre sculpture.^ 

The dramatic ciemeut played an imjKJrtatit jiart in the Pisnii 
Hchonl, and with Giovanni -wiis often cairietl to great 
DRAUATJc 'pIjj; ■pretifh sculptor usually aimed at re|K»c i 

Ei.vstwiT. Greek aversion to violent action, 

and never isodgbt to ijroiliuje citagperuEed or e\Tn striking effeote. 
Still, one often meets widi soeocs where the feeling i« nime ihe lcs» 
intense ftir lieing quiet, and ollieis where the action is quite ppouounoi>d, 
ns in the execution of St. Stephen on the side-portal of Notre Ihiinc 
(pi. ii), Elarly cxsiiiples, of the end of the twcllth century, are the 
two reliefs over the portal at SenlSs: the bcnutJfnI group repns^ent- 
ing six angels plaeiiig tbeTTirgiti m her tomb is full oi true drtiniutic 
power and graiM:. A wcinl and startling dmrtmtiHiu la einljodied in u 
email gronp on the ctmtral fkuit-portal of Jfoti-e Ihimc: it is the 
figure of Dualli on a borwe, upon wboec rider, a cliarming youth, she

AJthougli Gothic drapery often has a sttroagly rfoJifiital 
character^ e«pecially like the pure Greek type* it would 
bo wrong to attribute this excellenn^ to an imitation of the Antiituc:

fiistttl in his prolific invention of artistically-conceived draper)’. This 
cjtcinplifiro the truth, that drapd figures stand for tht liighcBt form

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of sculpt are and die most perfect preseutution of the huniaii iudi- 
viilaal, keeping phpical in due subordinntiun to beautj of 

zniiid. It seems prolsahlc that tlie ardi^t in mating his preliuiinarY 
sketches firet tlrcw the mnUt figure iu the ilesirf'^l jHmitiim mul after- 
warfi limped it; thus ejEplqjJHiig the admirahle pose whirli la inva- 
rinblj to Ijc acKm in the si.'ulptiires of the thirteenth cenluiy. At 
and ftir mme higher artistic reasoo, the arningejucuil of the 
drapery ;^aif not iia it would naturally hang. One greait merit is 
tliat the drapery never overi?onies the figure, and tluit no attention 
h called to it hy artificial tuciitis. A fine example of single drapery 
effects is given in fig- 15j, a nmtilatcid statue from the W. fa-^dc of 
N. Dame at Au^erre^^^ and die dniiiery on many figures at Chartres 
(cf, pi. TTi) h iM^iiitifuUy tiianaged, Composidon in drajiery was 
jils«> w'cU^tudied, imd ofttui results in most harmonioiiB and even 
Arutuatic effects. The reaurreetion Bcene on tlic lintel of JTotre 
Dame (pi. jLl) is an itistanoe.^- Here, contrary to all mstum, the 
figures are drafted: there is life in the movement, a sweep to the 
drapeiT, harmony in the lines, and unity in the compoeitinn* 

Was this perfection of drapery attained at the cxpem« of the figure? 
T!ih» leads to the further enquiry: Did thw sculptors Ftiidy the nude? 

tin? antique? and were they aixjuaiutei] with any caiions 
of jiriip-prtion ? t suppo^KJ that tbe^ queries would be 
quite genmilly iULfiwurei.1 in thi* negative,—hut, strangely 
enough^ it wv>iild seem to be olherwtse. The Gothic wmlptor con- 
fiidered the study of the nude to be a part of hfe Hcientific tniiiiing, 
hut ho used it in a suhunliuaie rektiou entirely; it was a nercssary 
step to a proper compreheisioii and representiition of the ilmjicd 
figure. The spirit and taste of the age did not favor the display; 
of the huniun form, a diiqilay which, as no one will dispute, would 
baveWn most unBuituble in the tnsitraeiit of religious art, and which 
always atteiids the tlegnuiatiim of its ideal. The sketch-book of the 
French architect Vi lord ife flonnecJOiirt (1230-1240|,^ for cjcample, 
gives a nunilier of figures dmwii fi-oru the life, and drawn in a most

The inunncr ul niodclling tlie figure tinder the drapery is unotlier 
Iiiti'restiiig feature: in French sculpture tliis is done to perfcHtiou, 
TVitluuit superfluity of dru|wry, hut also vridiout undue proniiiu'uce 
of tins furtu licMienlii, nr tlint lurrctricity of tiuiocption which so tOiar- 
ucterietNl the JlenatSMantr. Xiccula never uttuincHrl this mtidelliiig, 
and (liovnnni very seldom, (ieonictry, as is widi-huown, tTijered 
Jajgidy into Gothic nreliitccfure, hut it was a mnst striking Icxitiire 
in jicnilptun;, as irelf.

riie stiiily of tile onticpie is attribiU.nhie, in ii rertain meiisiire, to 
the Pirtiiii srduHd, hut csfietnally to Xiecola, as it is hnrtJly penjep- 
tihle in sulisis'juent sculptons. The opinion that h’reucli 
at'tiJptors of till' thirteenth oentuiy were eertainly on 
«n tt]un1ity with thow of Itniy, if not in tlie study— 
for which they hud not the same opiNirtunities—at least in the 
appJhwtion of tJie antique, may seem pniaiJoxicql, But iu thone dnvg 
artists tin veiled veij extensively, through not only their own but 
foreign countries, and this cnahled them to S« tind shetclj Jintiqinj 
ftf'iilpture. Of course, die works idiuscn for study were usiinlly the 
dmjKNl stature, and of sudi Roman works we find more than" one 
sketi'h iu VilanJ. A classical feeling, perceptible in some of the 
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Frenrli aciiools, ditl Jint psTet in othera; it « awn in tbe statins 
«f C’hurtrcs anti Heims. Of tlie latter Ditlron remarks that they 
sre '‘eliefs-d'iBOvre Uiat will bear isimparirtm with the finest stiituts 
of nntii^iiity. In attion, expreufflou, nwl Jesipn they are alnnsl 
nnrtimilled. . . In the rleh yrt ffee arrengenirnt of the draiwry 
these works nre espeeially elassiciil/* 

We see, then, (1) that the Jcvelopuient of sotilptare in France led 
gnidually, towards ItMtJ, to the rise of a grand ideal sehuot, which 
set up fiir itself n tyTW of iicrfeKtioo aller whitdi it was trontinually 
striving, and W'hich conihincd pcrfwtion of tecnl<|ue iind the study 
of liunian nature with a wealth of hleas and wneeplious: (2) that tliis 
BCiilpture attained its fullest devHopinent lieforc Xiceola eseentetl in 
l2St> hw famous pulpit, and iimrly half r eentury before the genuine 
fomiilalJoii t*f the Pisan school hy Giovanni : (3) that the types of the 
Pistui sdnxil after Kiecola may well be considered, not as entirely 
original with tlieni, hut aa antoslated hy ftjreigii works, Frimeh or 
German : (4) tliat French sculpture, though inferior to Italian in its 
trealnient of the nude, tiir excels it in the use of drapery nnJ in 
the conception of the drapcil figure: and (6) that in the sphere of 
fertility of invcntiuii, comprehensive genius, |isychoh>gical power, 
conception of characteristic lieuuty, and nnily of Ibrni and ideal, 
the prwoiinenee of the Fn'ueli is indispntuble. 

We tuuM, then, couctuilc, that to France behtngs not only priority 
but superiority In tlie ruvi^ral of sculpture in Europe in the thir¬ 
teenth century.

Miintz, Librarian of the Ecoto df!» Beaux Arte, trho by nuuiy valuabto 
contributiuDB tu the litemture of Alt boa made his luuue widely 
knowti ae that of an accomplished art critic and blstorian. Those who 
have nwl bis is* Art» d U Coar des Papes, bis iMenrseurs de la 
/fenuutMncc, otid his Vie de Saphttef, will not need to Iw assured llial 
his Dotutlcflo gives evidence of oarefu] research, criticn] ability and 
literary skill. These qimltties could have been brought to bear upon no 
wortbier subject than the gru-ut floulptor of the early HcaoisBance, whom 
Cellini, in a w^ntence quoted by M. Muntz on hia title-page and iu 
bis intnidurtion, designates one of rit'o greated mtfjitvrii ii'Ao Auna 
erhUd fivm antiquity h the preeertl time. It is unneoesaaty to tell any one 
who knows Cellini, that the other is the marveltom MieheUtitgeh, for 
whom be entertained so pusaiounte an admiiatiiw that to name anyime db 
his equal was to liestuw the acme of praL*e. AbfriVe par /r.f/ruw the)- 
were, each supreme in his day imd generalioii, though iJonotcUo bad the 
advantage of living wiien the movement which eniiiiicipated mankind 
from 80 inanv thmldoins was in all the Xhisliuess-of ite young strength, 
anil art inspiKHl by antiquity was developing freeb Ibnn* of power under 
its influence, arc not inclined to disjmte Micbelangdo's superiority 
in jioiat of veiwatility of genius, and foix« of intellect, and may even 
allow tlinl psycbologically considered lie wan the grwiter artist; but no 
sculpture is of all the lute the most controlled by the nature of tlie 
amteriftls with which it deals, ns regards subject, treatment, and tecbntcal 
bandliug, it follows that Ikmatello, who recogniied its limitations, hi a 
greater sculptor than Jlicbelangdo, who ignored the feet that each art 
has a language of its own, which it must speak purely under pain of

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degnMinlioii. Ab the furtlier dfecuffion of thi^ »uhj^t would kfid ua far 
beyond tbo llmita of tliia wtidei^will now tiiro Dur sittc^ntioo to 3il, 
M^ntz. He mmindj^ UB, in his ehorE intnoductiont thnt, while cotintli^ 
adniircfw uf Mieholangelo have imoctaainji^ly binned iueoii^e In bis bonor 
during the three centuries wbicb have clapeed £finee bis dtlftth^ the 
TehabiJitatkm nf Donatello, w/W him before hitii ims fAr 
mader of mMicm hafi been naerved fur our own day ; %nd 

he rightJy attributes thifl tardy set of juBticre to the colleetionH ot hk 
Vforka furujed by distiaguislied amateurH in I" ranee ai]<l tiigbitidp and 
to tbe bio^raphicad and critical natieeti of great artnst which have 
been writieu of late years by Dr. Hans Semperp Jarul> Bumkliardt, Dr. 
Wllliulnk Bode, and other anthois u-f repute. Aa, howevecp no ticniiplete 
aecouiiL of fh^natello existed In the French language^ Jf. Miinti was 
moved to wTite the pnseiit laoDOgmph, iji fAc hap^ noi of 
Ihe gnpf as he niodestly states, but at lesst of supplying material which 
might Serve to guide the oflen uareawming admiration expreiai^d fur ihe 
great artijjt Hpoken of in e kduill not attempt to tidlcw him 

in bis Beeuuiit of Duiiatollu'fl^ career, Imt ratlier endeavor to show by

An army of statiiiee was 
crew ted between J4JW and UJhl, Their t»ii>fu^hjn was due nut Milely to 
the ci>nstienii(Hia scruples of the public, it abu marked phL-^jccupatiutifl 
of a new' order: the ^vorite art of Mcdhcval Italy whs htis-relief, the 
favorite urt of the licuabsance b stotuary, 

" The aeceptisi task of the Middle Ages was to relate the facts eon- 
necteti with+ and the dekxb done by, the princi[ial t*ereopage3 of the Old tuitl 
New Teqtaineot, in the miAt prolix Imiguage and with the most circumstau- 
tial detail. Popular interest could be awakened at that time only by a 
carefully dL^velu^ied repre^edLatiiui with many uctort^p In short by m^iiig 
all the {uuwphemaLia of that earliest fona uf pitolry with young luitluns, 
the Epic. Of all the biIb, sculpture in the round, being for the meiel 
part n^ricUnl to one or two figures^ b that which suppOBes the grentrast 
amount of butk (in whkb cajae the statue becomea im idol) or the greatest 
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fimoujit of lEstk^tic! cUalnteri^tecInc^. Now the ItalioD mind m the thiiv 
teenth and fourteimth eenturies WJifl too curioufi^ and too mcstlesa^ to rest 
uonteot with creationa lyf a naiure so abstract. Morqtjver, with ita jet 
feebb appreciatitm of form, k was incapable of admiricg a statue whose 
sole merit laj in purity of line and delicacy of modelling, Wbnt was 
the eonseipK-aca ? Litdo bj little these Kpica hud hecotae Dramas, under 
the induenoe of thc^e two gK'Jit micdJicval dramatists, Oiovanni Pizyinf^ 
and Giotto, and their hernca hud been welUnigh swampt in tlteir but- 
rutiiidlrigs. The moment bad come to free them, to bring them into tho 
light* to make each one of them an emulator of thoBe £ibled ileities who* 
isobtjed upm their inyltstulH, self-euderiiig, proudly dominatud the crowd, 
which dumb with ndjniratiou oonicoijihiied their pcrfcctiniifl> This was 
the misaon to wliicli Donatello dedioitteiil himsell. Thanks tu bmip Da^rdd 
and HL George, Judith and St. John the Baptist* had no longer any 
leiftson to envY the divinities whose mutiJatod Btatnes^ after ten cimtnrii^ 
of ohltM^uv and neglect, were dollj disentombed Ijetbre tlio cyts of won^ 
dering Italy* Wb cannot luo strenglj itisiat upon the speemUzation of 
DisnatcUo. It enabled him to revive and to exhaust eveiy kind of 3 SCh 1|)- 
ture; parking with mnteriala the nast dlvetso, morhle, onlirmrj stoae, 
W'ood, broaze* tcrnnKitta^ and stucco, he esoclled by turn ki 
5a barrelief^ In boll-relief and in the rennd ; in sliurt* it would be impos¬ 
sible pi mention any technical process which did not owe its udvanee to 
hloi. Incota|ttt^rflble m a worker of metalH* he was ns a braiLze-ciiJitoir, 
and in ihis reapeet onlVi, inferior to some of his cimten3|)oniri4M. He may 
be fNin=idered as the inventor ot a kind of relief whicli m paiia 

rises above tlwj snrtkee hardly more than the thickness of a ftbet‘t of jja|}er, 
and w hich pnjceeding by almost Loscnsible gradutioiia seeaus rather lira wzi 
than Eealptnred on the imirlilc. Thus Donatello oimml the way for the 
long extinct art of Llm medallist; and prepire^i the eoming of ltd reviver, 
Pisanello, the earliest and the irtuet perfect of the Reimiesmit^ medallLsts."’

and it tw not until it bad bei^n elevated to tlie loftily'pluix^ inehe 
w'hieh it TiVOB intended to ooonpVi that ita meaning beaiine clear, and itB 
ptnvfciT manifest.

Donatello, who Ima been unjuftly branded m a rcaliEt, drew life inspira¬ 
tion fiforu a dunhie Eourccj the Antique and Mature. Hco! he who knew tbe 
Jiist eo weU, approaehed it£ excellenoe? The iiiii^wer depcnda upon the 
point of view It esinnot be denied that, when DDmpari[d with 

the pedimentaJ Hgraroa and metupud of the Farthenonp tbe worki of the 
Florentine sculptor appear in turn arid, caicuhitcJ, tucagre or ctitiveo-

stands in the filwt rank, luferior to the undents in the Imiroonbue later- 
pfctatltiii of the human iMjdy^ lie Kirpftised them In exprESising' the emotions 
and ogitadutis peculiar to modem life- Bid passion ever find more eloquent 
interpretation than in th*.' works of hi^ hnndf lufiniudj richer iu means 
of expression than his niediB5va] prcfdoeeapors, ho put nothing of the tncdi- 
icvul spirit into his creations, although imtny of dicm are deeply raligioui 
Aft compared with hU ctiateraporariies Ghiberti and Luca della llobhia, 
who endeavored to conciliate the new epoch with the old* which was 
in greater harmony with their own less vehement tendenci^, Boanlello 
is a revdulioiifet. The Eossellini, .Desiderio, Kiuo, the Majuiii, and the 
immense majority of their coatempornrieft, itjstated the tender and. piousi 
note which vibrates in the art of Ghiberti and Della Robbia; but, 
although Bonatello had more direct scholarsf than they^ there ws .0 do one 
among them or aflor them strong edougb to revive hfe (errr^tih^a, until 
Uic ndveut of Michdungelo.'* 

This paragrapli, la which the chief sculptors of the ^lioffro-ecn^a are so 
happily charartcriied, illu^mtcft tliat comprehensive grasp of subject 
which distinguishes M. Muntz’s monograph from tbe first jiage to the litsL 
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Fjiiiiilliir the hifston' of sculpture m Italy ftoin ^'icix^lu Fb^ano td 
Midieliifigelo, aud tho* able to define the fwltiDn of eaeh sculptor rein* 
tively to hia pirdeeeatons^ hitt contemponiriHi and bis AiiccessocB^ iL 
MfiDtz. with but little to fliM to what already Imown nhout the life 
and wurks uf Ddiuitelli^ lias written the beat 'biogruphy of him tliat has 
yet apputred.

Boheul of Hit* In Tajiagrn+ the pfevailing tvpe, if we consider the terra¬ 
cottas of the iMst period, is that of a draped nqaklen or woman ^ Ptasiditig 
or Bitting in the attitndo of rEpoHc. Tlie &nhjceta generally bidoog to 
pri vate life; nude ligures of gods and goddesses are esccedingljr rttfc. In 
SljTinaj oa the contran^ nesting of sitting figures are an excepdon ; tlLC 
statues of VemiB, Eros, Bactiius, Victory* and Iloretilea are very 
niiiiienjiis; and the induonce of the Pepgaiaeaian school nf pcnlpturH 
may ho trticed with j>eifect certninty in nearly all the more important 
figures. . Agaia, while icplicas cif celehrntoii statuea are not to be ftiund 
in Taiuigra, the neetnpolis nf Myriim hua yielded eevernl copies of the 
Caidian and Cuan AVnuB by PnixiteltSj of tlie Henddes typo cieated by 
Lysippits^ of atlileteSp hermaphrodite&, and other stibjectt^ the nijxlels of 
which muBt. have enjoyed great ropurntbuj na we po^c^ uiarhle copies 
from tliem of the Grexii^Reiniia pericuL of the hii^cr statuettes aio 

wirkged* and tlieir movem-rats are exceedingly bold Tlie draperies, too, 
ara tnafctecl in a free style very much rrscmhllng that of the Pergamcn- 
hm high-rellefe. The two miist frequent types—eoute tombs cnntiiiaed 
thirty or more epecimens of each—are the Sirea and Eros witli fuldi^ 
winge. , Tanngrutan figures rarely einefil tea inches ia height; many 
statues from Jlyrina are three nr four times as large. Another character^ 
iatic feature is the freejnent mention of the ailibVs name on the busis of 
the termcotta or on itfl rtvetae, no dgnalnre having ytt been dbcovercil 
on the statmitteB from TaangrtL Finally^ we mnst mention a cnnsiderable 
nuri]l>L'r of large groupfl, hanquets^ scenes of love, and the Iikci which also 
betray tlie tnfiuenee of tJte Rhodian and Pergamenhia schools of sc“iilp- 
tiirCp where fliuiilar complicaU^l arningements had eome into liishion* 
S?mc figumj might, at flr^ glance, be taken for works of the nruhaie 
peri^id ; but it ia ettsy to perceive that they are only pfiendo-arthujc., By 
far the grenter part of the lerracottas from Myriiia bear the mark of a 
quite definite and jjarticular style, iatermediate between the noble simplic¬ 
ity fjf Athenian art and the pictnresque tendency to effect of the Grijco- 
Krjmiin gLhool. Indeed them exists a close analogy between many grace¬ 
ful termeottns fTOin ^lyriiia (represeoting Erotes, dancers, dule-plnveis, 
fidlowcra of Bncehns) am! the jiaintiag® diEcovened on llie frails of the 
Grect>Hoaian vilhts in Pumpeii. , From a purely artistic point of view, 
they are certainIj inferior to the delightful figures found at Tanugra; but^ 
on the other band, they can claim u variety of tuudA-eSp an ap[jeaniuce of 
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vi^^or and pLyeical liiaLlth, which contrswits with the dreamy and almoet 
mclaiicLalj c^cqukiteue^ of their brethreu finora Ikwtimi tunibaf'^

Major Powell discovered in New Slciico. near California mountaiti, 
what be premounc® to be the oldest human liiibitfltion npm the American 
continent.

Tlao learned Soeietiee of Bdgiiun whith make a ipeeiaJty of historical 
and arehaMdogical studies have lately coiire together, at Antwerp^ in orfer 
to lay the basis of a fedemtioUk and armngO' fur annual eongras^ to he 
held in ihe difleitTat cities of the kingdom^ and for a Mtomun action fur 
both tlio protection of national monunieiita atid the exoentiorj of collec¬ 
tive work* In this they follow the exninplc of M, de Cnnmqnt in France 
(bco .louBNAL, Pp -Mil)* Tlio tnitiative tif tluH movement waa token by 
the Arcli^»h>gical Academy ceT Belgium^ whose centre ii in Antwerp* 
The tViDgMa met, Beptember 27, under the presidoacy of the wdl-kaown 
nn-hieologist M, EeiioenB.
